Meaſure may ſerve to gratifie ſuch their Curiofiry. Beſides, 
this Family is now grown ſo very numerous, that it can- 
not but be of very great Uſe to thoſe of the Name, or that 
are any way allied to it, to have a full and diſtin Ac- 
count of its Affairs. So that tho? perhaps this Treatiſc 
may not be of ſuch general Uſe, yet it will at leaft ſerve 
them for whom I principally intended it, to wit, thoſe of 
the Name and Family of Buchanan. = 
None of my Readers need be afraid of being impoſed u- 
pon in my Management of this Work. For tho? indeed i; 
ſome Caſes, where authentick Records could not be had, 
have been obliged to take up with the beſt atteſted, an“ 
* moſt generally received traditional Accounts, yet for the 
Wi moſt Part J am ſupported in what I ſay, by ancient Char- 
BH ters of unconteſted Authority. And beſides whenever I am 
obliged to make Uſe of Tradition I always advertiſe my 
Reader of it; and giving him the moſt probable Accour! 
to confirm my own Opinion, leave him to make whit 
Judgement he pleaſeth himſe]f upon the Matter. 
In giving an Account of the Family of Buchanan | 
have been very exact in looking over the Writings be- 
longing to it, now in the Hands of his Grace the Duke 
of Montroſe, which the Laird of Gorthy was pleaſed to 
ſupply me with, This Account, though a great many Do- 
cument 
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cuments are loſt, has been of confiderable Uſe to me: as 
has alſo the Tree of the Family of Buchanan in Lerny's 
Hands, which tho' a great Part of it cut off, and ſome of 
it contradictory to more certain Evidents, yet is in the main 
a very valuable Piece of Antiquity. I have had alſo the 
Peruſal of all the Writings in the Hands of the Buchanans 
of Drumikill, Lenny, Carbeth, Stittel, Auchineiven, and Car- 
'irſtarry, which though very diſtin, yet would not have 
been full enovgh, had I not obtained an ancient Chartulary 
among the Records of Dunbarton-Shire, containing the 
whole Progreſs of the Earls of Lennox, and their Vaſſals, 
irom the Eeginning of the Reign of King Alexander the 
Second Anno 1214. till the latter Endof King Robert the 
Third's Reign, which has been of fingular Service to me. 
The Chartulary of Parſi1y has alſo furniſhed me with ſe- 
veral Things very uſetul for my Purpoſe. | 

Some People indeed of the Name of Buchanan, from 
what Inducement I will not pretend to determine, have 
been pleaſed to refuſe me the neceſſary Helps for giving an 
Account of their Families ; If Thave therefore been any 
ways defective in what relates to them, they have none 
but themſelves to blame for it, who have deprived me of 
the Means whereby I can do them Juſtice, which was my 
{ole Intention in undertaking this Work. | 

In order to make this Piece of more general Uſe, I have 
{ubjpined to it an Account of the Highland Clans, in which 
[ flatter my ſelf, the Curious will find ſomething that has not 
yet been touched upon by any of our Writers, and which

Hiftorical and Genealogical 


ESSAY 


Upon the FAMILY and SURNAME of 


BUCHANAN. 


M AY upon very ſolid Grounds N 
that any One who offers to treat of the Ge- 
nealogie of any Scotzz/h Surnames, which 


tiquity, eſpecially ſuch as are planted in, 
or nearthe more remote or Highland Parts 
of this Kingdom, cannot in Con be 
ſuppoſed to have Records, or written Documents, upon 


which any Thing that ordinarly is, or rationally may be 


advanced upon ſuch a * be founded ; there * 
or 


can lay any juſt Claim to conſiderable An- 
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for the moſt Part little Diligence uſed by theſe Surnames 
or Clans in obtaining, and tho” obtain'd, in preſerving a- 
ny ſuch Documents; as is evidently inſtanced by the De- 
portment of the Nobility and Barons to King Robert the 
1ft, upon his requiring them to produce their Evidents: 
There being alſo many Contingencies, particularly the Feuds 
ſo frequent betwixt Families of theſe Clans carried on to 
ſuch a Degree of Violence and Animofity, and ſo Detri- 
mental to the private Affairs of all concerned therein. Be- 
ſides, the publick Commotions, affecting the Nation in ge- 
neral, may in Reaſon be imagined a palpable Means of the 
Loſs of many private Evidents in Cuſtody of thoſe, ſub- 
> jet in a greater Meaſure to ſuch Inconveniencies, than 
were many other Surnames planted in the more inland Places. 
Tho' indeed ſome who treat of the Origin even of ſome of 
thofe laſt mentioned, are obliged to found their Allegations 
in Relation to the Origin of theſe Surnames, of which they 
treat, upon probable and ſolid Tradition, As for Inſtance 
that exquiſite Hiſtorian of the celebrated Surname of Doug- 
las; alſo the Hiſtorianof the Surname of Leſiy; as indeed 
in general all who treat of that Subject uſe the ſame Method 
in Relation to the more Ancient Surnames. The Reaſon 
being obvious which obliges them ſo to do, if that Allegation 
be as generally allowed, as the ſame is aſſerted by the greateſt 
Part of our Modern Writers, That there can be no written 
Record or Evident evinced to have exiſted, or at leaſt be 
produced of a more ancient Date than the Reign of K. David 
the i ſt, commenced in the Year 1124. Sothat in that Caſe, all 
| thoſe Surnames, whoſe Origin is aſſerted to be more Ancient 
than the Commencement of that Reign, muſt of Neceſſity be 
founded upon Tradition. Upon which Account, and more 
eſpecially that of the Practice of the above mentioned Hiſ- 
torians, I judge it cannot be eſteemed any Diſparagement to 
me, or to the Subject I reſolve to treat of, to be obliged to 
found the Account of the Origin ofthe Surname of BUC- 
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HAN AN in general, and of Six of the firſt principal Men 
of that Family ſucceſſively in particular, upon probable and 
uncontroverted Tradition. In regard, conform to the more 
modern Method uſed in genealogizing that Surname, the O- 
rigin of the ſame is extended to a more ancient Date than the 
Reign already mentioned. Tho' mean while, IJ am much 
more inclineable to joyn Sentiments with thoſe of. the more 
Ancient Sexeciozes, or Genealogiſts, who, upon very ſolid 
Grounds, contend the Generality of our Clans, and more 
ancient Surnames, whoſe Origin is truly Scotiiſb, to be the 
real and genuine Progeny of the Cathelian, or Scorti/h Collo- 
nies, which in the ſeveral Junctures before and afterwards, 
under the Conduct of the Two Kings, Fergus iſt and 2d, came 
from Teland, and planted Scotland. And for Confirmation 
of this Suppolition, theſe demonſtrate, that many of the moſt 
potent and ancient Surnames in Teland are of the ſame Deno- 
mination, (except what mult be allowed to ſome little Differ- 
ence of the Dialect and Accent of the Uh Language uſed 
in both Nations) with a great many of the moiſt Ancient and 
Modern of our Highland Clans; as the Odonels and Ontels wit 
our M*doyalds and Mi,; Mccuflulas, almoſt the ſame with 
Meauſlan, the ancient Denomination'of the now Surname of 
Buchanan, with diverſe others, A good many of the Elans 
do as yet cloſely adhere to this ancient kind of Genealogie. 
Some others of them are induced to adhere to a newer Form, 
compoſed by a Sett of Men ſome Ages ago come in Place of 
the Ancient Seyeciones, which arrogate to themſelves the 
Title of Antiquaries. Theſe rejecting the ancient Method, 
as too general, and inconſiſtent with the Notions of theſe more 
modern Ages, have compoſed Genealogies in their Opinion 
more exact and circumſtantiat than the former, by fixing, u- 
pon certain Periods of Time, the Manner and other Circum - 
ſtances relating to the Families or Clans of whom they treat. 
But all their Allegations being founded upon Tradition, and 
the Matters they treat of being generally of more — 
A2 ate 
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Date than the Ages of theſe Antiquaries, they are Subject to 
the ſame Inconveniencies, and, in my Opinion can be al- 
lowed only the ſame Meaſure of Hiſtorical Credit due to the 
moiſt Ancient of the Traditions delivered by the former, if 
equally ſolid and probable. However in regard this laſt 
Method is that more generally received by, and moſt agree- 
able to the Taſte and Sentiments of the greater Part of thoſe of 
the preſent, and ſome bygone Ages, I ſhall conform my ſelf 
, thereto as to what J am to offer in Relation to the Origin, 
and other Concerns of the Surname of Buchanan. And in 
regard theſe latter Antiquaries do derive the Genealogie of 
ſome of our Scotiiſß Clans, upon very good Grounds, from 
the Danes, rather induced thereto by the Fame acquired by 
the Danes by their Martial Atchievements for ſome Ages in 
Britain, and Ireland, than upon any other ſolid Ground, or 
Shew of Truth; and more eſpecially ſeeing the Progeni- 
tor of the Surname of Buchanan ( according to the above An- 
tiquaries) was obliged to abandon Jrelaxd, thro* Tyranny of 
the ſame Danes, then domineering over that Kingdom, I 
preſume 1t will aot be eſteemed too incoherent with the en- 
ſuing Subject. nor unacceptable to thoſe who ſhall have Oc- 
caſion of peruſing the ſame, that I ſhould briefly glance at the 
Origin, of that People, and ſome few of theſe ſurprizing At- 
chievements managed by them in Pritain and Ireland, and 
ſome other Parts as a native Introduction to the Account of 


the Time, Manner, and Cauſe of the Buchanans their An- 
ceſtor his abandoning Ireland. 


THE Danes, according to their own and diverſe other 
Hiſtorians, are the native Progeny of the ancient Cimbrians; 
who, as Puffendorf relates, had Kings for ſome Ages before 
our Saviour's Nativity, having Dominion over Denmark; 
Norway. Sweden, and ſome other Northern Regions. That 
People was of ſuch a Gigantick Stature and unparalel'd 
Fierceneſs, as gave Occaſion to L7vy, Prince of the Romat

Hiſtorians, to relate them to be framed by Nature for the Ter- 
rour and Deſtruction of other Mortals. Theſe C:mbrians in 
the Third Conſulihip of the Famous Cazus Marius (then the 
Glory tho afterwards the Scourge of his native Country) to 
the Number of 400000 fighting Men, with their Wives and 
Children, went to invade [raly. which put the Romans in no 
{mall Conſternation, concluding their State in a Manner loſt ; 
and probably it would have been ſo, had not, as L7vy obſerves; 
ſuch a brave and politick Captain as Marius been their Ge- 
neral at that Juncture, who by diverſe Stratagems weakned 
the Power, and broke the Fierceneſs of theſe Barbarians, and 
in Concluſion engaged their Army, and entirely defeated the 
ſame, with the Slaughter of 140000 of them. Their Wives 
and Children during the Battle being placed in Waggons, 
on both Wingsof their Army, greatly moleſted the Romans 
- with Slings, and other Miffive Weapons, but at laſt obſerving 
the Defeat, they in the firſt Place killed their Children, and 
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laſtly themſelves; The Women as well as Men partaking in 
| a great Meaſure of that Fierceneſs natural to their Nation. 
. This fatal Defeat ſtruc'; ſuch a Terror to the Cimbrians, as 


for ſome Ages thereafter deterred them from encroaching u- 
pon the Roman Territories, till in the middle of the fifth 
Century of the Chrittian Epocha, having ſome Ages before 
that, changed the Name of Cimbria intothat of Danes, they 
made up a Part of that formidable Army with which Attila 
the Great, King of the Han, attempted to ſubvert the Ro- 
nan Empire in the Reign of the Emperor FValentinian the third, 
and Year 431. And in regard theſe were the Two moſt for- 
; midable Armies that ever invaded the Roman State and Em- 
poire, andTontributed very much towards ſubverting the ſame, 
Iſhall briefly recount the Manner and Succeſs of this Expe- 

dition of Allila, in which the Danes were concerned, and 

ſhall then proceed to narrate ſome of the moſt conſiderable 

Actions performed by them in Britain and Ireland. 
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Attila was King of the Hun, now Hungarians, and 
did by his Courage and Conduct bring under his Subjection 
moſt part of all theſe Nations betwixt the Eine, and Bal- 
tick Seas, entitling himſelf Altila the Great, King of the 
Huns, of the Medes, Gotbs, Vandals, Gepidæ and Daves, the 
Scourge of GOD, and Terrour of the World. This mag- 
nanimous and ambitious Prince reſolved to ſubdue the Ro- 
nan Empire, then in the decline, and in order thereto levi- 
ed an Army of 500000 choſen Men, which, the Quality of 
General and Souldiers duely confidered, was not only of 
Power to ſubdue the Ronan Empire, but as it might 
ſeem, the whole known World. Ezs, who indeed may 
be accounted the laſt of the Ronan Heroes, being General of 


the Ronan Army in Gaul, and being informed of the March 


of this Army towards that Country, not only muſtered all 
the Forces the Roman Empire could raiſe, but alſo thoſe of 


the Vi- Goibs and Alas of Spain, Franks and Burgundians 


of France, all at that Time in Confederacy with the Romans; 
by which Means he made up an Army equal to that of A.- 
fila, and engaged in Battel with him in the large Plains of 
Chalons, near the City of Lyons in France. This Battel laſ- 
ted a whole Day with the loſs in End of 180000 of Attila's 
Army, and 100000 of that of Etius. The Slaughter was ſo 
prodigious, that the Waters of a Rivulet which traverſed the 

lains where tlie Battle was fought, were ſo increaſed with 
Blood, as carried many dead Bodies diverſe Miles with the 
Current thereof. Aflila being in a Manner defeated, and not 
in Condition to make a ſafe Retreat, cauſed fortifie his Camp 
with Waggonsin the Nighttime, and ordered his Army to de- 
fend the ſame to the utmoſt, Mean while having cauſed a 
large Pile of combuſtible Matter to be erected in the Middle 


of his Camp, he ordered, if the Enemy ſhould enter his Cam 


rforce, That Fire ſhould be put to the Pile, and his Body 
ban therein, to prevent the Enemy from triumphing over 


the 
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the ſame. Etiusnext morning obſerving Altila's Army in a 
Poſture of Defence, and conſidering the Loſs his own had 
ſuſtain'd, thought not fit to aſſault ſuch a Number of deſperate 
Men ; Therefore he drew off his Army, and by that Means 
gave Opportunity to Attila to march away with his. 


THE Danes, with their Neighbours the Saxons, for 
ſome confiderable Time before, but in far greater Number af- 
ter this Expedition of Aliila, having fitted out a great many 
Jong ſmall Veſſels, by them termed Riuls, and having put a 
great many of their People on board the ſame, grievouſly 
infeſted the Coaſts of Britain, France and Trelayd, and the 
Netherlands with their Piracies; but in a greater Meaſure 
the Coaſts of England and Jreland. For no ſooner had the 
Saxons wreſted the Soveraignty of England from the Britons, 
than the Daves began tbeir Attempts upon the Saxons by fre- 
quent Depredations and Rapine committed upon the Sea Coaſts 
of their Dominions; till in the Year 858, and Reign of K. 
thelred the Firſt of that Name, and Fourth Monarch of the 
Saxons, or Engliſhmen, the Daniſh King, being influenced by 
Biorn a diſcontented Saxon Nobleman, ſent a numerous Ar- 
my under Command of Hubba, his Son, and Hunger, a Dau- 
i/þ Nobleman, in order to invade Eyglazd; who, having 
firſt landed in S$co7land, judging by the eaſie Conqueſt thereof, 
to open their Way into England, were herein diſappointed, 
being engaged by Confiantine, the Scoliiſh King, at Leven Wa- 
ter in Fife, and the one half of their Army commanded by 
Hubba, defeated, but being relieved by the other Part, the 
Daxes, in the Night time, marched in all haſte to Crail, 
where their Ships rode at Anchor, and embarking their Ar- 
my with all Diligence, ſailed for Eng/and, in whicharriving, 
they engaged with Edmund, and Oſbright, tributary Kings of 
the Eaſt Angles, and Northumberland, killed theſe Two Princes 
in Battel, and poſſeſſed moſt part of their Dominions. And 
not only ſo, but in a ſhort Time obliged the Saxon Kings of 

8 England 
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England to pay them a vaſt Tribute yearly, which they 
augmented at Pleaſure upon every Advantage they obtain'd, 
till in the End it became ſo inſupportable, as to put Ethelred 
the ſecond of that Name, King of England, upon a very tra- 
gical Method of redreffing the ſame, by giving private Orders 
to his Subjects to affaſſinate all the Danes throughout Eng- 
land in one Night; which was punctually performed upon 
the Eleventh of November 1013. Hut this Maſſacre was not 
attended with the projected Succeſs; for Sueno, King of Den- 
mark, informed of his Country-mens Fate, arrived next Year 
with a potent Army in E-n2/anud, and having defeated Erbelred 
in diverſe Battels, obliged him in the End to abandon his Do- 
minions, and fly to Normandy ; Sueno mean Time taking Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the whole Kingdom and retaining Poſſe ſſion there- 
of till his Death, as did Canutus his Son, Harold, and Har- 
dien out his Grand-Children, for the Space of 26 Years, with 
greater Authority than any ever did that Kingdom. And if 
the Royal Line of their Kings at that Period of Time had not 
failed, and their native Country Tenmark been harraſſed with 
civil Wars, in all humane Probability, England might have 


continued for a much longer Time, if not as yet under the 
Dominion of the Daves. 


ENGLISH Hiſtorians aſſert their Countrymen to be 
brought to the utmoſt Degree of Slavery, during the Danes 
their Government; there being a Dane quartered in each 
Engliſb-mans Houſe, and the E'ngli/h-man being upon all Oc- 
cations neceſſitated to ſhe a deal of Reverence and Reſpect 
towards his Gueit, and to addreſs him always by the Title 
of Lord, which gave a riſe to the Term of Lurdan, given in 
after Ages to idle uſeleſs Fellows. Yeathe Engl/h were brought 
to that pitch of Dejection and ſervile Adulation, as to urge 
their Dasiſs King Canutus to receive Divine Adoration or 
Honour from them For which Purpoſe, a vaſt Confluence 
of his Subjects attending that King, near Southampton, he or- 


dered 


— 
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dered his Throne to be placed within the Sea-Mark, and 


being ſet thereon at the Seaſon the Tide flowed, he com. 
8 » 


manded the Waters to keep back and not to approach 
him; but the Sea diſobey ing his Orders, he was oblig- 
ed to retire therefrom ; upon which he cauſed proclaim 
aloud, that none ſhould preſume to give Divine Adora- 
tion to any, but to ſuch as the Sea and all other created 
Þetags behoved to obey. Theſe, and diverſe ſuch Stories 


1:nzli/p Writers relate concerning the Servitude impoſed 


upon them by the Danes, whoſe Avarice and Ambition 
was not ſatiated with the Conqueſt of Hxgland, but they 
did alſo invade France under Conduct of 4 noble Dare, 
named Rollo. And tho' that Nation was then governed 
by Charles the Bald, a very Martial Prince, yet after a 
tedious and Bloody War, he was obliged to yeild to Rol- 
{o the Province of Neuſtria to be poſſeſſed by Him and 
his Army, the Name of which, after obtaining, he changed 
into Normandy, Anno 866. The Seventh in Deſceut 
from Rollo was Dulte William of Normandy, who in the 
Year 1066. with a potent Army invaded England, and at 
laſfings engaged in Battle with the Erol King Ha- 
rold, who with 56683 of his Eglih Souldiers was 
killed: And Duke Milli amn, by that one Bartel, having 
entirely conquered England, was aſterward termed Milliamm 
the Conquerour. 


The Danes being deſirous to try their Fortune once 
more in Scotland, to retrieve the Loſs lately ſuſtained by 
them therein, invaded that Kingdom the Second Time, 
under the Command of Hago and Hellricus, in the Reign 
ot K. Izduifus ; but with no better Succeis than at firſt, be- 
ing beat back into their Ships, and obliged to ſail off 
jor Eygiaxd. Notwithſtanding of theſe reiterated Loſſes, 
They with a more numerous Army than in any for- 
mer Time invaded Scorlard the Third Time, in the 

B Reign 
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4 Reign of King Kenneth the Third, and Year g88. 
The Scorti/h King with his Army engaged. in Battel 
with the Dae, at Lancartie, within few Miles of 

Perth, in which the left Wing of the Srarrih Army was 

defeated; which one Hay, with his T'wo Sons, obſerving, 

who were ploughing at the Time near the Place of Battel, 
pulled the Beams off their Ploughs, and entered a ſtrait Paſs 
through - which the Scots were flying, and beat down 

romiſcuouſly all who came within their reach. The 

Manes amazed at the ſudden Change, retired to the 

Body of their own Army; as did the flying Scots, not 

little encouraged, with all ſpeed joyn theirs: And by 

Miracle of Divine Providence, within few Hours, obtain 

ed a glorious Victory, by the Affiſtance of theſe Three 


heroick Perſons, being Progenitors of the Noble and An- 
cient Name of Hay. 


The Danes, by theſe repeated Defeats being rather in- 
cenſed, than de jected, with a greater Army and more re- 
ſolute than ever, invaded Scotland the fourth Time. un- 

der Command of Ollaus Viceroy of Norway, and Enecus 
Governour of Denmark, inthe Year ro10, and ſixth of the 
Reign of K. Malcom the Second who with his Army en- 
gaged in Battel with the Danes at Mortlich, and after a 
bloody and obſtinate Battel, defeated that potent Army, 
with the Death of One of their Generals Fyecus. Sucno 


the Daviſb King, governing then in England, ſent an Ar. 


my, under Command of Camus, to reinforce the Remainder 
of the Dani/b Troops in Scotland; which being done, King 
Malcom deicated that Army. Alſo at Balbride the Dariſb 
General Camus being ſlain by a Seo7iſh Gentleman, call 
ed Keith, Anceſtor of that honourable Family, Seng 
irritated to a Degree, upon intelligence of the late Defeat, 
ſem the moſt potent Da»/Þ Army that in any Age inv3- 
ded Scotland, under Command of his Son Cægutus. wo 


| E 
Malcom, notwithſtanding of the vaſt Loſs he had ſuſtained 
in the T'wo former Engagements, did with unparalleled 
Reſolution and Bravery engage in Battel with this Army 
alſo, which continued till Night ſeparated them. The 
Scots keeping the Field, were reputed Victors, and as ſuch, 
were adreſſed next Day for Peace by the Danes, which 
was concluded upon very honourable Terms to the Scots. 


It's recorded, that for a long Time after the Battel of 
Lancartie, all Danes, and Nor vegians who received the 
Honour of K nighthood, were ſolemnly Sworn upon all Oc- 
caftons to revenge their Country- mens Blood upon the Scots : 
But that after this laſt Battel tought. by King Malcon, 
there was a Curſe imprecated upon all ſuch of thoſe Na- 
tions as ſhould attempt to invade the curſed Scozs; which 
Imprecation, it ſeems, took Effet in the Danes their Two 
1aſt Invaſions of Scozland, by Sueno, and Acho, Kings of 
Norway, in the Reign of King Duncan the Firſt, and A- 
lexander the Third of Scotland: The firſt of theſe Norve- 
gian Kings getting only off ſo many as manned One Ship, 
and the other ſcarcely what could mann Four, of their 


Two numerous Armies. So that the Danes, who were a 


Terrour and Scourge to moſt of the neighbouring Nations, 
reaped no other Advantage by their frequent Invafions of 


Scotland, than that the ſame, upon very good Grounds, - 


ſhould be termed Danorum Tumulus, The Grave of the 
Danes. | 


The Reaſon which partly induced me to inſiſt at ſuch 
2 length upon the Danes their Wars in Scotland, and 
Conqueſts in other Parts, was to illuſtrate the Sco7s their 
Heroick Valour and Bravery, ſo conſpicuouſly ſuperior to 
that of any of their neighbouring Nations of theſe Times, 
to the Conviction of all who induſtriouſly, if not malici- 


oully, endeavour to derogate in any Degree therefrom. 
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For tho” the Reaſon why the Scots, after diverſe Attempts, 
for that Effect, continued unconquered by the Romans, be 
imputed to the inacceſſibleneſs of their Country, by which 
Means they were defended, rather than by Force of Arms: 
et no ſuch Reaſon can hold, in the Daves their frequent 
nvafions of them; all that War being managed in the 
open Fields, with plain Force, and fair Play, as the Pro- 
verb runs. While at the ſame Time, moſt other Nati- 
ons, with whom they had Dealings, were either obliged 
to ſubmit to their Yoke, or allow them very advantageous 


Conditions, as is evident by what is already mentioned, 
and no leſs fo by what follows. 


In Relation to Trelard, the Hiſtorians of that Nation aſ- 
ſert the Danes to have begun their Deſcents and Depre- 
dations in the Beginning of the fourth Century, upon the 
Sea Coaſts of that Kingdom; which obliged Cormackul- 
fada, then King of Treland, to employ 3000, or as others 
ſay, 9000 of the Choice Men in the Kingdom; which 
Number he appointed as a ſtanding Army, for oppofing 
the Inſults, and reſtraining the Rapines of theſe Daſh 
Pirats. Theſe Forces were termed Frans, being the an- 
cient Ti Term for Giants; And their General was term- 
ed King Fears, than which the Ph uſe no other Term 
as yet in their own Language for a General. About the 
middle of the fifth Century, the Jiſb, with ſome of our 
Scotti/þ Hiſtorians, aſſert Finmacoel to be General of theſe 
Iriſh Forces; whoſe huge Stature and Actions againſt the 
Danes, and others, are ſomewhat above Meaſure extolled 
in diverſe rude Rhimes, in their own Language, retained 
as yet by the Lib, and by ſome of our Scotri/h Highlan- 
ders. However this General, with theſe under his Com- 
mand, gave ſo many Checks to the Danes, as obliged them 
for ſome Time to deſiſt from infeſting his native Country. 
But he was badly rewarded for his good Seryice by his un- 


grateful 
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grateful Countrey- men, who eſteeming thoſe Forces uſeleſs 
in time of Peace, and deſirous to be free of ſome little 
Tax of Cloaths, Arms and Proviſion, ordinarly paid them, 
upon their refuſing to disband, by the Permiſſion, or rather 
Contrivance of Corbred the Iñ King, Fean with all his 
Forces were affaſfinated in one Night. Which inhumane 
Action was not long unpuniſhed : The Dazxes with- 
in few Years thereafter, having with greater Numbers 
and Violence than at any former Time, infeſted tlc 
the Coaſts of that Kingdom, and finding the ſame deſtitute 
of the diſciplined Troops, which were in uſe to oppoſe 
their Inſolencies, were thereby encouraged to march agood 
Way into the Inland Country; which having done, with 
little or no Oppoſition, they fortified themſelves in a conve- 
nient Place, and ſending ſome of their Number to Denmark 
for more Forces, which they obtained in a ſhort Space, 
ſubdued a good Part of the Kingdom; having fortified 
and garriſoned a good many of the Sea-port Towns there- 
of, and alſo built throughout the Kingdom Forts at con- 
venient Diſtances, termed in Iriſh Raes, or Wheels, in 
regard their Form was round like that of a Wheel. Theſc 
Forts were ordinarly built upon Eminencies, the inſide 
thereof raiſed with Stone, and the outfide faced with ſquare 
Turf, of a conſiderable Height and Breadth, that Four 
Men might walk a-Breaſt round the ſame. The Buildings 
were joyned round the inſide with floping Roofs. There 
were alſo Two, ſometimes more Ports, or Entries, with 
Stairs mounting to the Battlement, and a Draw-Well or 
Spring within each.“ The Garriſons kept in theſe, with 
the others in the fortified Towns, ſo over-awed the 1/7, 
that they durſt not fall upon any Means, or ſo much as 
think of regaining their Liberty; although they had al- 
ways Elective Kings of their own Natives, not always of 
the old Line of their Kings, but more often of other Stems, 
the State of the Country obliging them to chuſe = x of 

alour 
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Valour and Conduct, without much regard had to their 
Pedigree. Theſe Elective Kings were rather Kings 
in Name, than Effect, being in Condition for a long 
lime of doing no other Service in behalf of their 
Country, than to keep themſelves with ſuch as adhered 
to them in Woods, Mountains, and other inacceffible 
Places, being intent upon all Occafions to cut off ſuch 
{mall Parties of the Danes, as they found either robbing 
or purchaſing Proviſions in the Country. FED 


Things continued in this ſtate till the Year 998. in 
which the Ii elected a Valiant Nobleman, and 
, eminently expert in Martial Fates, for their King, called 
Brian Mackeunady : Who entering upon the Government, 
and pondering with himſelf what inſuperable Difficulties 
he was to grapple with, in ſupporting the Burden of ſuch 
a diſordered State, did fall upon the moſt effectual 
Methods he could in Prudence imagine, for Remedy of 
the preſent Inconveniencies; and for that effect having 
called his whole Subjects to a general Randevouſe, he 
elected out of them 9000 Men, which Number he kept 
as a ſtanding Army in place of the old Pears, terming 
this new Army Dalgheaſs. For the Subſiſtance of theſe, 
he impoſed upon that part of the Kingdom ſubject to 
him, a Tax in Money, which ſeems the firſt of that 
Nature impoſed there. This King upon that Account was 
. termed B/ianboray, or the Taxer, who, with his ſeleQ 
Band of the Bl with other Forces, proſecuted the 


| War ſo ſucceſsfully againſt the Dages, that he not only 
| defeated them in diverſe Battels, but alſo obliged them to 
|| abandon their whole Forts, or Raes, throughout the King- 
dom; and in fine, immured them within the four firong 
Towns of Dubline, Limrick, Cork, and King ſaile. Theſe 
being ſupplyed by the Dan/hb Pirats at Sea, King Brian 
reſolved to deprive them of that Advantage, by ordering 
1 3 'P 
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a certain Number of Ships to be rigged out for clearing 
the Coaſts of theſe Da Pirats. For this purpoſe, He 
ordered the Provincial Kings, and other Nobility, to con- 
vey certain Quantities of 'I'imber to the next adjacent Sea- 
ports, and amongſt others, Mallmoro Macurcho, Provinci- 
al King of Lyvfier, whoſe Siſter was King Brian's Queen. 
Macmurcho deſigning to viſit King Bran, reſiding then at 
Fara, went in Company with his Servants, who had the Care 
of conveying his ſhare of the Timber, of which a large 
Maſt, in carrying through a rugged 2 ſtuck betwixt 
two Rocks, ſo as neither Force of Horſe, 

could diſengage the ſame, till at length Macmurcho him- 
ſelf was obliged to diſmount, and aſſiſt his Servants: In 
which Buſineſs a Silver Claſp which he wore in the 
Breaſt of his purple Mantle, was almoſt torn off, 
which net regarding, he proceeded on his Journey, and 
arriving at Fara, after ſome Conference with the King, 
went to viſit the Queen his Siſter, who, noticing his 
Mantle, asked, how it came to be ſo, He telling plain- 
ly the Manner, the Queen defired a fight of it, which 
ſo ſoon as the obtained, ſhe- threw it into a Fire which 
was in the Room; withal reproaching her Brother, in 
moſt bitter terms, that he and his Predeceſſors being Pro- 
vincial Kings, he ſhould ſo far degenerate, as to become 


in a manner a Slave to hex Husband, whoſe Anceſtors 


never exceeded the Character of Noblemen. Macmurcho's 


Choler, as well as Ambition ſufficiently inflamed by theſe 


Speeches, and ſome others which paſt betwixt him and 
Prince Murcho, King Brian's Eldeſt Son, left Court in 4 
great Rage, and poſted to the Dan/b Garriſon in Dudlive, 
uſing what Arguments he could with them, to uſe all Di- 
ligence in getting Supplys of Men from the King of Des- 
mark, promifirig, upon their ſo doing, to joyn them with 
all the Forces of Linſter. The Danes being now in deſperate 
Circumſtances, gladly accepted of his Propoſals, and diſ- 
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nor Servants . 


drawing near one another, neither did, nor could deferr iſ 


gorouſly charged the right Wing of the Enemies Army, 
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patching a Meſſage to the Dauiſßh King importuned him 
_ earneſtly, that he ſhould not neglect to fend a competent 


Army to their Aſſiſtance; for that then, or never, the 
Affairs of Ireland were to be retrieved. The King of Den- 
maß, being that Sueno, who afterwards conquered England, i 
glad of this Opportunity, diſpatched an Army of 15000 i 
Men for Ireland, under Command of Carolus Knutus his 
Brother, and Andreas a Daniſh Nobleman, with all the 
Dani/b Pirats, and others in Garriſon in Ireland to joyn 
this Army. Which being done, and Macmurcho joyning 
alſo with his Linſter Men, made up altogether an Army of 
60000 Men. Of all which King Brian getting Intell: 
gence, levied an Army of 50000 Men to oppoſe theſe Inva- 
ders, whom he found encamped in the Plain of Clanzar}, ft 
within Two Miles of Dublin. Theſe Two grand Armies 


Joyning Battle; which was begun, and maintained with 
equal Valour and Obſtinacy for moſt Part of the Day, 
till towards Evening, the left Wing of the Jiſh Army be- 
gan to give Ground, which brave Prince Murcho obſerving, 
(King Brian his Father, by reaſon of his great Age, being leſt 
in the Camp) cauſed a Regiment left there for guard of the 
old King to be haſtily brought out, with which he ſo vi 


commanded by Carolus, as wholly diſordered the ſame, and 
cauſed the Death of Carolus their General; at whoſe Fall 
the Danes were ſo diſcouraged, that they wholly abandoned 
the Field, flying towards Dublin, the Linſirians bearing 
them Company, whoſe perfidious King was alſo killed, as 
the juſt Reward of his perfidious Rebellion. Prince Marco 
with his own Guards, too reſolutely purſuing a Part ot 
the Daub Army which went off in a Body, was unfortun- 


_ ately killed, being a Prince of the greateſt ExpeQation ot 


ary ever born in that Country. The old King was allo 
killed by a Party of Daxes, which accidentally fled * 
J 
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by the Camp, and obſerving the ſame without any Guards, 
entered it, as alſo the Kings Tent, and killing all they 
found therein, thereafter eſcaped. There are reported to be 
{lain in this fatal Battel 50000. Men, with all the Perſons of 
Diſtinction on both Sides. The Circumſtances of this me- 
morable Battle are not only related by the Ib, but alſo 
by Marianus Scotus, an une xceptionable Hiſtorian. The Ih 
never fully retrieved the Loſs ſuſtained in this Battel; but 
in the End, by the Means of Dermud Mackmurcho, lineal 
Succeſſor of the Former, the Ih Nation was brought un- 
der Subjection to the Eugliſh in the Year 1171. 


After this fatal Diſaſter, for want of a more ſufficient, 
the Jri//þ were neceſſitated to ele e for 
King, whom they had formerly depoſed upon Ac- 
count of his Incapacity to govern, and he behoved to be 
much more ſo at this Time, in regard of his great Age. 
This old King could do little Good for repairing of the diſor- 
dered State of his Country, the Remnant of the Dares hav- 
ing ſecured themſelves in their Garriſons, and being reinforc- 
ed with new Supplies from England, over which Sueno the 
Daniſh King, or as others ſay, Carutus, his Son, had then 
the Soveraignty. So that by theſe joynt Daniſh Forces 
Ireland was reduced to its former State of Servitude, till 
in ſome Time an Occaſion was preſented. to the I King 
of doing Service to his Country, 


Sueno, or Canutus, at this Time King of England, and 
Denmark, his Birth-Day approaching, which all the Da- 
#i/p Officers and Souldiers in Trelaud reſolved to ſolemnize 
with great Jollity, Turgeſius, the Daniſh General, ſent Or- 
ders to all the Daniſh Officers in Treland to repair to Limrick 
being their principal Garriſon, and his Reſidence, to aſſiſt 
at the Solemnity, fearing nothing that the Tr;/2 would or could 
do in ſuch low Circumſtances. The General at the * 
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their inveterate Enemys, and thoſe who did not, were ne-

Time ſent Orders to the Tr;/b Nobility and Gentry to ſend to 
Limrick againſt the King's Birth-Day a Togo, or as others 
ſay, 2000. of the moſt beautiful of their Daughters, to dal- 
ly with the Danb Officers at that Feſtival. Of this the 
Triſh King getting Intelligence, reſolved to ſend the defired 
Number of the moſt clear complexioned Youths could be 
found, cloathed in Womens Habit with long I Skiens, 


or Daggers below their Cloaths, with Orders, That ſo 


ſoon as they went to Bed with their ſeyeral Paramours, 


being generally drunk on ſuch Occaſions, they ſhould ſtab 
them with theſe concealed Daggers, and afterwards ſeiſe u- 


pon their Guard-Houſe, where their Arms were laid by, 
and if Matters ſucceeded, togive a Signal by kindling a 
large Fire upon the Town Wall; The 7% King with 
a ſmall Party being abſconded in a Wood near by, in Ex- 
pectation of the Event. "Theſe I Viragoes put their 
Orders in Execution to the utmoſt, and having given the 
concerted Signal tothe King, introduced him, and his Par- 
ty to the Town, who without any Mercy, or Reſiſtance, 
killed all the Danes in the Garriſon, being deſtitute of 
Senſe, Officers, and Arnis, reſerving their General Tur 
geſius for further Puniſhment, which was inflited upon him 
by Drowning, which then, and as yet js reputed the 
moſt ignominious Death among the Tr;//b. Moſt of all the 
other "Danes throughout the Kingdom were ſhortly after 


cut off. This Maſſacre was a kind of Parallel to another 


of that Nature committed on the Danes in England ſome 


little Time before this, by Command of Ethelred the Exgli/b 


King. But as that, ſo alſo this fell ſhort of the Succeſs 
projected thereby. For no ſooner was the Danh King of 
Wld informed of his Country-mens Diſaſter, than he 
ſent a powerful Army into Jreland, which with the utmoſt 
Rigour did proſecute all who had any hand in this late 
Tragedy; ſo that moſt of them fell Victims to the Rage of 
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ceſſitated to abandon their Native Country. Among the

ANSELAN BUEY, or fair, OKYAN, Son to C. 
kyan Provincial King of the South Part of Ulſter, being 


one of the Youths concerned in the above mentioned Maſ- | 
ſacre. Theſe Okyans, with ſome others of the moſt anci- 4 
ent and reputed Fil Surnames, are aſſerted to be of the Wi 
Mileian Stem or Lineage; as are alſo the M Donalds, || 

and ſome others of our Scoz7/h Clans. Theſe Mileians are #4 
reputed the Progeny of the Sons of Mileius, Gafbeli- 9 

an King of Callicia in Spain, under whoſe Conduct the 14 
Gathelians or Scots, were firſt brought to, and planted in 15 
Ireland: So that all Surnames in Ireland, or Scotland, de- 10 
ſcended of theſe, term themſelves in their native Language, of 
Clanna Miley, or the Miliean *Progeny. 


The Time of this Anſelan Okyas his leaving Teland is a 
generally computed to be in the Year ro016, and Twelfth 1603 
Year of King Malcolm II. his Reign. He having landed 1 
with ſome Attendants upon the Northern Coaſt of Argyle- Wil 
Shire, near the Lennox, was by a Nobleman, who had a 1 
conſiderable Intereſt in thoſe Parts, and in the Kings Fa- "uh 
vour, introduced to the King, who took him into his ö 
Service againſt the Danes; in which Service upon ſeveral 
Occaſions, particularly thoſe Two laſt Battels fought by 
that King againſt Camus and Canutus, Okyan ſo lignalized 
himſelf, that he obtained in Recompence of his Service ſe- 
veral Lands in the North Part of Scotland, of which the 
Lands of Pitwhonidy and Strathyre may upon good Grounds 
be preſumed a Part; which in due Place ſhall be more par- 
ticularly obſerved. wn 


Not only the Otyans of the South Part, but alſo the O- 
neils of the North Part, with all the other Provincial Kings, 
who enjoyed that Title in the Kingdom of Trelayd, upon 
the Engli/b Conqueſt of that Kingdom, were not only ob- 
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liged to quite their Title of Kingſhip, but alſo a great 


parc of the Territories enjoyed by them formerly, and to 
content themſelves with the Title of Noblemen. The O- 
nels, formerly Kings of the North Part of Ulſter, weile af- 
ter that Conqueſt entitled Earls of Tyrone; as were the 
Okyans, Provincial Kings of the South Part, entitled Lords 
of Dunſeverin: with which Family the Lord M Donald 
of the Iſies, the Laird of Lamond, and other principal Fa- 
milies of the Highland Clans, have been allied. he Cir- 
cumſtances of the Okyans in the Kingdom of Feland are at 
preſent ſomewhat low ; however upon all Occaſions where- 
in they have Buſineſs or Converſe with any of the Name 
of Buchanan in that Kingdom, they adhere cloſely to them 
upon account of the ancient Relation. This Anſelan Okyay, 
and ſome of his Anceſtors called by that Name, are in old 
Charters termed Abſalon; which Difference is not material, 
in regard the Writers of theſe Charters (as it would ſeem ) 
were not acquainted with the Orthography of ancient Tri/b 
Names, and therefore expreſt thoſe which were better known, 
and could beſt be rendered in Lazine. As is evident by 


a Charter relating to the Family of Macpbarlan, where- 


in the Progenitor of that Surname is termed Bertholoneus; 
whereas by the Manner that Name both write, and in an or- 
dinary Way of ſpeaking expreſs themſelyes, their Progeni- 
tor's proper Name behoved to have been Partholanus, or 
Partholan, a known ancient Iri//þ Name: As is alſo that 
of Anſelan, Anteftor of the M*Anſlans, now Buchanan. 80 
that the Manner the Clerks of theſe more ancient Times 


expreſt theſe Names, is not to be. too much criticiſed, nor 
relyed upon. 


There is a current Tradition or Account, that this Au- 


ſelay Okyan married one Denneſtoun, Heireſs of a Part, if 


not the whole, of the Eſtate of Buchanan. But this Ac- 
count is not too generally adhered to, becauſe that ire 
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of the Name of Dennieſtoun, whom that Anſelan married, 
is only reputed to have had ſome little part of the Eſtate 
of Buchanan, with Drumqubuaſils and other Lands on the 
Water of Ainrick; and becauſe the greater Part of the E- 
ſtate of Buchanan was given to the ſame Anfelan, by King 
Malcoln, with other Lands, in Reward of his Service a- 
gainſt the Danes. Tho' indeed the Name of Dexmeſtoun 
was a very ancient and Honourable Name in the Leynox, 
aud continued to be ſo for diverſe Ages; Hugh Lord of 
Dennicjioun being Witneſs to a Charter granted by Mal- 
colm the Firſt of that Name, Earl of Lennox, to Jobn Laird 
of Luſs, inthe Reign of King Alexander III. As alſo Ro- 
bert Lord Deunieſtoun is recorded to be Sheriff of Duubartoun- 
Shire in the Reign of King Robert I, The Male Iſfue of 
this Family failed in the Reign of King Robert III. The 
Lord Dexneſioun his Two Daughters being then married, 
the Eldeſt to Cuningbame of Kilmaurs, and the Second to 
Maxwel of Calderwood. Dennieſioun of Colgratn is now the 
Repreſentative of that ancient Family. 


Anſelan on not only was recompenced for this Service 
by King Malcolm with Lands of conſiderable Value, but 
alſo with very ſplendid Arms ; as the ſame King is recor- 
ded to have done to the Anceſtor of the Kerths, upon his 
killing of Camus the Dauiſo General, and to others upon the 
like Accounts. The Arms affigned by that King to this An- 
ſelan upon Account of his Deſcent, and more eſpecially u- 
pon account of his Heroick Atchievements, are, in a Field 
Or, a Lyon Rampant Sable, Arm'd, and Langu'd Gwles, 
holding in his Dexter Paw a Sabre, or crooked Sword, proper. 
Which Arms that Surname retained always without the leaſt 
Addition or Variation, untill that Addition obtained upon a 
very honourable Occaſion, at the Battle of Bauge, as in due 
Place ſhall be obſerved. Notwithſtanding of the entire Af. 
fection of that Family for ſeyeral Ages to, and Dependance 


upon 
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upon the Family of Lennox, yet the Family of Buchanan 
did never by way of Concctfion, or Patronage, aſſume any 
Part of that honourable Family their Armorial Bearing; 
albeit it is evident that moſt other ordinary Names of this 
Kingdom, at ſome Time or Occafion, aſſumed ſome one 
Part or other of their Patron or Superior's Armorial Bear- 
ing, in Conjunction with their own. As for Inſtance, moſt 
Surnames of T7wotdale and Douglaſdale, aſſume a Part of 
the Douglaſſes Arms; and thoſe of Murrayland, the Arms of 
the Murrays. So that few of an equal Character with that of 
Buchanan, reſerved their Arms ſo free of any Addition or 
Mixture as: that Surname did; which isno ſmall Argument 
not only of the Honour of the Family, but alſo of the 
. Cauſe and Reaſon of the firſt granting of theſe Arms. 


This Anſelan Okyan, agreeable to the moſt ordinary and 
received Genealogie of that Surname, is reputed the Pro- 
genitor of that Surname, and Firſt Laird of Buchanan, 
His Son and Succeſſor was called | 


JOHN, In whoſe Favours (as I have been informed 
Gentlemen of very much Integrity, who aſſerted, they 
had ſeen the ſame in Cuſtody of the late Laird of Bucha- 
nan) there was a Charter granted by Alcuin, (as it would 
ſeem) Firſt Earl of Lennox, in the Reign of King Malcolm 
III. of the Weſter Mains of Buchanan. But the late Laird 
of Buchanan in the Decline of his Age and Judgment, 
having conveyed his Eſtate to Strangers, by that Means, 
many of his ancient Evidents, as not conductive to the 
Purpoſe then in Hand, are loſt, and probably this Charter a- 
mong others. And tliere fore not having ſeen the ſame, I 
cannot poſitively determine thereanent; but will only place 
this John, agreeable to the traditional Account delivered 
of him, as Son and Succeſſor to the Firſt A»/elay, and con- 
ſequently Second Laird of Buchanan. John, his Son, Len

Succeſſor, conform to the ſame Manner of Account, was 
called 


ANSELAN, the Second of that Name, and Third 
Laird of Buchanan ; whoſe Son and Succeſſor is reported to be 


ALTE R, the Firſt of that Name, being Fourth 


Laird of Buchanan. This Walter's Son and Succeſſor is re- 
ported to be | 


GIRA D, or as others ſay. and that with moſt Pro. 
bability BERNARD, being Fifth Laird of Buchanan. 
I have been credibly informed, that theſe Three laſt men- 
tioned Lairds are recorded as Witnefles in a Mortification 
granted by Aluzn Earl of Lennox, of the Lands of Coch- 
nach, and others, to the Old Church of K7lpazrick, before 
the Foundation of the Monaſtery of Paſly; and I have 
ſeen my Self a Charter, by which that Church, and Lands 
mortified thereto, by the ſame Aluin, or an Earl of that 
Name, his Succeſſor, are diſponed to that Abbacy, ſome 
little Time after the Foundation thereof. But not hav- 
ing ſeen this other Charter, in which theſe Three Lairds 
of Buchanan are inſerted, I leave what concerns the ſame 
undetermined. Bernard, the laſt mentioned Laird of Bu- 
chanan, his Son, and Succeſſor was called 


MACBEATH, being Sixth Laird of Buchanan. 
And this proper Name was very ordinary to the Mac- 
alſlans, before the Aſſumption of the Surname of Buchanan, 
as alſo to that Sept of that Surmane, who after Aſſump- 
tion of Buchanan have retained as yet the ancient Denomi- 
nation, As for Inſtance, one Macbeath Macauſlan, Propri- 
etor of that little Intereſt called the Baronry of Macauſlan, 
in the Lenyox, who lived in the Reign of King Robert. 
III. and of whoſe uncommon Stature and Strength ſome 
Accounts are retained to this very Time. Macbeazh 
Laird of Buchanan's Age is evidenced by the Record af-

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after ſpecified in favours of his Son and Succeflor, 


ANSELAN, the Third of that Name, and Seventh 
Laird of Buchanan; who is ordinarily termed, in any Re. 


cord in which he is mentioned, Anſelan Son of MacBeath,

written Mortifications in the Chartulary of the Abbacy of 


Paſly. This Anſclan the Third, with Gilbert, and Meth- 
len his two Sons, are inſerted Witneſſes in a Charter gra- 
ted by Maldui» Earl of Lennox to Gilmore, Son of Maol- 
donich, of the Lands of Lyſ5, in the Beginning of the Reign 
of King Alexander II. and they are deſigned in that Char- 
ter the Earl's Clients, or Vaſſals. This Anſelan the 
Third, beſides Gilbert his Eldeſt Son, and Succeſſor, who 
firſt aſſumed the Surname of Buchanan, and Merblen his 
Second Son, Anceſtor of the M*M71lans, had a Third Son, 
called Colman, Anceſtor of the MacColmans, as ſhall be 


elſewhere more fully illuſtrated. 


Avnſelan Third of that Name, and Seventh Laird of 
Buchanan, having ſucceeded his Father MacBeath, as is 
already ſaid, obtained from Malduin Earl of Lennox a 
Charter of an Ifland in Lochlomond, called Clareinch, da- 
ted in the Year 1225. Witnefles, Dovgal, Gilchriſt, and A. 
melyn, the Earl's Brethren, The ſame Anſelan, is alſo 
mentioned as Witneſs in a Charter granted by the Earl of 
Lennox, of the Lands of Dalmanoch in Mortification to the 
Old Church of Kilpatrick, by the Deſignation of Abſalon 
de Buchanan; Abſalon being the ſame Name with An/elan, 
as has been already obſerved. Tho? that of Clareinch is 
the moſt ancient can be found in this Age, in Relation 
to the Family of Buchanan, nevertheleſs, it is very pre- 


ſumeable, there were other Charters of greater Antiquity 


belonging to that Family, the firſt of them found upon Re- 
cord being of ſuch Repute, and Charters haying become 
cuſtomary ſo long before that Time; as is partly 1

ced by the Original Charter of Lyſ5, which was of an an- 
terior Date to this of Clareinch; yet the ſame Anſelan with 
Two of his Sons Gilbert, and Methlen, are defigned the Earl's 
Clients or Vaſſals therein. J have been alſo informed by 
ſome of very good Judgment, who went thorow the late 
Buchanan's Evidences, when entire, that they obſerved one 
little Charter, being the Original, of as great Antiquity 
as any other in the Kingdom, being reckoned to be grant- 
ed in, or about the Reign of King David the I. which 
with other of theſe Evidences, having ſince gone thorow 
ſo many Hands, may upon very good Grounds be preſum- 
ed to be neglected, or rather loſt. 


The Ifle of Clareinch was the Slugorn, or Call of War 
proper to the Family of Buchanan, ſuch like being uſual 
in all other Families in theſe Times, and for ſome fol- 
lowing Ages. So ſoon as this Call was raiſed upon any 
Alarm, the Word Clareinch was ſounded aloud from one 
to another, in a very little Time, throughout the whole 
Country; upon hearing of which, all effective Men be- 
longing to the Laird of Buchanan, with the utmoſt Dili- 
gence repaired well armed to the ordinary Place of Ran- 
devouz, which, when the Lairds reſided in that Iſland, was 
upon a Ground upon the Shore oppoſite thereto. That 
which in theſe more modern Times came in Place of the 
Slugorn was the Fire- croſs, being a little Stick with a Croſs 
on one end of it, the Extremities of which were burnt, 
or made black by Fire. This Croſs being once ſett a go- 
ing was carried through with ſuch Diſpatch, as in a

Time in which this Maurice lived is plainly made appear, 
he being one of the Members of an Inqueſt by Malcolm 
Earl of Lennox, for ſerving of Mathild, Elizabeth, and For- 
wveleth Lermonths Heirs Portioners to Thomas Lermonth 
of Cremennan, their Father; the ſaid Inqueſt being at the 
Kirk of Killearn in the Year 1320. and Fourteenth Year 
of the Reign of King Robert I. [e] The other Members 
thereof, beſides Buchanan, were Duncan M Hdolſ, Eugen Mac- 
keſan of Carchell, Malcolm Macmurdac, Keſſan Inves of Fl. 
nicktenent, Gilleſpic Macſawel of Ledlewan, John M*Gilcbriſt, 
Mal:je Macalbaine of Weſt Finnick. Gilchriſt Mackeſſan, Gil- 
bert Macpaddo, Gilchriſt Macgilbert, and Padmumd Maceggo. 
All which Gentlemen may, upon good Grounds, be ſup- 
poſed to have been of moſt conſiderable Intereſt and Repute 
of any others in that Country, and Age; yet in this there 
is not the leaſt Memory of anr! of them extant, except that 
of Buchanan, a very remarkable Inſtance of that vaſt Al- 


teration and Decay, Surnames and other Affairs, frequently 
meet with in an ordinary Tract of Time. 


As his Father Sir Maurice had, ſo did alſo this brave 
Gentleman adhere to the Cauſe and Intereſt of his Prince 
and Country, with much Reſolution, Conſtancy and Va- 
Tour, to the evident Hazard- of his Life and Fortune, in 
Imitation of his brave Patron, that eminent Patriot, Mal- 
colm Earl of Lennox: Who, with the Lairds of Buchanan, 
and Lyſs, the Firſt the greateſt Nobleman, the Others the 
beſt Gentlemen, and of beſt Repute and Circumſtances of 
any others in theſe Parts of this Kingdom, could never, 
by any Artifice uſed by the Kings of England, be induced 
to do any Action prejudicial to their own Honour, or the 
Intereſt of their native Country ; as is demonſtrable by their 
refuſing to Sign the Ragman Roll, which few others, or

| Liferent, and to their Heirs in Fee, of the Baronry of 
Pitwhonydy, in the Year 1363 [g]. Whether the Baronry 
of Pitwborydy belonged formerly to the Family of Lenny, 
or was Part of that which belonged to the Family of 
8 Buchanan, and was at this Juncture given off by this John 
to that of Lenny, cannot be clearly determined, this being 
the moſt ancient Charter relating to that, or any other Lands 
in Hands of the preſent Lenny. Nor is there fo much as a 
Tradition, that the Family of Lenny had any Lands be- 
fore this Marriage, except thoſe poſſeſt by Keir, and Lenny,

This John, Twelfth Laird of Buchanan, is the firſt men- 
tioned in the Genealogical Tree of Buchanan, there being 
a Part of that Tree cut away, the Actor, as well as De- 
fign of that Action, being unknown. John Laird of Bu- 
chanan and Lenny had Three Sons, who came to Age; the el- 
deſt, Sir Alexander, who killed the Duke of Clarence at the 
Battel of Buuge, was alſo himſelf afterwards killed - the

cond was Sir Walter, who ſucceeded to the Eſtate of Buchanan; 
and the Third John, during his Father's Lifetime, deſigned 
of Ballachondachy, and who did, after his Father's Death, 
ſucceed to the Eſtate of Lenny, as the Tree of Buchanar, 
and ſome other Evidents among thoſe of Buchanan teſtify, 
as ſhall be in due Place obſerved. I will elſewhere brief.

Sir WALTER, Third of that Name, and Thirteenth 
Laird of Buchanan, who upon the Death of Sir Alexander, 
ſucceeced to his Father John, Laird of Buchanan and Lenny, i 
There is a Charter granted by Duncan Earl of Lennox to 
Walter Laird of Buchanan, of the Lands of Ledleway, and 
he is Witneſs to a Charter by the ſame Earl to John Hamil 
7041, Son and Heir to John Hamilton of Bardowie, of the Lands 
of Bathernock ; moſt of his Evidents in relation to the Eſtate 
of Buchanan being by ſome Contingency or other loſt. How. 
ever he is mentioned by the Genealogical Tree of the Fa. 
mily, and is thereby aſſerted to be married to Tſobell Stewart, 
Daughter to Murdoch Stewart Duke of Albany, and Gover: 
nour of Scotland, and to Iſobel, Heireſs of Lennox his Lady. 
This Marriage is further made appear by a Charter in 
the Hands of Buchanan of Drumikill, granted by Iſobel 
Dutcheſs of Albany, and Counteſs of Lennox, to one Do 
.nald Patrick, of a Tenement of Houſes and Land next ad- 
jacent to the Northſide of the Church-yard of Drymey, dat. 
ed in the Year 1443. Witneſſes being Andrew and Murdoch, 
the Dutcheſs's Nephews, and Walter Laird of Buchanan, her

Son in Law, Knight, with diverſe others. Sir Walter had 
Three Sons, Patrick, his Succeſſor; and Maurice, who was 
Treaſurer to Lady Margaret, Daughter to King James I. 
and Dauphineſs of France; having gone to that Kingdom 
with her, there is no further Account of him. His Third 
Son was Thomas, Carberh's Anceſtor. Sir Walter had a 
Daughter married to Gray of Foulis, the Lord Gray his An- 
ceſtor. To Sir Walter ſucceeded his Son 


PATRICK, Firſt of that Name, and Fourteenth 
Laird of Buchanan. He acquired a part of Strathyre from Da- 
vid Oquhuanan Heritor thereof, in the Year 1455. being the 
Date of the Charter thereof, confirmed by Charter under 
the great Seal in the Year 1458. as is alſo a Charter in his 
favour under the great Seal, of his Eſtate of Buchanan, dated 
| inthe Year 1460. He purchaſed the Lands of Eaſter Balleun, 
and in the Year 1414. reſigned the Lands of Druzfad, and 
Kirknicheal, in favour of Walter Buchanan, his Son and Heir, 
which this Malter fold to the Laird of Ardkindlaſs in the 
| MW Year1513. Patrick Laird of Buchanan, and Andrew Laird 
of Lenny made in the Year 1455. mutual Tailzies of their 
Eſtates in favour of one another, and the Heirs of their 
 W own Bodies, and paſt ſome of their Brethren of either Side; 
by which its pretty clear, they have been no further re- 
moved in Kindred than Couſin-Germans: ſo that the 
Genealogy of both Families, as already aſſerted, will hold 
good. He was married to one Galbraith, Heireſs of Kzl- 
learn, Bamoir, and Auchinreoch, and had with her Two Sons, 
Walter, his Succeſſor, and Thomas Anceſtor of Drumikill; and 
a Daughter Anabella, married to her Couſin, James Stewart 
of Baldorrans, Grandchild to Murdoch Duke of Albany.

The Name of Galbraith is evidently an ancient Scoih 
Surname, the Denomination of that Name importing in 
Triſb A brave Stranger. The firſt I find upon Record off 
this Name was Gilleſpic, or Archibald Galbraith, being in 
ſerted Witneſs in a Charter by Malduiz Earl of Lexi 
to Humphrey Kirkpatrick, of the Lands of Colchoun in the 
Reign of King Alexander II. This Gilleſpic's Son wal 
Maurice, as evinces a Charter in his favour of Carzonber 
ach, now Bathernock, by the above Malduin Earl of Le. 
no, in the forecited Reign. Maurice's Son was Arthur, in 


zthernock, with power to Seize and condemn Malefactos 
with this Proviſo, that thoſe ſo condemned be hanged upon 
the Earl's Gallows. This Charter is of Date in the Year 
1238. Witneſſes, David Linſay, David Graham, Millian 
Douglaſs Malcolm, Thane of Calentyry, Maurice Galbraith, 
Auleth, the Earl's Brother, and Maurice Parſon of Dryer. i 
Arthur's Sons were William, Anceſtor of Culcruich, as tel. 
tifies a Charter in his favour by Malcolm Earl of Lennox of 
theſe Lands, and the Anceſtors of the Galbraiths of Greer iſ 
ock and Killears: The Heireſs of the Principal Family 
of Bathcrnock having married a Son of the Lord Hamil 
the preſent Bardow!ze's Anceſtor; as did the Heireſs oi 
Grecnock à Son of Shaw of Sauchy, Shaw of Greenock's Au-

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To Patrick Laird of Buchanan ſucceeded his Son 


WALTER, Fourth of that Name, and Fiſteenth 
Laird of Buchanan, as is clear by the Charter of Reſig- 
nation in his Favour, by Patrick, his Father, in the Year 
1474. He married the Lord Grabar's Daughter, whoſe 
Mother was the Earl of Avguss Daughter. Of this 
Marriage he had Patrick his Succeſſor, who as is confident- 
ly aſſerted, was with a great many of his Name, killed 
at the Battel of Floudon in the Year 1513.

AVING thus given a Genealogical Account of 
H the Family of Buchanan, it may not be improper 
to enquire how their Eſtate came to be diſpoſed 
of upon the Extinction of the Family. Not to go any i 
further back, it is fit to know, that Sir Job» Buchanan, Þ 
Grand-father to the laſt Laird, by his frequent Travels 
into forreign Nations, and other Extravagancies, had in- 
volved his Eſtate in ſuch an immenſe Debt, that his 
Grand-ſon found it inconvenient for him to enter as Heir, 
till he had cauſed David Lord Cardroſs, his Brother in 
Law, to compound with the moſt preferable of his Credi- 
tors, and upon that Compoſition to apprize the Eflate : 
upon which Acquiſition of Cardroſ5 he entered upon the 
ſtate as ſingular Succeſſor; Nor did he ſeek for any iſ 
new Right during the Lite of the Lady Mary Areskine 
his Firſt Lady, who at her Death left only One Daughter. 
Some few Years after which, he entertained ſome Thoughts 
of a 2d Marriage, and for that Purpoſe addreffted him- 
ſelf to a Daughter of Sir Fob» Colchous of Luſs; between 
which Family and that of Buchanan there had been fuch 
frequent Alliances, and Communication of mutual good 
Offices, as rendred the Propoſal very agreeable to Sir 
Joby. The only Obſtruction that offered ſprung from the 
mutual Tailzies betwixt the Families of Buchanan and 
Auchmar, whereby both Intereſts were ſettled upon Heirs 
Male. Buchanan, in order to remove this Difficulty, went 
to London, and obtained a new Charter of his Eſtate up- 
| | on 
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on the Right already mentioned, acquired by him from 
the Lord Cardroſs; and further procured an additional 
Clauſe in it, impowering him to diſpone his Eflate to 


Heirs whatſoever, and to whom he pleaſed. By this Means 


Buchanan of Auchmay, neareſt Heir Male annexed in Succeſ- 
fion by the Tailzie, was wholly excluded, and his Pretenſi- 
ons cut off. Buchanan's Deſign however was wholly de- 
feated; the young Lady having, much againſt his expect- 
ation, married the Laird of Kerr, before his Return. 
This Diſappointment had ſuch Effects upon his high Spi- 
rit, as in a little Time threw him into a Palſie, and pre- 
judiced him in his Judgement, in which unhappy Cir- 
cumſtances he continued till his Death. A little Time 
before this Misfortune befell him, Job» Buchanan of Arn- 
71055 then a Widower, having come into Buchanan's 
*amily, gained ſuch an Influence over him, as to be en- 
truſted with the whole Management of his Affairs. Arn- 
tryor was not wanting to improve ſuch an Opportunity 
for the promoting his own Intereſt, and found Means to 


preyail on the Laird to agree to a Match between his Daugh- 


ter and Arnpryor's Son, then a Student of the Civil Law, 
that by this Means the Eſtate might be = in the Name, 
failing other Heirs of Buchanan. The 

have certainly taken Place, had not the young Lady in- 
terpoſed, by refufing her conſent ; upon which her Father, 
then very much declined in his Judgment, conceived 
ſo much Diſpleaſure againſt her as to make a Diſpoſi- 
tion of his Eſtate in Favour of Arzfryor, and in Preju- 
dice of her Right. However keeping this Paper in his 
own Cuſtody, and happening to go to the Bath for Reco- 
very of his Health, he in his Return fell in Love with 


Mris Jean Pringle, and married her, and upon her Ar- 


rival at Buchanan, cauſed the Diſpoſition in Favour of 


Arnpryor to be cancelled, which gave Riſe to an inve- 
| terate 


ropoſal would 
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terate Animoſity, which continued ever after between 
him and Ar»pryor. 


In a little Time after this Marriage Buchanan, or 
Reaſons we cannot account for, diſponed his Eſtate to 
an old Comrade of his, Major George Grant, Governour 
of Dumbartoun Caſtle, with this Proviſion that the Major 
ſhould marry his eldeſt Daughter, and aſſume the Name 
and Arms of Buchanan; reſerving his own Life-rent and 
his Lady's Jointure, and ſettling the Eſtate io as to return i 
to Buchanay's Heirs Male, and failing Heirs of Gras? 
own Body to Buchanan's Heirs whatſoever. Agreeable 
to this Diſpoſition Grant made his Adrefles to the young iſ 
Lady, but was rejected by her with the utmoſt Indignation, 
The late Lady Buchanan has been blamed, as promoting 
this Diſpoſition in Favour of Grant; but I have received 
ſuch Information, from People well verſed in Buchanan 
Affairs, as fully juſtifies her. Sometime after this, there 
was a Project formed by Buchanan and Eras?, of ſelling ſo 
much of the Highland Lands of the Eſtate of Buchanan, as 
might, together with the Price of ſome Woods lately ſold, 
and Buchanay's other Moveables, clear the whole Debis 
affecting the lower Barany, or remainder of that Eſtate. 
Theſe Highland Lands accordingly were ſold to the Mar- 
quis of Moore who, for Security of that Part ſold to 
him, got Infeftment of real Warrandice upon the Lower 
Barony. This Bargain being compleated, it was ſuggefted 
to the Marquis, that he could not be fully ſecured in thoſe 
Lands, lately purchaſed by him, till well informed of the 
Extent of Buchanan's Debts, and other Circumſtances ol 
his Affairs. For this Purpoſe Ar»pryor, who of all others i 
beſt knew thoſe Affairs, was prevailed upon to make a Dil- 
covery of them to the Marquis, having for his Service 
therein, and his Aﬀiſtance in evicting the whole Eſtate, 
obtained the Fourth Part thereof, burdened with a N 
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onable Part of the Debts. Thus, there having been a Debt 


due by Buchanan to Sir James Dick of Priefifield, for which 


all legal Diligence was uſed, inſomuch that the Laird, 


with Drumikill, and ſome other Cautioners, were denounc- 


ed, and continued more than a Year unrelaxed; and Arn- 


pryor, while Manager for Buchanan, having been ordered 
to clear this Debt, it was accordingly paid, and Diſcharge 
and Relaxation procured for the Cautioners, but the Princi- 
pal unhappily was left unrelaxed. This Secret once divul- 


ged, there was a Gift obtained of Buchanan's Life-rent, and. g. 
Moveable Eſcheat, by which his whole Moveables being” 


exhauſted, there was Room left for wreſting the Eſtate out 
of his Hands, by procuring Rights to thoſe Debts, for Pay- 
ment whereof theſe Moveables were allotted. This Project 
was the effectual Means of ruining that Eſtate ; for diverſe 
Adjudications being led in Arnpryor's Name, then principal 
Manager for my Lord Marquis, (the Marquis himſelf, 
as it ſeems, being paſſive in it) Buchanan's eldeſt Daughter 
found her ſelf obliged to reſign her Pretenſions for a Sum 
of Money to his Lordſhip; and Major Gras? having a 
little be fore his Death given up all Buchanas's Evidences, 


both the Rights and the Fortune became to be intirely 
transferred. 


This Eſtate, as all others, was ſometimes increaſed, or 


gers. The Lairds of Buchanan had, beſides their old Eſtate, 
ſeveral Lands inthe Pariſhes of Killearn, Strablaxe,and others 
in Lennox. The moſt flouriſhing Condition it has been in 


| for diverſe Ages was upon the laſt Laird's Acceſiion to it. 


For his old Eltate, which together with Srrathyre, Brachern, 


and ſome Superiorities, was worth Thirteen thouſand Merks 


of yearly Rent, moſt of the ſame ariſing from Steelbow 
Horſes, Cows, Corn, and Red-land, beſides Caſualties, an 
Woods, computed in this Age to be worth Two thonſand 
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Pound Sterling each cutting. Beſides this he had the whole 
Eltate of Badindalloch, amounting to Six thouſand Merks 
per Annum, which was acquired by Sir Joby, the late Laird's 
Grand-father, for Money he was engaged in for Cuning bane 
of EGlengarnock, Proprietor thereof; as alſo he bad the E. 
ſtate of Crazemillar in Mid-Lothian, being Ten thouſand 
Merks per Annum, acquired by his Father. So that from 
theſe Three Eſtates the Family had near Thirty Thou. 
ſand Merks of yearly Rent. But Buchanan having ſold 
Badindalloch, and Craigmillar, when in health, and that of 
Buchanan going off in the manner we have already mention- 
ed, after having continued Six hundred and fixty five Years 
in that Name, and in an uninterrupted Succeſſion of Twen. 
ty two Lairds ; by this Miſmanagement, and want of pro- 
per Advice from his Friends, this flouriſhing Fortune has 
been deſtroyed, and the Family it ſelf extinguiſhed.

(for any thing J can find) Firſt Laird of Craigens, who 
was Son to the Earl of Glencaun. This Lady was fir 
married to Patrick Laird of Houſtous, Director of the 
Chancery in the Reign of King James V. Houſtoun, with 
diverſe other good and Loyal Patriots, having joyned if 
that brave Nobleman, Jobs Earl of Lennox, in order to 
Liberate their Sovereign from the Reſtraint put upon 
him by the Earls of Arras, and Angus, with their Al. 
ſociates; and Lenyox having engaged with the Earl off 
Arran's Army at Linl!thgow, or Evanbridge. was there 
Main together with Houſtoun, and a great many others off 
his Party. Buchanan, after Honſtoun's Death, having mar: 
ried his Relic, granted Charter in Favour of Milian 
Buchanan, his Firſt Son of this Second Marriage, an 
his Heirs, of the Lands of Auchmar dated the 3d of Janna 
x 547. Years, Nor did Bychanan's Indulgence and Liberality 
to this his Son ftop here, but he did alſo in the Year 1356 
grant Charter in his Fayour of the Thirteen Merk Land o 
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Straitbyre with real Warrandice for the ſame in the 
Eaſter Maises of Buchanan, being the beſt Portion 
any Second Son of that Family had got of a long 
Time, or rather at any Time before that. After what 
Manner this Family loſt Poſſeſſion of the Lands of 
Sraithyre is not very evident; the moſt common Account 
however of that Event 1s this, that in the Time of the 
Civit Wars in the Reign of K. Charles I. particularly in the 
Year 1645. the Lands of Buchanan being at that Time 


very ſadly harraſſed, and moſt of the Houſes burnt, George 


Buchanan of Auchmar loſt upon that Occafion the Evidents 
of Straitbyre, and as is alſo apprehended the Double, lodg- 
ed in that Family's Hands, of the mutual Tailzie be- 
twixt them and the Family of Bucbanan. After which 
Sir John Laird of Buchanan did in an unjuſt and op- 
preffive Manner diſpoſſeſs the ſaid George of thoſe Lands, 
and would have done the ſame to him in relation to the 
Lands of Auchmar alſo, had not the Evidents thereof 
been at that Time providentialy in the Laird of Craze. 
ens Cuſtody, which was the only Means of their Preſer- 
vation. This with ſome other hard Uſage given by Sir 
John, created ſuch Animoſity betwixt theſe two Families 
as could ſcarcely be fully extingniſht: The ſaid Sir John 
being accounted the worſt, if not the only bad One of all the 
Lairds of Buchanan, and the greateſt Oppreſſour of his Name 
and Neighbours ; whereas the other Lairds generaly taken, 
are reportedto have beenthe moſt diſcreet neighbourly 
Gentlemen of any in theſe parts of this Kivgdom.

William, the Firſt of Auchmar was married to Flizg- 
beth . Hamilton Daughter to the Laird of Tnchmachan, 
(or as I find him ſometimes deſigned of Egliſnachan) This 
Family having become extinct in the Reign of K Charles II. 
any little remains of that Intereſt fell in to Halton of 
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Alkenbead, as neareſt Heir to Hamilton of Txchmachay. 
Of this Marriage betwixt Auchmar and Inchmachan's Daugh. 
ter, Three Sons and Two Daughters came to Maturity, 
The Eldeſt of the Sons was Patrick, the Second George, 
and the Third Mr. William. Margaret the Eldeſt Daughter 
was married to Cuningbame of Blairwboiſh , The Second 
to James Colchoun Merchant in Glaſgow. 


Patric the eldeſt Son ſucceeded to his Father William 
in the Lands of Auchmar, and Strazzthyre. He married 
Helen Buchanan Heireſs of Pert, Daughter to Mr. Thomas 
Buchanan of Thert, Nephewto the great Mr. George Buchan- 
an, which Thomas became Lord Privy Seal by Reſig- 
nation of that Office in his Favour by Mr. George his 
Uncle. Mr. Thomas's Wife was a Daughter of John Laird 
of Buchanan. Patrick above mentioned died within a few 
Years of his Marriage, his Children having not long ſur- 8 
vived him; ſo that his Intereſt devolved to George his iſ 
Second Brother, as is evident by Precept of Clare Conſtat, 
and Charter thereupon in his Favour by Joby Laird of 
Buchanan, of the Lands of Auchmar dated in the Year 1606. 


This George in his eldeſt Brother's Life-time married 
Janet Stewart, Daughter to Andrew Stewart, who had a 
beneficial Tack ( eſteemed in theſe Times equivalent to 
Heritage) of the Lands of Blairgarie, and ſome other 
Lands, from the Earl of Murray in Straithgartney, and 
the Pariſh of Calender.

poſſeſt by them, being pretty confiderable, 
as alſo1n regard theſe Gentlemen then: 
{elves were for the moſt part among the 
beſt accompliſkt of that Name. Neves. 
theleſs Far the middle of the laſt Age, or ſome little 
Time before, this Family is ſo much decayed that there 
can be very little ſaid concerning the ſame, more than t 
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give ſome Account of what it hath been, and of ſome 
few Cadets now extant thereof, and who repreſent the 
ſame. The oldeſt Writes of this Family being either 


carried off when the laſt Laird of Arzpryor went to Jre- 


land, or fome other way loſt, the Manner of the Deſcent 
thereof off the Family of Buchanan cannot be ſo clearly 
iuſtrated as otherwiſe it might. The moſt clear Docu- 
ment for that purpoſe is the Genealogical Tree of the Fami- 
ly of Buchanan, which pofitively aſſerts Joby Buchanan Firſt of 
Arnpryor to have been Second Son to Waiter, Fourth of that 
Name, Laird of Buchanan, and of the Lord Graba's Daugh- 
ter: which Tree being compoſed, Ano 1600. the Compoſers 
thereof might have lived in or near the latter Part of 
this Gentleman's Life-time, ſo that the Account given 
thereby may fully ſatisfy all ſuch as are not too much 
addicted to Criticiſm or needleſs Scrupuloſity. The Porti- 
on this Gentleman obtained from his Father, the Laird 
of Buchanan, was the Lands of Auchnar, which at his Death 
returned to the Family of Buchanan, as the Cuſtom was 
of Appenage, or Taniſtry Lands. The Manner of his 
obtaining of the Lands of Arzpryor was pritty fingular, 
being this. | 


In the Reign of King James IV. and for diverſe Ages 
before, the Mezinzieſes were Proprietors of a great Part of 
the Pariſh of Nippes, and ſome of the Pariſh of K!learr, 
tho* ſcarce any Memory of that Name remains in eithcr 
of thoſe Pariſhes in this Age. A Gentleman of that Name 
being Laird of Ar»pryor, at the above mentioned JunQ- 
ure, who had no Children of his own, nor any of his 
Name in theſe Parts, that could pretend any Relation 
to him, was for ſometime at Variance with one Forreſis 
er of Carden, a very toping Gentleman of Ar»pryor's Neigh- 
bourhood, who, upon account of his Neighbour Arzpry- 


wy Circumſtances, ſent a menacing kind of Meſlage 
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to him either to diſpone his Eſtate in his Favour yoluntarily 
otherwiſe he would diſpoſſeſs him of it by force. Arx 
not being of Power to oppoſe Carden, and being loath to give 
his Eſtate by Compulfion to his Enemy, judged it the more 
proper, as well as honourable Method, to diſpone his Eſtate to 
ſome other Gentleman who would counterballance Carey, 
and would maintain the rightfull Owner in Poſſeſſion thereof 
during his Life. In this Exigency he had recourſe to the 
Laird of Buchanay, offering to diſpane his Eſtate to one of 
Buchanan's Sons, if he would defend him from any Vio- 
lence offered by Carden, Buchanan readily accepted of 
the Offer, and ſo far undervalued Cardey, that he ſent his 
Second Son, then only a Child, without any other Guard, 
than his dry Nurſe, to overſee him, along with Ayu or, 
to be kept by him as his Heir. Upon Notice hereof, 
Carden came to Arnpryor's Houſe with a Reſolution to 
kill him, or oblige him to ſend back Buchanan's Son, 
and grant his former Demands. Arntryor having gone 
out of the Way, Cardes very imperiouſly ordered the 
Woman who attended PBuchanyan's Child, to carry him 
back forthwith whence he came, otherwiſe he would 
burn 4r»pryor's Houſe, and them together. The Woman 
replyed, that ſhe would not deſert the Honſe for any 
thing he durſt do, telling him withall, if he offered the 
leaſt Violence, it would be revenged to his Coſt. This 
ſtout Reply was ſomewhat damping to Carden, who at 
the ſame Time reflecting, that he would not only be ob- 
noxious to the Laws for any violent Meaſures he ſhould 
take, but alſo to Enmity with Buchanan, which he was 
by no means able to ſupport, therefore followed the ſaf. 
eſt Courſe, by defiſting for the Future either to moleſt 
Arnpryor, or fruſtrate his Deſtination, ſo that his adopted 
Heir enjoyed his Eſtate, without the leaſt Impediment, 
after his Death, = 88 
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This John Buchanan of Auchmar, and Arupryor was af- 
terward termed King of Rippen, upon the following Ac- 
count. King Fames V. a very ſociable debonair Prince, 
reliding at Sling in Buchanan of Arn pryor's Time, Car- 
riers were very frequently paſſing along the common Road 
being near Ar»pryor's Houſe, with Neceſſaries for the Uſe of 
the King's Family, and he having ſome extraordinary Oc- 
calion, ordered one of theſe Carriers to leave his Load ar 
his Houſe and he would pay him for it; which the Carrier 
refuſed to do, telling him he was the King's Carrier, and 
his Load for his Majeſtie's uſe, to which Ar»pryor ſeem- 
ed to have ſmall Regard, compelling the Carrier in the End 
to leave his Load, telling him, if King James was King 
of Scotland, he was King of Rippen, ſo that it was rea- 
ſonable he ſhould ſhare with his Neighbour King in ſome 
of theſe Loads ſo frequently carried that Road. The Car- 
rier repreſenting this Uſage, and telling the Story, as Arn- 
tryor ſpoke it, to ſome of the King's Servants, it came at 
length to his Majeſty's Ears, who ſhortly thereafter with 
a iew Attendants came to viſit his Neighbour King, who 
was in the mean Time at Dinner. King James having 
ſent àa Servant to demand Acceſs, was denied the ſame by 
a tall Fellow, with a Battel- ax, who ſtood Porter at the 
Gate, telling, there could be no Acceſs till Dinner was 
over. This anſwer not ſatisfying the King, he ſent to de- 
mand Acceſs a Second Time; upon which he was deſired by 
the Porter to-defiſt, otherwiſe he would find cauſe to re- 
pent his Rudeneſs. His Majeſty finding this Method would 
not do, defired the Porter to tell his Maſter that the Good- 
man of Ballageich defired to ſpeak with the King of Ki. 
2 The Porter telling Arz»pryor ſo much, he in all 
humble Manner came and received the King. and having 
entertained him with much Sumptuouſneſs and Jollity, be- 
came ſo agreeable to _ James, that he allowed him 
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to take ſo much of any Proviſion he found carrying that 
Road as he had Occaſion for; and ſeeing he made the 
firit Viſſt, deſired Arnpryor in a few Days to return him 
ſecond at u. which he performed, and continued in ve. 
ry much Favour with the King, always thereafter being 
termed King of Kip pen while he lived. 


Arnpryor had alto the Lands of GCartartan, by which he 
was ſometimes defigned, particularly he is ſo deſigned in a 
Charter in liis Favour by John Commendator of Ic, na- 
homo, of certain Lands called Hornhaueh. He obtained 
Charter of the Lands of Brachern from John M*Nazr, Hee 
ritor thereof, dated in the Year 1530. There is a certain 
traditional Account that the Lands of Brachern, after Arr 
pryor obtained Right thereto, were violently poſſeſſed by 
one M*Tormad, Captain of a Company. of Outlaws, who 
with his Aſſociats, in Number Twenty four, coming to 2 
Tavern in Drymen Pariſh, at a Place called Chapellarroc! 
2 upon Notice thereof, came in the Night-time 
to the Tavern, accompanied with ſome few Horſemen, and 
finding theſe Outlaws overcome with Liquor and Sleep, 
made faſt the Door ot the Houſe where they lay, and then 
ſet Fire to it, all therein being either burnt, or killed. He 
afterward gave the Lands of Brachern, with thoſe of C 
ly, to one of his Sons. This brave Gentleman, with d- 
verſe others of his Name, being killed at the Batte] of 
Fan in Queen Mary's Minority, he was ſuccceded

Andrew, lis eldeſt Son, as is clear by Charter in his Es. 
vour and of John Buchanan, his Son and apparent Heir, «i 
the Lands of Arn pryor, dated in the Year 1360. There 
alſo a Charter by Bartholomew Bane, in Favour of the 
ſaid Andrew, of the M7!ntoun of Bochlywe, dated in the Year 
1557. Andrew had Two Sons, John, his Succeſſor, ard 
| Wii 
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Haller, to whom his Father diſponed the Mila ſloun, or as 0+ 
chers write Hiltoun of Bochlyvie. 


There is little Account to be had of Job Third Laird 
of Arnpryor, or his Succeſſors for two Deſcents, upon ac- 
count of the Loſs of the principal Writes of that Fami- 
ly. Thelaſtof theſe who was in Poſſeſſion of Arnpryor, 
ws Jobn who ſold thoſe Lands to. Sir Joby, Laird of Ba- 
c4ray, and were by him diſponed to John Buchanan of Mo. 
cha/tel, of Lenny's Family, and Grandfather to Francis Bu. 
chanan, now Of Arnpryor. 


Jobn Buc ba nan, who ſold Arrpryor, having gone to Fe-. 
land, was killed by the Liſh in the Year 1641. He had 
Two Sons William, and David, who both died without 
Iſfue. He had alſo Three Daughters; Dororby 1ſt marri- 
ed to Robert Buchanan, one of King Charles I. his Butlers. 
To him ſhe had Two Daughters, both married in Ireland. 
She was aſterwards married to Collonel Habletborn, an 
FE17/;//h-Man, Governor of Waterford, She had to him One 

Son, Captain HuLlethorn and ſome Daughters. Arnpryor's 
2 Daughter was Alice, married to Cunningham of Trinbeg. 
The 3d Anna, married to Cuningham of Finnick. 


This laſt Ar»pryor had Two Brethren. Mr. Dawd a 
Gentleman of great Learning, of whom I thall ſpeak after-- 
wards, And Captain Miliam, a Gentleman of very much 
Courage, and of the greateſt Art and Dexterity in manag- 
ing a Sword of any of his Time: He killed an Talian in 
Dublin, in Preſence of the Lord Lieutenant, and other No- 
bility of that Kingdom, the ſame Lalian having gone thro? 
molt Nations of Ezrope, always having had the Victory of 
21! he encountered with. Captain Milliam, being one of 
Bychanan's Captains at Ennerkezthing, a certain Fnglyh Offi- 
cer, when the TWO Armies advanced near to one ancther, 
i-pt forth, and challenged any of the Scotiſſñh Army to 
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exchange ſome few Blows with him. 'The Challenge was 
accepted by Captain William, who tho? a very little Man of 
Perſon, did in a Trice kill that Fngli//b Champion. This 
Captain Milliam reſided moſtly in Jrelazd, in which King 
dom his Progeny continued. | 


The Firſt Cadet of the Family of Aratryor was Din- 
can, 2d Son to Jobn Buchanan Firſt of Arnpryor, in whoſe 
Favour his Father diſponed the Lands of Brachern, in Bi. 
echanan Pariſh. He was ſucceeded by Duncan, his Son, 
who purchaſt from James Drummond of Inver pafray the Lands 
of Caſbly, and Cartiuſtarry, as is clear by Charter of theſe 
Lands in his Favour, dated -in the Year 1468. Duncan 
Daughter, and Heireſs, Margaret married her Couſin 
John Buchanan of Hjltoun, or Milut oun of Bocblyvie, to 
whom ſhe conveyed all her Father's Intereſt. 


The Second Cadet of the Family was Walter, 2d Sor to 
Andrew Buchanan, the Second of Arypryor, to whom his 
Father diſponed the Milntous of Bochlyvie. His Son Joh 
married the Heireſs of Caſblie and Brachern, as already men 
tioned. He was killed at the Conflict of &lenfroon, betwixt 
Toſs and the MGr7zors. He leſt Two Sons, John, and 
Andrew. John the 2d of Bochlyvie and Caſbly, ſold the 
Lands of Brachers to one Duncan M. Pharlan.

FER be relied on) did of old belong to the Name of 
Arral, which Name, in the Minority of King David Brice, 
having aſſociated with the Enemies of their Prince, and 
Country, they, upon the Reduction of their Adherent:, 
not only continued obſtinate in their Rebellion, but in fur 
ther Aggravation of their Guilt, committed diverſe other 
7 £4lencies, which in the End gave juſt Cauſe for thei! 
le Lands being forfeited, and Letters of Fire an! 
Ford being directed againſt them: The — - 
1 Word be — hoſe 
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theſe Letters being committed to the Laird of Buebanan, 
he did, with no ſmall Difficulty and Blood-ſhed, bring 
the ſurviving Remainder of theſe Arrals to Juſtice. A- 
mong the Number of theſe was Thomas Arral of Drunte 
ki], commonly termed Tauſ ua Dunnach, or Thomas the 
Miſchievous. The King is ſaid to have offered this Gentle- 
man a Pardon at the Place of Execution, which he refuſed, 
diſdeining to live after ſo many of his Name, who had loft 
therr Lives through his Influence, and in his Quarrel. Af- 
ter the Subverſion of theſe Arrals, Buchanan inReward of his 
Service againſt them, obtained Drumi kill, Eaſter and Weſt- 
ter Z1llats, and ſome other Parts of their Lands, lying moſt 
contiguous to his own Eſtate, which the Lairds of By- 
cavan retained in their own Hands, till the one half of 
Drum kill, with Eaſter Ballat, was given to Carbeth's Au- 
ceſtor, as the other half, with Weſter Ballat, was given 
to DrumikilPs, at the Times the Anceſtors of theſe Two 
Families came off that of Buchanan. 


There is a current Tradition, that the Laird of Buchanan 
gave the half of the Eſtate of Dramikill, with Weſter 
Ballat, and ſome other Lands, formerly belonging to tlie 
Arrals, toone of his Sons long before the Anceſtor of the 
preſent Family of Dramieill came off Bucha nau's Family, 
and that Thomas the Firſt of this preſent Race for his Firſt 
Lady married the Heireſs of the principal Perſon of the 
old Family. And that which favours ſomewhat this 
Account, is, that the Anceſtors of the Bychanans of Drum- 
heat, and Weſter Ballat, tho? always reputed Cadets of 
Dr4mikill, can produce ſome Evidents of their Lands of 
a Date not long poſterior to the moſt ancient now in 
Cuſtody of Dramiil.

To Thomas Firſt of Drumi kill ſucceeded his Son, Robert, 
as is evident by the Charters in his Favour of the Lands 
of Drumi kill; as alſo by Charter in his Favour of Spitiel 
of Finnick, with Boat and Boatland of Cartes, by Matthew 
Earl of Lennox, dated at the Earl's ancient Manſion-Houſe 
of Middle Catter, in the Year 1505. This Robert was 
married to Margaret Hay, of what Family not mentioned; 
and by her had Two Sons, Thomas, his eldeſt, who, by any 
Thing can be found, was married to Logy of That-Ilk's 
Daughter. This Thomas was not entered to any of his 
Father's Eſtate, having died young, and long before his 
Father, he being only mentioned as Procurator in a Seaſin 
of Robert his Father, by Deſignation of Thomas Buchanan, 
Primogenitus, or eldeſt Son of Robert Buchanan of Drumi- 
kill.

ſucceeded by his Brother Malter, as teſtifys a Precept 
of Clare conſtat and Charter thereon, in Favour of 
him, and Janet Bychanan, his Spouſe, in Life-rent, and 
Tomas Buchanan, their Son, in Fee of the Lands of 

Drumkilt dated 1536. I find this Walter mentioned in 
a Bond of an Hundred Merks due to John Lennox of 
Brauſbogle, by Graham of Finiry, Cuningham of Glengarr ck, 
and Galbraith of Balgair, Principals, Earl of Gleyc'ry, 
Cuningbham of Drumgquaſie, and Walter Buchanan of Duni. 
E, Cautioners, all in one Bond, and ſubſcribed by T'wo 
Nottars, in regard none of all the Principals, or Cautioners 
could write, except Fintyy, and Drumixill. This Bond was 
dated in the Year 1537. which being in the Time when 
Popery prevailed in this Nation, and a conſummate Ignorance 
of all Manner of Learning; it is not to be wondered at, 
that ſo. many Laicks ſhould not be able to write, when ! 
have even heard from a Gentleman of very good Repute, 
that he had peruſed a Write of Date near that Time, 
which Two of the Monks of Paiſiy were inſerted Witneſſes 
for whom the Nottar was obliged to fign, in regard theſe 
Two Clergy-men were ignorant of Letters. Walter Bychar- 
an of Drunikill was firſt married to Janet Buchan, 
Daughter to Walter Buchanan of Spittel, by whom he 
had Thomas, his Succeſſor He had for 2d Lady a Daugh- 
ter of Riuraſi of Kipenrofi, and had by her Willign, al.

And Alexander of Herr, by 
the Evidences of Garzcalderland, and others, is known to be 
Son to Buchanan of Moſs, and Brother to Mr. GEORGE. 
Whereas if he, and Mr. GEORGE had been Sons to Tho- 
nas younger of Druxkill, they had undoubtedly been de- 
ſigned Brethren to Walter of Drumikzll, Granter of the 
{ad Diſcharge, and the Term of Cuſin, and Emm, had 
been utterably unſuitable and nonſenſical, the Word Emm 
importing an Uncle, or Srand-Uncle's Son, which was the 
real Relation of theſe Two Gentlemen to the ſaid W alzcy 
Bicianan of Drurikill. 


Tomas of Moſs 2d Son was Alexander Buchanan of L.

The Next Cadet of the Family of Drumikill to that 
of Moſs was William Buchanan, of Baturrich, 3d Son 
to Thomas Buchanan of Drumikill.

He was Father to Archibald, now of Drumbead, 
who is married to Ayderſon of Stobcroſ”s Daughter, by whom 
he hath Three Sons, and Two Daughters. His eldeſt Son, 
Archibald Buchanan younger of Drumbead is married to Gil. 
bert Buchanan of BankePs Daughter. James and Ceorge, his 
other Two Sons, both Merchants in G/aſzow, are unmarried, 
His eldeſt Daughter 1s married to Robert Buchanan Writer 
in Glaſgow. His other Daughter is unmarried. Drummbead 
had Two Siſters, the eldeſt married to Napier of Ballikin- 
rain, the youngeſt to Buchanan of Balſunning. 


The Firſt Cadet of Drambead's Family is Buchanan of 
Tullichewn. Mungo Buchanan, 24 Son to Robert Second 
Blairhezachen, who purchaſed the Spurtels of Creitingams 
from the Demnniſtouns Coheireſſes of theſe Spittels; the 
one Part thereof irom the One of theſe, with Conſent of 
Thomas Buchanan, her Husband, who ſeems to be Brother to 
the ſaid Mungo, in the Year 1603- the other half of theſe 
Spittels from the other Heireſs, in the Year 160g. In which 
Year he got Charter of Confirmation of the Sr7tzels from 
James Dennieſioun of Colgrain, Superior thereof. Mungo's 
Succeſſor was Robert, who obtained firſt a Tack, and af. 
ter a Feu-Charter from Lodouic Duke of Lennox, of the 
Lands of meikle Tallichewn. This Robert had Two Sons, 
Robert his Succeſſor, and William, who acquired Y/uck- 
rodger. Robert of Tullichewn had one Son, Mungo, who 
kad Four Sons, Robert, his Succeſſor; Janes, whoacquir- 
ed a Part of little Tallicheun, and had Iſſue; Mungo Writer 
in Edinburgh, who purchaſed Hiltoun and Auchintorly, and 
left Iſſue, and William, now in Twllichewy.

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AVING finiſhed my Account of the Family of 
Drumikil, I return according to Promiſe, to give 
ſome Memoirs of the Famous Mr @FEORGE, BU 

CHANAN, who brought ſuch a mighty Acceſfion of Hon- 
our both to his Name, and Country. It agrees not with my 
Deſign to give a compleat Hiſtory of this great Man; for 
that would be to give a Hiſtory of Scoꝛland during the 
Age in which he lived, in the Affairs whereof he bore ſo 
conſiderable a Part. He was born, as he himſelf informs 
us, in the Year 1506. The Death of his Father, and the 
breaking of his Grandfather brought the Family under 
very great Difficulties. His Mother being left a Widow 
with Eight Children, did all ſhe could for their Education, 
though under the greateſt Diſcouragements. But it was 
GEORGE's peculiar good Fortune to be taken Notice 
of by a Brother of his Mother's, who finding him extremely 
capable of Learning, ſent him to Parzs; from whence, after 
about T'wo Years Stay, he was obliged to return, by Rea- 
ſon of his narrow Circumſtances, and want of Health. 
After his Recovery he became a Voluntier in the French 
Troops then in Scotland, but ſoon falling ſick again, 
went to St. Andrews, and ſtudied Logic under the cele- 
brated Joby Major. He followed him to France the ſame 
Year, and after having ſtayed at Paris Two Years ſtruggling. 
with his Misfortunes, he was called to teach Grammar in 
the College of St. Barbara. This he did for Three Years. 
He was brought back into Scorlaud by a young Nobleman, 
the Earl of Cafils, who had kept him with him Five Years 
in Parts. He intended to have returned again into France, 
but was prevented by the King's appointing him Governour 
to his Natural Son, the Earl of Marray. He had ſome 
Time before this wrote a Poem. which enraged the whole 
Fraternity of the Cordeliers againſt him, and raiſed him 
many Enemies, with whoſe Reproaches he was ſo touch- 


ed, 
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ed, that he began from thence forward to lien more 
than ever to the Teachers of the Reformation. Ab— 
out this Time the King returning from France, made 
the Clergy very uneaſie, they being apprehenſive, that 
Queen Magdalen whom he brought along with him, had 
imbibed the new Opinions from her Aunt the Queen of 
Na varre. But the Death of that Princeſs ſoon diſpelled their 
Tears. Sometime after a Plot was diſcovered againſt the 
King, who upon this found Reaſons to believe, that 
the Cordeliers had not diſcharged their Duty to him. Ee 
therefore commanded BUCHANAN to write ſome 
Verſes ZUCHANAN obeyed without any Re- 
InQance, but kept within Bounds, and made uſe of Am- 
biguous Expreſſions. The King not pleaſed with thoſe 
Verſes, commanded him to write ſharper, which was 
accordingly done in the famous Sylva, which is cal. 
led Franciſcanus. Cardinal Beron hereupon plotted his 
Ruin, and even proceeded ſo far as to get him thrown 
into Priſon, from whence he eſcaped by his Inger- 
uity, and fled into England. But Matters being in 
ſuch Confuſion there, that one Day the Latherians were 
burnt, and the next Day the Papriſts, he thought fit to re- 
tire again into France; and for fear Cardinal Beton who 
was then Ambaſiador at that Court, ſhould play him ſome 
Trick, he privately withdrew from Paris, and went to 
Bourdeoux with Andrew Goveanus; a learned Portugue|s 
invited him. He taught three Years there, though not 
without ſome dread of the Cordeliers, and Cardinal e- 
ton, which laſt had wrtiten to the Archbiſhop of Bourdeou: 
to ſecure him; but that Prelate was ſo kind to diſcover 
the Matter to ſome of BUCHANA N's intimate 
Friends. After this he followed Goveanus into Portage. 
who had Orders from the King his Maſter to bring hin 
a certain Number of Perſons fit to teach Philoſophy, and 
Literature in the new Univerſity he had founded at gr 
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vimbria. All went well as long as Gowranns lived, but he 
dying ſoon after, the Learned Men who followed him, par- 
ticularly BUCH AN AN, were vexed all Manner of ways. 
They. ript up his Peom againſt the Cordeliers, and re- 
proached him with eating Fleſh in Lent, though according 
to the Cuſtom of the Country. It was alſo pretended, 
that in his Diſcourſe he had diſcovered ſome diſguſt at 
the Catholick Religion. He was thus plagued with them 
for above a Year together, till at laſt for tear of diſcoy- 
ering, that they had unjuſtly harraſed a Man of Repnt- 
ation, they confined him for ſome Months to a Monaſtery, 
in order to be better inſtructed. It was there he under- 
took his admired Paraphraſe of the Pſalms, which has been 
ſince Prized at ſuch an ineſtimable Rate by the Learned 
World. Having obtained his Liberty, he paſt into Erg- 
land, but quickly returned to France. Some Years after 
he entered into the Service of Mareſchal De Brrſac, and 
was Tutor to his Son, Tiroleon De, Coſſe, to whom he 
has inſcribed his incomparable Poem de Sphera. The 
Mareſchal then commanded the French Army in Pred- 

mort. BUCHANAN continued Five Years in that Em- 
ployment, ſometimes in Italy, and ſometimes in Fance. 
He quitted it in 1560, Returning into Scorland after the 
Diſturbances occationed by the Faction of the Gu/es 
were compoſed, he went over openly to the Communi- 
on of the Reformed Church, and was made Preceptor to 
King, James V I. in 1565, 


Thus far have we an Account of this great Man from 
himſelf, as he wrote, and publiſhed it in his own Life-Time. 
His Modeſty withheld him from giving us a Detail of the 
great Honours and Proſperity to which he afterwards 
arrived, However the Hiſtories of that Age make it 
evident, he was for ſome Years in the Management of our 
Scotifb Affairs. By being 1 to the Poſt of Lord 
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Privy Seal, he became one of the great Officers of State, 
Aud his Activity in puſhing the Reformation gave him 
ſuch a Character with our Reformers, that he was choſen 
by them to preſide in One of their General Aſſemblies, as 
Moderator, notwithſtanding of his being a Lay-Man. 


Vet theſe are but a ſmall Part of his Honours compar. 
ed with that laſting Glory he has acquired by his admi- 
rable Writings. His Hiſtory of Horland, both for Diſpofi- 
tion, and Purity of Language, has been looked upon by 
all good Judges, to come the neareſt to the Ancients of any 
Performance theſe later Ages have 1 I know in- 
deed he has been. blamed by ſome People of Partiality; 
but the Imputation has never yet been made ſufficiently 
out upon: thoſe Paſſages excepted: againſt. He has allo 
been no leſs cenſured for maintaining ſeveral Principles, 
apprehended to be diſtructive of Government, in his Dia- 
logue De Jure Regni apud Scotos. It is not my Buſineſs 
either to juſtifie, or condemn him in this Matter. Yet thus 
much may ſaſely be ſaid for him, that he has laid down no 
general Principles of Government, but what have been main- 
tained by the greateſt Legiſlators and Philoſophers of An- 
tiquity; and that he has been followed in them by ſever- 
al of the moſt Eminent. among the modern Writers. If to 
err be a Fault, it is always allowed to be an Extenua- 
tion of it, to err in good. Company, And this is all I 
ſhall ſay on the Matter. 


BUCHAN A Ns Poetical Writings have met with 
a better Fate, very few having had the Hardineſs to de- 
tract from the Worth of them, and thoſe few that have 
done it, having gained ſo little Honour by it. He has been 
admired over all Europe, as the many Editions of his 
Works aboundantly teſtifie, which, as they are in every 
Body's Hands, it would be a very needleſs piece of Pre- 

ſumption 
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ſumption in me to give any Character of. Nor ſhall 1 
trouble either my ſelf, or the Reader with the numerous 
Encomiums of Learned Men upon him, but conclude with

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Account of the FAMILY 


CARBETH 


HER E has been a long continued Pre- 
2 | tenſion made by the Lairds of Drutiiki, 

that the Anceſtor of this Family of Car- 
»\ beth was a Cadet of the Family of Dr 
mikill. At what Time this Pretenſion 
was formed, how long continued, or how 
far acquieſced in, in more ancient Times, 
J cannot poſitively determine; but am very confident, the 
late Car be th, a Man pretty well skilled in the Genealo- 
gy of his own, and other Families of his Name, did not 
in the leaſt own any ſuch Matter. Tho J muſt one. 
an OWL 8 * woul

would be a Matter of the utmoſt Difficulty to diſtinguiſh 
theſe TWO Families, were it not the Two Charters, after 
mentioned, being the moſt ancient pertaining to this Fami- 
ly, are ſo very clear of themſelves; which notwithſtand- 
ing does not fully ſatisfy ſome of the more nice and criti- 
cal. For Satisfaction of ſuch, I ſhall here obſerve ſome 
few Things, beſides what I offered in the Account of the 
Family of Drumikill, That which admits of the greateſt 
Difficulty in being reſolved, and is moſtly objected, is a 
Service of William, Sixth Laird of Drumikiil, which I 
peruſed among others of the late Buchanan Evidents, by 
which the ſaid William is ſerved Heir to Walter Buchanan, 
of Gartincaber, Great grandfather to the ſaid Walter. So 
that the Firſt Charter of Thomas of Carbeth's Anceſtor be- 
ing that of Gartincaber, it is preſumed, he was Anceſtor 
of both the Families. For Reſolution of this, It is very 
evident that all Appannage, or Taniſtrie Lands, tho? al- 
ways diſponed by Charter to the Second Sons of Famuilics, 
did never deſcend or accreſce to their Heirs, but did al- 
ways, upon  Deceaſe of him to whom theſe were firſt diſ- 
ned, return again to the Principal Family, and were 
by that after the ſame Manner reſerved for, and diſponed 
to the next Second Son of the ſame. 'T his is ſo very demon- 
ſtrable, by ſo many Inſtances, as to need no further Con- 
firmation. So that Thomas of Carberh, being 24 Son to 
Sir Walter Laird of Buchanan, obtained from his eldeſt Bro- 
ther Patrick the Lands of Cartincaber, during Life, after 
whoſe Death, Patrick gave theſe Lands to another Thomas, 
his 24 Son: or more probably, Walter Patrick's Succeſſor, 
diſponed: theſe Lands to the ſame Thomas, his Brother, be- 
ing Anceſtor of the Family of Drum, as the Tree of 
Buchanan plainly aflerts ; and by this Means the Service in 
Favour of Milliam of Drumikill is very right, whereas 
if he had been ſerved to Carbeth's Anceſtor by Deſignati- 
on of Garizcaber, he would be a Degree further 3 
than 
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than Walter of Drumikill his Great Grandfather, Yea the 
Cadets of the Family of Drumibill, from the Death of 
Thomas of Carbeth, poſſeſt theſe Lands of Gar!incaber till 
the. Time of this Service, immediately after which Carbeth 
obtained the beneficial Lack of the ſame, or rather before 
this Time, as is reported, having then obliged Drumik!l} 
to ſerve Heir to his Anceſtor, in order to make his Right 
thereof to Carteth the more valid. For further Illuſtration 
of this Matter, it is plain, Thomas of Carbeth's Anceſtor 
obtained the Lands of Carlerth in Heritage ſome Years be. 
fore any Charter can be produced in Favour of Thomas 
Firſt of Drumkill. So that if theſe had been one and the 
ſame, it cannot be in Reaſon ſuppoſed, but that he had 
been deſigned by Carbezh, in ſome one or other of theſe E- 
vidents of Drumikilt, and Moſs, in which he is always 
mentioned by other Deſignations. Laſtly, In that Reſigna- 
tion by Thomas Buchanan of Carbeth of his half of Druni- 
Kill, to Robert Buchanan Second Drumikill, Anno. 1 505. he 
is there deſigned by Carbeth, without the leaſt Intimation 
of any Relation betwixt him and the ſaid Robert, where- 
as if the abovementioned Allegation were true, this Tho- 
ma; the Diſponer behoved to be Roberts Father, which 
could not miſs to be ſo ſpecified upon this Occafion ; where- 
as Robert's Father in his Diſpoſition to him of the other 
half of Drumikill, in the Year 1495. is there deſigned Tho- 
mas Buchanan of Dramikill, Ten Years before the Date of 
this other Write. So that it is very clear, Thomas Firſt of 
Carbeth, and Thomas of Drumikill, were Two different 
Perſons, the Firſt being Uncle to the Latter; and that 
Thomas, who diſponed his Part to Robert was Coulin-Ger- 
man to the firſt Thomas of Drumikill. 


Judging that by what I have here and elſewhere ad- 


 vanced, Ihave put this Matter in a clearer Light than hither- 


ta the ſame has been done; I ſhall proceed to the Account 
0 
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of the Family of Carbeth. The Firſt Charter I find relating 
to the ſame is a Charter by Patrick, Firſt of that Name 
Laird of Buchanan, to his beloved Brother Thomas Bu- 
cba nan, of the Lands of Gartixcaber, dated in the Year 
1451. by which it is clear that the ſaid Thomas was 2d or 
34 Son to Sir Walter, Third of that Name Laird of Ba- 
chayan, his Mother being Daughter of Mardoch Duke of 
Albany. This Thomas was the Firſt who acquired Carbeth, 
as appears by a Charter granted by John Halden of Glenegeis 
to An Honourable Perſon, Thomas Buchanan of Gartincaber, 
of Meikle Carbeth, dated in the Year 1476. There is ro 
Record to teſtify into what Family this Thomas married, 
but it's pretty clear he had Two Sons, Thomas, and John, 
to whom he gave for Portion the beneficial Tack of Faſter 
Ballat, which with Balwill, and Kefrdourie, (the Two 
laſt being confirmed by Charter of Carbeth) ſeem to have 
been a Part of the Arral's Lands, though no Evidents 
concerning the ſame, if any ſuch were, are now ex- 
tant. | 


To Thomas Firſt of Carbeth ſucceeded his Son Thomns, 
who gave away his halt of the Lands of Damit to Ro- 
bert Buchanan Laird of the other half thereof, in the Year 
150 5. as is already mentioned. "Thomas the Second's Mar: 
riige is as little known as the Firſt, if he was married at 
all, however he ſeems to have lived a canſiderable Time, 
having outlived his 2d Brother Jobs, and at length having 
died without Iſſue, 


Thomas Buchanan Son and. Heir to the deceaſd Jobn 
Buchanan in Eaſter Ballat, as neareſt Heir to his Uncle, 
Thomas of Carbeth, obtained Charter from John Haldan of 
Glenegris in Favour of himſelf, and Javet Buchanan his 
Spouſe in Liferent, and of Thomas Buchanan his Son in Fee, 
of the Lands of Carbeth in the Year 1555.

etor of Gar?tfarrands, in which, and other Parts of that Coun- 
try, diverſe of that Race continue as yet. 


The Second Cadet of the Family of Carbeth is Buchanan 
of Eaſter Ballat, his Anceſtor being John 2d Son to Thomas 
Firſt of Carbeth. And although Thomas, eldeſt Son to this 
John, fell into the Intereſt of Carbeth, and left his Brother Wil- 
liam in poſſeſſion of Ballat, yet it ſeems he did not quit the 
Benefit of the Tack of Ballat to his Brother, till the ſame 
was ſold off by Thomas, Succeſſor to the above Thomas, to 
Walter Buchanan, Son to the ſaid Milliam. I find this 
William who may be accounted Anceſtor of the preſent Fa- 
mily of Ballat, mentioned in a Diſcharge for 300 Merks 
Scots by Semple of Craigbat to Buchanan of Arnpryor, for 
which it ſeems this Mlliam was Cautioner, the Date of 
which Diſcharge was in the Year 1576. That which clears 
the Conveyance of the Tack of Ballat by Carbeth, is a Sub- 
miffion betwixt Thoma] Buchanan of Carbeth and Walter Bu-

For any Thing I can find, this 
Walter had Two Sons, William, who ſucceeded in Ballat, 
and Duncan, who acquired the Duchleſs.

Sons, Jobs, Walter, and Alexander, * of Ballat had 
Four Sons, William, his Succeſſor, Walter, now in Ballat, 
John, and *Patrice, Merchants in Glaſgow. William late 
of Ballar's Succeſſor is John preſent Ballat. 


Of Duncan the firſt Cadet of Ballat is deſcended Bychan- 
an of Duchleſs, Buchanan lately of Mid Caſhlie, Buchanan 
in Little Rep, with diverſe others. John Buchanan, Merch- 
ant in S'rling, was Father to Mr. Joh» Buchanan, preſent 
Miniſter of the Goſpel in Covingtoun, in the Shire of Layerk;

the moſt ancient Cadet which came off 
hs Family of Buchanan; 3 And although 
by that Means the moſt remote from the 
principal Family, is nevertheleſs prefer- 
able to ſome other Cadets of later Ex- 
tract, in regard that Lenny deſcended 
at Two different Times off Buchanan, 
of which the Firſt being Son to Buchanan, married the 
Heireſs of Lenny, as did the Laird of Buchanan a Second 
Heireſs; as alſo in regard Buchanan, now of Lenny,” xepre- 
tents 
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ſents the old Family of Lenny of That-Ilk, which is re- 
ported to have been a Family of good Repute, as far as 
Tradition may be relyed on. But there are as few Docu- 
ments relating to, as there are Men of that old Family 
extant in this Age, to clear this, or any other Matter con- 
cerning the ſame. I have peruſed a Genealogical Manu- 
ſcript of that Family in the Laird of Lennie's Hands, 
which afſerts, that the Lennzes, while Owners of that Eſtate, 
had no Charters of the ſame, but a large Sword, with 
which, it ſeems, he, who firſt of that Name acquired theſe 
Lands, had performed ſome ſignal Atchievement, being a 
Means of his firſt Advancement. This, and a Relick, be- 
ing one of St. Fillers Teeth, were held in ſuch Venera- 
tion, that whoever had thoſe Two in Poſſeſſion, preſumed. 
he had a very good Right to that Eſtate. A Tenure much 
like to that which is recorded of the Eſtate of Arundel in 
Exglaud, that in old Times whoever by whatſoever Means 
obtain'd Poſſeſſion of Arundel Caſtle, was inſtantly acknow- 
ledged to have a ſufficient Title to that Eſtate. Nor 
was this Caſe of Lenny any way fingular, a great many o- 
thers in theſe more ancient T'imes being circumſtantiate af- 
ter the fame Manner, as judging it a Derogation to ſollicite 
for, or in the leaſt rely upon written Evidents for Security 
of the Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates, and far more honourable, 
and ſuitable to their Inclinations, to maintain their Poſſeſſi- 
on by their Sword, by whatever Means acquired. As this 
{ymbolical Charter of St. Fillan's Tooth was a Rehck much 
eſteemed by the ancient Lairds of Lenny, ſo another Relick 
of the ſame Saint, being one of his Hands embalmed, was 
no leſs valued by ſome of our Scobiſh Kings, in thoſe 
Times of Ignorance and Superſtition; it being recorded of 
this Laſt by rome of our Hiſtorians, that the Night before 
the Battle of Ba»nockburn, the Scoti/h Nobles, and principal 
Officers having a Conference with K. Robert Bruce concer- 
ning the Manner of ordering the Battle next Day, *

ſolicitous of the Event, in regard of the Greatneſs of the 
Fingliſþh Army, being more than quadruple the Number of 
theirs, ſuddenly a Silver Box, which was in a Coffer in 
the Tent, gave a very great Clink; whereupon the King's 
Chaplain ran to the Box, and finding St. Fillan's Hand 
therein, being ordinarily kept in that Box however, cried 
there was a great Miracle wrought, in regard he had leſt the

This Miracle, tho? invented by the ready 
Witt of the Chaplain, being divulged through the Army, 
added no leſs Courage than Hope to them of the proſper- 
ous Event of the approaching Engagement. | 


The Firſt Son of the Laird of Buchanan find upon Re- 
cord, who married the Heireſs of Lenny, was Allan, Second 
Son to Gilbert Laird of Bachanan, in the Reign of King 
Alexander III. There is no Charter, or other Document 
in Lennie's Hands that any manner of Way does teſtify 
this Firſt Marriage; any Diſcovery I obtained thereof be- 
ing collected from an ancient Manuſcript Regiſter 
of the Earl's of Lennox, and his Vaſſel's Charters, among 
the Records of Danbartoun- Shire, in which I found a Char- 
ter by Malcolm Earl of Lennox, upon Reſignation of A.. 
lan of Lenny, in the Earl's Hands of the Lands of Drun-

In which Char- 
ter Allan is one of the Witneſſes, by Defignation of Alla 
Buchanan de Lenny. Drumquhaſle ſeems to have been the 
patrimonial Eſtate, got by this .4/lan, at the Time he 
came off the Family of Buchanan, or from his Father at 
the Time of his Marriage with the Heireſs of Lenny. 


Allan's Succeſſor, as is evident by the above Charter, 
was called John, whoſe Succeſſor was named Walter, as 
ſeems to appear by Letters of Compromiſe, or Pacificati- 
on, betwixt Maurice, * ohn Drummond, and Alexander 
Monteath, and others of that Name, for the Slaughter of 
William, Fohn, and James Monteaths, Brethren to the ſaid 
Alexander, by theſe Drummonds. Among others whom the 
Monteatbs include of their Friends, in the ſaid Letters, is 
mentioned Walter Buchanan their Uncle, who behoved to 
be either Laird of Buchanan, or Lenny; in regard there were 
not any other Families of Note of the Name of Buchanan 
extant in that Age, except thoſe of Bucbanan and Lenny. 
But the traditional Account moſt generally aſſerted, is, 
that the ſaid John's Son was called alſo John, who had 
a Son, his Succeſſour of the ſame Name; which laſt John, 
having no Male Ifſue, Janet, his Daughter, and Heireſs.

Buchanan, as teſtifies a Charter in the Publick Archives by 
King Robert III. in Favour of John de Buchanan, and 
yo de Lenny, his Spouſe, of the Barony of Pitwhonidy, 

ated in the Year 1393. Theſe Lands of P:rwhoridy ſeem 
to have. been a Part of Buchanan's old Eſtate, in regard 
there is no Evident relating thereto extant before this one, 
granted in Favour of Buchanan, nor is there fo much as 
any traditional Account of any Lands belonging to the old 
Family of Lenny, except thoſe of that Name in Perth- Shire 
and a Part of thoſe ſo 9 in Midlotbian. I =Y for

ſome Time ſurprized at Lenny's retaining the Surname of 
Buchanan, and not rather having aſſumed the Surname, 
and Arms of Lenny; but obſerve the Reaſon to be very 
lain, that the Laird of Buchanan, having married the Second 
eireſs of Lenny, would not, upon that Account, change 
his Surname; and Jobs, his Third Son, who ſucceeded to 
that Eſtate, being always termed Buchanan during his Fa- 
ther's Lifetime, neglected to aſſume that of Leun), as did 
his Succeſſors in all Time thereafter, partly moved there- 
to, as is reported, by ſome Diſobligation put upon them 
{ by the Survivors of the Name of Lenny. By the Death of 
j John Laird of Buchanan's Eldeſt Son at the Battel of Ver. 
noit, and in conſequence thereof, by Walter the Second 
Þ Son's ſucceeding to the Eſtate of Buchanan, the Eſtate of 
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i Lenny was conveyed. in Favour of John, the Third Son, 
>- ordinarily defigned John of Ballacondachy, being a Farm 
Room inthe Barony of Buchauan, given by his Father to 
him for Patrimony, before the Eftate of Lenny was con- 
veyed in his Favour. Tho? this Job» of Ballacondachy 
continued. the Line of the preſent Lairds, and Family of 
Lenny, and as ſuch is mentioned in the Genealogical Tree 
of the Family of Buchanan; yet neither by this, nor any o- 
tlier Evident in Leuny's Hands, can there be an Account 
obtained of this 2 Marriage, nor whether at Allan 
Buchanan, his Firſt Son's Marriage with the Heireſs of Len. 
ny, or at Buchanay's Marriage with the Second. Heireſs of 
the ſame, Kerr married the Coheireſs, and with her obtain- 
ed the half of the Eſtate; that Marriage of Keir by the 
traditional Account, and with much-more Probability ſeem- 
ing to have been at the Firſt of theſe Two JunQures. Net 
ther is it evident by any Document I could find in Lens) 
Hands, by what Means Keir obtained the Superiority of 
Lenny's half of that Eſtate, in regard of his being married 
( as is generally reported) to the younger of the Siſters, or 
Coheireſſes. All that is offered for clearing of * 
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being a traditional Narration, that Walter Laird of Lenny 
inthe Beginning of the Reign of King James IV. had 
committed ſome frivolous Crime, which was conſtrued in 
theſe. Limes to be a kind of Sacrilege, for which being 
cited before the next Eccleſiaſtical Judge, he diſobeyed all 
Citations given upon that Account, till in the End being 
excommunicated for his Contumacy, he was thereaſter de- 
lated to the Civil Magiſtrate ; but gwing as little Obedience 
to the one, as to the other, he was proſecuted with the ut- 
moſt Rigour, being not only denounced Rebel, but as is re- 
ported, alſo forfeited, the Gift of which, or more probably, 
of Lens Liferent Eſcheat, was purchaſed by Kerr, who 
reaped no Advantage thereby, Lenny retaining Poſſeſſion of 
his Eſtate by Force, till in the one Shaw in Camſmore, 
an intimate Comrade of Lenny's, was influenced, (as the 
Story goes) by Keir either to apprehend, or kill Lenny. 
. Shaw, judging the firſt ſomewhat impracticable, reſolved 
upon the laſt Method, which he performed while at the 
Hunting with Lenny, by ſtabbing him behind his Back, and 
killing him. After which Keir obtained Poſſeſſion of Len- 
zy's Eſtate, which he did not enjoy long. For Shaw meet- 
ing Lenuy's Lady and Children upon a Time in a very 
mean Condition, , and the Lady upbraiding him with her 
Husband's Murder, he was poſſeſt with ſuch Horrour of 
the Fact, and Deteſtation of Keir, his Influencer, as put 
him upon the Reſolution of expiating Leum's Murder by 
that of Keir, which he accordingly performed by killing 
of Kezr, as he met him occaſionally near Strling. Aﬀter 
which Keir's and Leuny's Succeſſors adjuſted the Matter ſo, 
that upon Levy's holding his Eſtate of Keir, he ſhould 
es rom any other Demand he had upon the ſame, which 
being then agreed to, continues ſo to this Day. 
| N 2 John 
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ber, Firſt Laird of Lenny of the Second Line, and An- 
ct ſtor to the preſent Lenny, was ſucceeded by Andrew his 
Son, as appears by * Charter by James II. in the Year 
1453, in Favour of the ſaid Andrew Buchanan of Lenny, 
of the Barony of Pirwhontdy, with the Lands of Culen. 
chard and Ledunchard in Liferent, and to Jobn Buchanan, 
his Son in Fee, and to their Heirs Male; which failing, to 
Patrick Buchanan of That-IIk, his other Son, and his Heirs 
Male; which failing, to Archibald, Walter, George, and 
Gilbert, Lenny's other Sons, and their Heirs Male ; which 
failing, to Lemy's other Heirs whatſoever: A very ſtrange 
kind of a Tailzie ; Buchanan, and Two of his Sons; tho 
he and Lenny were but Coufin-Germans, being preferred in 
that Charter of Tailzie to Four of Lenmp's Sons, and his 
Brother, if theſe laſt mentioned were legitimate. At what 
Time theſe Lands contained in the above Charter, went 
off from that Family cannot be determined, neither is there 
any. Neceſſity of inſerting any more of the Charters of that 
Family, ſome of the immediate Succeſſors of Andrew laſt 
mentioned, not being entered; ſo that any Charters which 
are extant of ſome of the latter Lairds, are ſo very late as 
there is not the leaſt Occaſion of mentioning them. I ſhall

By any Account I could obtain, fromthe Two Sons of - 


Robert, 2d of that Name Laird of Lenny, are deſcended 
the greateſt Part of theſe Buchanan reſiding in the Pariſhes 
of Campſy, and Bathernock. One of theſe Lwo Sons, whoſe 
Name was Jobn, having firſt ſettled in Bancleroch, now

ſmall Proceſs of Time pretty numerous. Some Families 
of theſe Macwarties after the Conflict of Glenfroon having 
left the Pariſh of Laß, ſettled in the Pariſhes of Kzlleary, 
and Strablain; theſe, quitting that of Macwattze, reaſſum- 
ed their right Surname of Bachanan, and thoſe of Leys; 
Family in both the above Pariſhes, with ſome few in the 
Pariſh. of Campſ deſcended off theſe Macwarrzes, fo many 
of them at leaſt as continued in the Pariſh of Luſt, and o- 
ther Highland Places, retain the Surname of Macwa!t7: e, 
the principal Perſon of theſe being Alexander Macualtie 
in Glenmacoirn in Luſs Pariſh. There are ſome of theſe 
Macwarties in the Shire of Argyle, and in the County of 
Tyrone in breland.

The laſt Cadet of thoſe of other Denominations, de- 
ſcended off the Family of Lenny was the Anceſtor of thoſe 
termed Macrobs, ſo denominated from one of that Family 
called Robert, by Contraction Rob, whence his Progeny 
obtained this Surname.

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E Firſt of this Family was Joby, Third 
(CW 5*x &) Son to Gilbert Laird of Buchanan, who 
firſt aſſumed the Surname of Buchanan, 
whoſe eldeſt Son was Sir Mayrice, his 
Second Allan Firſt of Leun, and the 

Third Johr, Firſt of Stainifiler, who is 

inſerted Witneſs in a Charter by Mal 

colm Earl of Lennox, to Patrick Lindſay 
of the Lands of Bonneil. He is alſo, with John Naeir of 
Kilmabew, Allan of Faſlaye, Father to Walter of Faſlane, 
afterward Lord of Lexyox, and Maurice Galbraith, WA 
neſs to a Charter by the ſame Earl to the ſaid * - 
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his being Toſheagor, or principal Forreſter of Lennox (a.) 
And tho' theſe Charters want Dates, yet by comparing, 
them with thoſe having Dates granted to ſome of theſe 
Witneſſes themſelves, and others in which they were Wit- 
neſſes, they are found to be in the latter Part of the Reign 
of King Alexander III. So that Gilbert, being the very 
Firſt found by any manner of Record to have aſſumed 
the Name of Buchanan, and he having flouriſhed in the lat - 
ter part of the Reign of King Alexander II. and a good 
part of the Reign of King Alrxander III. in which laſt 
the above mentioned John, is inſerted Witneſs by Defigna- 
tion of Buchanan, he cannot, with any Shadow of Reaſon, 
be preſumed any other than Son to the ſaid Gs bert, it be- 
ing clear to a Demonſtration there were no others deſigned 
by that Surname at that Time, but himfelf, and his Chil- 
dren; all others deſcended before, as the M*Auſelans, 
M Millaus, and M*Colmans, having either retained the an- 
cient Surname, or aſſumed others, in Uſe at this preſent 
Time. And as it's fully evident, the Anceſtor of this Fa- 
mily was a Son of the Laird of Buchanan, by the continued 
Acquieſcence of the Lairds of Bychanvay, although there 
were no other Evidence to that Purpoſe ; ſo hence it ap- 
pears, that the Pretenſion of Auchnezver's being a Cadet 
of Lenny, can by no Means be admitted, in regard Allan, 
who Firſt married the Heireſs of Lenny, and the above 
mentioned John were Cotemporaries, and both Witneſſes 
in the Charter mentioned, and ſome others, by Deſignati- 
ons not in the leaſt inſinuating any Thing as the latter's 
being either Son, or Cadet, of the former.

Aucliureoch, and ſome other Moor- Lands near the Town of 
Dumbartoun, but alſo of a great deal of Ground next adjacent 
to the Town it ſelf, known as yet by the Name of Buchan- 
an's Aikers; likewiſe a Part of the Ground upon which 
many of the Houſes of that Town are built, there being 
paid Ground -Mail for the ſame by the Builders and Poſſeſ- 
ſours. Thoſe Lands continued with this Family till about 
the Year 1590, when Jobs Buchanan, of $!ainiflet fold them 
with all his other Intereſt in and about Dumbartoun, being 
moſtly now in Poſſeſſion of Sir James Smollet, as are allo 
the moſt ancient Evidents that pertained to that Family, 
All now in Cuſtody of the preſent Auchnei ven being only 
the Evidents of Auchnei ven, and Lecher, of a more modern 
Date than thoſe of Srainiflet. 


The Firſt of thoſe of Lecher 1 find upon Record, is 2 
Reſignation by Neil M*Tlroy, Heritor thereof, of the Lands 
of Lecher and Pertinents, to George Buchanan of Statnifler, 
dated in the Year 1482. The ſaid Right, with that of 
the Lands of ert, for good Service done, and to be done, 
was confirmed to the ſaid George by William Lord &rabam, 
in the Year 1489. 


George's Succeſſor was Patrick, whoſe Succeſſor was 
called Thomas, as appears by Charter of the Two Parts 
of Lecher by William Earl of Montroſe, to Thomas Bu- 
chanan, Son and Heir to the deceaſed Patrick Buchanan 
of Stainiflet, and Elizabeth Edmonſioun, Daughter to the 
Laird of Duntreath his Spouſe, in Liferent, and their Heirs 
in Fee, dated in the Year 1558. 


Thomas's Succeflor was Joby, who ſold Stainiflet, as ap- 
pears by Precept .of Clare Conflat, in his Favour, as Heir 
to Thomas his Father, by Job» Earl of Montroſe, of the 
Lands of Lecher, dated in the Year 1:81, This Job» had 
Two Sons, Walter, his Succeſſor, and Daugal, who went 
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to Teland, ſome of whoſe Poſterity having returned, re- 
ide at Livlithgow, and Oucens-Berry ; and others remained 11 
in Ireland. Of this Dugal is deſcended Milliam Buchanan 1 04

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The Buchanans of the Third of Lecher are Cadets of 
Auchnei ven; as alſo John Buchanan Baker, and late Dea- 
con- Conveener in Glaſgow, Father to John Buchanan, late 
Deacon of the Bakers there, who had Three Daughters, 
the eldeſt married to Milliam Anderſon, Merchant in Glaſgons,, 
the Second to George Danzziet, Wright in the ſaid Town, 
the Third to Mr. Robert Buchanan of Arnpryor, whoſe 
Daughter is married to the Laird of Bardowie. 


Alſo the Anceſtor of thoſe Buchanan lately in Borland, 
now in other Parts of Buchanan Paroch, was a Cadet of 
this Family. 2 Buchanan Uncle to theſe laſt mention- 
ed went to Feland in the Beginning of the Reign of King 
Charles II. John, eldeſt Son to the ſaid Janes, being a 
Perſon of good Parts and Education, became Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, and upon that Account obtained the Honour of 
K nighthood, he purchaſed a good Eſtate near that City, of 
which his Son is now in Poſſeſſion, who, with ſome other 
Sons of his and a Brother, and others of this Family, reſides 
in Linſter, and other Places of that Kingdom.

ILTHOUGH the Deſcent of the An- 
ceſtors of thoſe I am to treat of in this 
Place be more late off the Family of 
Buchanan, than that of ſome others al- 
ready mentioned, nevertheleſs having ob- 
tained no Manner of written Document 
tending to the IIluſtration of their Deſcent, 
but only a traditional Account of the ſame, by which 
Means there cannot be very much advanced concerning 
them; Thave choſen for that Reaſon, not only to _ of 
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them joyntly, but alſo to place the Account of them af- 
ter that of others, whoſe Deſcent can be cleared by writ- 
ten, and therefore more convincing Documents or Autho- 
rities. 


As for the Family of Miltous neither I, nor any other of 
the Name of Buchanan J had ever Occaſion of converſing 
with had the leaſt Knowledge of, or Correſpondence with a- 
ny ſuch Family; all found upon Record concerning the 
ſame being a Deſcription or Blazon of the Armorial Bear- 
ing of Mr. Patrick Buchanan, Son to Buchanan of Miltoun, 
a Cadet of Buchanan of That-Ilk, mentioned in Mr. N7sbet's 
Treatiſe of Herauldry lately publiſhed, in which is given 
no manner of Account of that Family's Genealogy, but 
only what relates to the above mentioned Gentleman's 
Bearing, as a Cadet thereof. So that all I can offer con- 
cerning this Family is founded upon a traditional Account 
T had from a certain Gentleman, who was an Officer in 
the Laird of Bychan1n's Regiment in the Year 1645, at 
which Time that Regiment being in Garriſon in Ier- 
neſs, one Colin Buchanan of Miltoun of Peatty, a Gentleman 
of good Repute, and whoſe Intereſt lay within a few Miles 
of the Town of IJxverne ſi. kept very much Correſpondence 
with Buchanan and his Officers, while in Garriſon in that 
Town. He was deſcended, by any Thing can be collected 
from any Account given then out, of Maurice Buchanan's 
Son, who was Treaſurer to the Dauphinefs of Fance in 
the Reign of 8 I. And tho? there can be no Ac- 
count had of any of that Family's having Corre ſpondence 
with any other of their Name in theſe more Southern Parts, 
in which the ſame is moſt numerous theſe many Years by- 
gone, nevertheleſs it is very preſumeable, this Family 1s 
fill in Being; at leaſt it ſeems, by their Arms, to have 
been ſo not long ago, it being evident the late Laird of 


Buchanan changed his Motto from Audaces uvo, into on 
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rior bine Honos in the latter part of his Time, to which 
laſt that of Mr. Buchanan, Miltoun's Son plainly alludes, 
his Bearing being Buchanan, within a double Border, Gules, 
charged with eight Creſcents, Argert, with a Roſe in Creſt, 
fliped, Gules ; Motto, Duc tur hir Horcs. The Buca nass 
of the Ifle of Sky ſeem to be deſcended of Miltoun. 


The Anceſtor of the Buchanans of Caſiill was always re- 
uted an immediate Cadet of the Family of Buchanan; the 
Ft of theſe having obtained the Lands of Caſhill from 
the Laird of Buchanan, by which that Family was deſigned, 
and retained Poſſeſſion thereof for ſome Ages, untill about 
the latter Part of the Reign of Queen Mary, Robert Bu- 
chanan of Caſhill, and Walter Buchanan his Son, fell at Va- 
riance with Thomas Buchanan in Arduill, their Kinſman, 
and Neighbour, in which Conteſt the ſaid Thomas, and his 
Son Duncan, were both killed by thoſe of Caſhhill, for which 
Cauſe the Laird of Buchanan diſpoſſeſſed them of Caſhill. 
whereupon Walter, Robert's eldeſt Son, went to Lelazd, 
where diverſe of his Poſterity remain yet. One of theſe 
having come thence, and ſettled in Argyle-Shire, was An- 
ceſtor to William Buchanan of Glens, who hath Brethren, 
and ſome other Relations in that Country. William's Two 
dons are John Buchanan younger, Merchant in Glaſgow, 
and Janes, Merchant in Tarbet. Robert of Caſbill had a- 
nother Son, who went to Brazdalbin, and was Officer to 
One of the Lairds of Glenurchy, the preſent Earl of Braid- 
bin's Anceſtor, from which Office his Poſterity were term- 
ed Macambaotrs, or Officers Sons, of which there were ſome 
lately in Buchanan Pariſh, but vow extint, There are 
hers of that Name yet in Braidalbin, but they maintain 
Correſpondence with the Name of Buchanan. | 


The Anceſtor of the Buchanans in Arduill was Robert 
Gich, or mad Robert, well known to be Son to Patrick, 
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Second of that Name Laird of Buchanan in the Reign of 
King James IV. as by uncontroverted Tradition is aſſerted. 
He was, upon Account of his paſſionate or precipitant 
Temper, termed Coich, or mad, more eſpecially from Two 
mad Adventures of his. The Firſt of which was his be- 
ing engaged, under a great Penalty, to preſent a certain 
Malefactor to the Laird of Buchanan, and the Perſon to be 
preſented dying before the prefixed Time of Preſentation, 
mad Robert's Surety was charged to pay the Penalty; where- 
upon he went to the Place where the Principal was inter- 
red, and having digged up his Corps, carried the ſame, and 
threw it upon the Court-Table, before the Laird, and 
Company, proteſting thereupon to be free of the Penalty 
for Non -· production. The Laird, and others preſent, being 
ſomewhat ſurprized at this uncommon Action, frankly ac- 
quitted the Penalty, leſt a greater Inconveniency might en- 
{ue upon Refuſal. The Second of Mad Robert's Adven- 
tures was his killing a Gentleman, who belonged to the 
Lord Graham, for no other Reaſon, but that the ſaid Gentle- 
man, by his Lord's Orders, was going to uplift the Rents 
of certain Lands in the upper Part of Buchanan Pariſh, then 
belonging to the Lord Graham, and which Robert diſdain 


ed ſhould be poſſeſſed by any other than a Buchanan, it be 
ing contiguous to their Eſtate. 


The Lord Graham, juſtly incenſed at this Action, hac 
Recourſe to Buchanan for Reparation, which ſeeing nc 
very practicable to be had of the Actor, and Buchan 
having ſatisfied my Lord of his not being Acceſſory toth: 
Affair, my Lord was obliged for preventing future Inco 
veniencies, to make an Exchange ofthe Lands in Baucha 
an Pariſh, with thoſe of Bamoir, lying near to his other! 
ſtate, and which then pertained to Buchanan. 
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Mad Robert had only one Son, called Partick, who, 
as his Father had that of Coch, had the Nickname of Cour- 
rui, or Champion; the Reaſon of giving that Epithet to 
him being this. The Families of Argyle, and Buchanan be- 
ing at Variance in this Parrick's Time, Argyle, and Bu- 
hanay, each of them attended with a ſelect Party of Horſe- 
men, according to the Cuſtom of theſe Times, met acciden- 
tally at Cramond-Water, the one coming from, the other go- 
ing for Edinburgh, theſe Two Parties, ſtanding upon each 
Bank of the River, and neither of them adventuring to en- 
ter the ſame, at length Patrick Buchanan, mad Robert's Son, 
couching his Spear, and ſetting Spurs to his Horſe, jumpt 
boldly, with no little Noiſe into the River, and paſt thro), 
Buchanan with his Party following him. Upon which 
Argyle's Party ſtood a little afide, and left the Paſſage clear. 
Upon *Parrick's jumping into the Water, Argyle ſaid in Iriſh 
to the Laird of Kilmartiny, who ſtood next him, by St. Martin 
that is a Maſſy Champion, in Ir//b Courrui, whence Patrick 
was always termed afterwards the Courrui, or Champion, 
He had Four Sons, Finlay, Alexander, Thomas, and Pa- 
trick, Of Finlay, the eldeſt of theſe, are deſcended Alexan- 
der Buchanan, Father to James Buchanan, now of Creman- 
nan, who, with his Sons, reſides in Ireland; Mr. James Bu- 
chanan, who purchaſed the Lands of Cremannan, and having 
no Iſſue, diſponed thoſe Lands to the preſent James of Cre. 
nannan, his Nephew. The Bachanans Poſſeſſors for a long 
Time of Blairour in Drymen Pariſh, of which Joby Buchanan 
in Eaſter Balfunning, Thomas Buchanan, Stabler in Edinburgh, 
with ſome others, are alſo deſcended of the ſaid Finlay. 


Of Alexander, Patrick's 24 Son, are deſcended the By- 
chanans, for ſome Time Poſſe ſſors of Ballautone and Gaidrew 
of Drumqubuaſle.

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Of Thomas, the 3d Son, are deſcended the Buchanan in 
Weſter Ardu/l} in Buchanan Pariſh, ordinarly termed Do. 
nald M<T horas his Race. 7 


Of Patrick, the 47h Son of Patrick the Courrui, is deſcend. 
ed Finlay Buchanan in Laggan of Tyrconnell in Ireland, who 
has ſome Brethren, and other Relations of that Race, re- 


fiding near Rapho and ſome other Places of that King. 
dom. 


The Buchanans in Sallochy their Progenitor, as thoſe o- 
thers laſt mentioned, conform to any traditional Account 
can be obtained, was an immediate Cadet of the Family 
of Buchanan, his Name being Gilbert, whence his Proge- 
ny were termed ordinarly M Giberts, or Gilbertſons. The 
Firſt Poſſeſſion given to this Gilbert was Sallochy in Bu- 
chanan Pariſh, of which his Poſterity retained Poſſeſſion 
for diverſe Generations. That Family was divided into 
ſeveral Branches, one of theſe continuing in the old Poſ- 


ſeſſion, till of late Years, Joh» laſt of this Branch died with- 
out Male Iſſue. 


Another Branch of this Family went to Kilpatrick, and 
ſettled in Forgieſtoun, whoſe Iſſue having ſpread through 
ſome other Parts of Kilpatrick, and Bathernock, any of 


them who yet exiſt, pretend to be of Lenny's Family, ſee- 


ing the greater Part of the other Bycahnans of theſe, and 
ſome neighbouring Places are really of the Family of Len- 
y. Beſides thoſe already mentioned there are ſome ſmall 
eritors, with diverſe Farmers of the Name of Buchanan 
in Middle, and Eaſt Calder, as alſo near Laagbolm in the 
South Country, of whoſe Deſcent I could obtain no diſ- 


tinct Account; ſo that I muſt leave the ſame undeter- 
mined.

Having compleated (conform to what Inſtructions I 
could obtain) all I deſigned to treat of in Relation to the 
Family of Buchanan, and the Cadets thereof, who retain that 
Surname, I proceed next to the Account of the Cadets 
of that Family, who paſs under other Denominati- 
ons, nevertheleſs are known, and own themſelves to be 
Cadets of the Family of Buchauan. And tho? it be an In- 
rerſion of the Method I have hitherto uſed, I ſhall begin 
with the moſt ancient, and moſt reputed of theſe.

MACAUSELANS 
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N regard the M. Auſelans are the only 
Sept, or Cadet of the Family of Buchan- 
an, tho? of another Denomination, that 
have yet retained the ancient Surname 
by which the Family of Buchanan was 
denominated, I ſhall therefore treat of 
theſe in the firſt Place, as being the 
eldeſt Cadets, and thoſe of that Name 

in Scotland, and Ireland, complexly taken, of the beſt Ac- 

count of any other Cadets of that Family whence they 
derived their Origin. And tho? all the Evidents of any 
conſiderable Antiquity which belonged to the Baron 

M. Auſelan, are long ago loſt, ſo that all that can be ob- 

tained for Illuſtration of the Deſcent of that F amily, 4 

tradi- 
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traditional Account of the Anceſtor of the preſent Fami- 
ly of M*Auſctan's being a Second Son of one of the Anſe- 
lans, generally reputed to be the Firſt of the Three ſo 
named, and who firſt acquired the Lands of Buchanan: 
Yet this Account, tho? the exact Time of the MA ſeluan's 
Deſcent cannot be fo exactly known, is fully confirmed 
by the Evidents of the Family of Buchanan, by which it is 
clear to a Demonſtration, that their Surname for diverſe 
Ages was M* Auſel2n, be fore the Aſſumption of that of 
Buc ha na n, and that the Laird of Bychanan as allo the Ba- 
rons M*4uſelan in all Times thereaſter owned the Deſcent 
of that Sept of M*<.Auſelans to be as above related. There 
was indeed a groundleſs Pretence ſometime made of the 
Baron M Auſelan's being the elder Branch of the Family, 
ſeeing he ſti]] retained the ancient Surname, being of the 
ſame Import with the like Pretenſions made by the Fa- 
milies of M*<Artyre, now Campbel, of Strachyr, and M*Pher- 
ſon of Cluny; the firſt pretending to be deſcended off the Fa- 
mily of Lochow, while Odin, before the Aſſumption of 
Campbel , the other from that of M Cattan, be fore that 
Family aſſumed the Surname of M:In:9/b, and ſo both the 
more ancient. But as theſe long ago, upon juſt Grounds, 
ceded their Pretenſions, ſo alſo have the M*2»ſelans, 
Their Eſtate, by any of their Documents now extant, was 
never known to amount to more than the little Intereſt of 
about Twenty Pounds Sterling of yearly Rent, poſſeſt by 
the late Baron M Auſelan, which ſeems to have been the 
Patrimony given to the Firſt of that Family, upon his De- 
ſcent off M. Auſelan Laird of Bachanan. Nor is the Sup- 
poſition leſs groundleſs, that Sir Alexander, defigned Mac- 
auſelan, a Knight of Lennox, who acquired the Addition 
to the Armorial Bearing of Buchanan at the Battle of Bange, 
might probably have been Baron M Auſelan, and not Bu- 
chanan; ſeeing the latter Surname was aſſumed ſome con- 
ſiderable Time before that Atchievement ; but this Suppoſi- 

tion 
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tion is ſtill further frivolons upon diverſe Accounts, it not 
being probable, that a Perſon of ſo little Intereſt couldbe 
knighted in ſuch early Times, while a great many of the 
belt Quality with Ditficulty obtained that Honour, and if 
any of that Family had ſo done, it is improbable, they 
would have allowed Buchanan to aſſume theſe Arms with. 
oat the leaſt Oppoſition at any Time thereafter. It is alſo 
exident that the Lairds of Buchanan uſed, and were deſigned 
by the Surname of M*Auſelay upon diverſe Occaſions, for 
a long Time after the Aſſumption of Buchanan; as for In- 
| ſtance in a Charter by the Earl of Lennox to Finlay Cant y, 
of a Part of the Lands ſo named, to which Maurice Laird 
of Buchanan is Witneſs by Deſignation of M* Auſelan, tho 
Grandchild to G7tbert, who firſt aſſumed Buchanan. So that 
it's no Matter of Admiration, that the Monks of Pluſcarden, 
who relate the Adventure of Sir Alexander, and living at 
ſuch vaſt Diſtance from the Place of his Refidence, might 
happen to defign him by his ancient Surname, and beſt known 
to them, rather than by one ſo lately aſſumed, 


The Firſt of theſe M*Auſelans I could find upon Record, 
is Malcolm M* Auſelan, inſerted Witneſs in a Charter by 
Malcolm Earl of Lennox of the Lands of Las, in Favour of 
John Laird thereof, in the Reign of K. Alexander III. This 
Malcolm (tho' few or none in theſe old Charters are fully de- 
figned ) ſeems to have been Baron M< Auſelan, the Lairds of 
Buchanan having generally diſuſed that of M<.4u/elan be fore 
the Date of this Charter. I find no more of theſe recorded, but 
a traditional Account of one M*Beth Baron M*< Auſelan, a 
Perſon of uncommon Stature and Strength, who lived in 
King Robert the Third's Time, and ſeems to have been 
Contemporary with Sir Alexander M*Auſelan, or Buchanan, 
which makes the Suppoſition already mentioned the more 
improbable; Alexander, laſt Baron M. Auſelas, having on- 
Iy One Daughter, who was married to a 1 the 

ame 
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Name of Camplel, after whoſe Death ſhe fold ker Intereſt 
to Sir Humphrey Golchoun of Lyſs, her Superior. The Re- 
mainder of the Scotiſa M*Aylans refide moſtly in Lennox; 
but the greateſt Number and of beſt Account of that Name 
refide in the Counties of Jyrone, Derry, and Down in the 
North of Feland. The Anceſtors of the principal Men of 
theſe laſt were Andrew, and John M*Auſelans, Sons of the 
Baron M*Axſelan, who went out of the Paroch of Luß to 
that Kingdom, in the latter Part of the Reign of King 
James VI. This Andrew had a Son called Alexander, us 
pon whom he beſtowed good Education, by which Means 
becoming a prudent Active Gentleman, he obtained a Com- 
miffion in the Army in Time of the Civil Wars in the Reign 
of K. Charles I. At the End of thoſe Wars, partly by Deben- 
ture, partly by Purchaſe, he acquired the Eſtatesof RS, and 
Ardſiraw in the County of Tyrone. He had Two Sons, the 
Eldeſt whereof Oliver of Reſh was one of the moſt ſufficient 
Gentlemen in theſe Parts of that Kingdom. In the Year 
1698, he was High-Sheriff of that County, and influenced 
moſt of his own Name throughout the Country to ſettle in 
and near his own Eſtate, which at firſt ſcarce amounting 
to 500 Pound Sterling of vearly Rent, he encreaſed in ſuch 
a Manner as to leave to his Son a clear Eſtate of 1500 Lib. 
ter Anmm. He was Twice married, and left by both a 
numerous Iſſue. His Succeſſor hath a Lodging in a little 
Town called S!rabanye, where he ordinarly reſides, and for 
which Place he ſerves as Member of Parliament, as his Fa- 
ther did for many Years. Oliver's Brother is called Andrew, 
having an Eſtate called Ardocheyl, who and a great ma- 
ny others of good Circumſtances of the Name of M. Auſelan 
leſide in the Counties already mentioned.

Which is the more to be relied on, in 
regard I find the ſame to agree in all Reſpects with a writ- 
ten Document lately found, by which that Deſcent is clear- 
ly illuſtrated, by a Charter by Malduin Earl of Lennox to 
Gilmore Son of Muldonich of the Eſtate of Lujs, in the 
Reign of King Alexander II. in which A»ſclan Laird of 
Buchanan, with Gilbert his eldeſt Son, who firſt aſſumed 
the Surname of Buchanan, and Methlan his Second Son, An- 
ceſtor of the Macmzllans, are inferted Witneſſes. So that 
notwithſtanding a fond Opinion obtained for ſome Time, 
of their obtaining that Denomination from their Anceſtor's 
being Bald, in Iriſh Maoilain, and thence Macmaitansor Bald - 
mans Sons, yet there is not the leaſt Shew of Reaſon for a- 
ny ſuch Suppoſition, after ſuch a clear Evident for evinc- 
ing the contrary, and a more probable Reaſon of that De- 
nomination is found out.

This Methlan is not found to have left his native Conn- 
try, but having a great many Sons, One, or Two of theſe

that Caſtle, according to 'Tradition, being built by the 
Progenitor of the Maxwells, upon his firſt coming from 
Jreland, and ſettling for ſometime in Knapdale, being de- 
ſcended of the great Clan Macſuin in Jrelayd, and then 
naming the Caſtle Macſiin's Caſtle, or Caſlleſuin, as now 
termed. It ſeems very probable, that upon Macſuzr's leav- 
ing that Country, and ſettling in the Southern Parts, his 
Neighbour Macmillan got Poſleſſion of the Caſtle, and upon 
that Occafion built the additional T'ower thereto, which 
he termed Macmillar's Tower, as the firſt was denominated 
from Macſuin, There is a Tradition, that a Brother of 
Macmillan, who went firſt from this Country with him in 
the Time of the Civil Wars after the Death of King Alex. 
ander III. went from Argyle-Shire to Galloway, and ſettled 
in that N being the Progenitor of the Macmillars 


of Galloway. The principal Man of theſe is Macmillan of 
Brockloch. There are alſo diverſe other Heritors, and 2 


good Number of the vulgar Sort of the Name in that 


Country, who acknowledge their Origin to be the ſame 
with the Macmillans of Argyle-Shire. 


The Cauſe of the Macnillaus loſing the greateſt Part of 
their Eſtate in aaf dale, is reported to have beentheir joyn- 
ing the Lord M Donald, their Superior, in aiding James 


Earl 
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Earl of Douglas in that Rebellion againſt King James II. 
m the Year 14553. Another of Methlau's Sons, being Bro- 
ther to Macmillan Firſt of Knap, went to Perih-Shire, and 
ſettled in Lawers. This Macmillan had Ten Sons, whom 
Chalmers, then Laird of Lawers, offering by force to diſpoſ- 
ſeſs of theſe Lands poſſeſſed by them, could not get the ſame 
effectuated till he obtained from King Dawid IL Letters 
of Fire and Sword againſt them, which Orders, with the 
Aſſiſtance of the Sheriff of that Shire, he with the utmoſt 
Difficulty put in Execution, obliging moſt of them to aban- 
don that Country, and go to their Friends in Argyle-Shire; 
whence ſome of theſe returning in Proceſs of Time, ob- 
tained a Part of their ancient Poſſeſſions in Lawers, and 
were Anceſtors to the Macllans ( tho? much decayed) in 
Ardownatg, and other Parts of Praidalbin. This Account is 
aſſerted by a Brie ve (of which I had a Tranſcript ) obtained 
ſome Years ago by one Serjeant Macmillan, deſcended from 
the Macmillans of Galloway, in the Gray Dragoons, from 


One of the Kings of Arms in England. By this Brie ve it 


is further aſſerted, that it was Merhlan himſelf that ſettled 
in Lawers, and that ſome of his Sons went firſt and ſettled 
in Argyle-Shire, upon the ſaid Letters of Fire and Sword 
being put in Execution againſt them by Chalmers, Laird 


A Son of the great Macmillan of Knap, who refided in 
a certain Place in K7»tyre, called Niichammag, having kill- 
ed one Marallach Moir, a certain Stranger, of great Ac- 
count who had ſettled in theſe Parts, and ſeems to have 
been a great Oppreſſour of his Neighbours, which gave Riſe 
to the Conteſt betwixt him and his Neighbour M*M7//4s; 
for this he was with Six of his Friends, his Aſſoci in that 
Action, obliged to take Boat, and flee to Lochaber, and in 
this Exigency having Recourſe to the Laird of Locheal, 
he was received into his Protection, and allowed Poſſeſſi- 


on 
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ons in his Lands. Theſe changing their Surnames a little 


from M Millan, into that of MGilveil, to this Day retain- 
ed, ſome ſmall Time after their Settlement in Lochaber, 


there came one of them, and ſettled in a Place called Ba- 
dokennan, at the Head of Lochfine in Arg yle-Shire, being 


Progenitor to the M Gilveils of Glenera, and Glenſbira, 
with others in thoſe Parts. 


There was another of the Family of K.nap, called Aroli. 
bald Baan M*Mllan, who having killed a certain Man of 
Repute, was ſo cloſely purſued upon committing the Slaugh- 
ter, that coming by the Earl of Argyle's Refidence, he 
was forced in to the Earl's Kitchen for Refuge, where the 
Cook, being at the ſame Time baking, haſtily ' cauſed Mac- 
millan to exchange Cloaths with him, and fall to bake, 
which prevented his being apprehended, or diſcovered by 
the Purtuers; after which this Macmzllas, and his Progeny 
aſſumed the Surname of M*Bhaxters, yet retained by them. 
'T hoſe of this Name reſide moſtly in Cowal in Argyle-Shire, 
the principal Man of them being Nivein M<Bhaxter'in Gles- 
darowal. They term themſelves in Engliſh, Baxterz. Whe. 
ther thoſe of that Name in the more Lowland Parts be of 
the ſame Stem, ( tho? it ſeems probable ) is more than I can 
poſitively determine. | . 


The principal Perſon of the Macmnillans of Areyle-Shire, 


is Duncan Macmillan of Dunmore; his Intereſt and Reſi- 


dence is upon the South Side of Lochtarbet in Knapdale in 
the Shire of Argyle. There are alſo Macmillans of Courra, 


and of Clochbrecks, with a very conſiderable Number of 


the vulgar Sort diſperſed through that Shire. 


The M*<GiIveils of Lochaber are moſtly planted upon both 
Sides of Locherkek in Lochaber, and live generally under, 
and are cloſe Dependants upon the Laird of Lochea!, and 
upon all Expeditions make upa Company of an RE

Men, with Officers, all of that Sept; not reputed the worſt 
of LocheaPs Regiment, .being generally imployed in any 
deſperate Enterpriſe that occurrs. Theſe had a Controver- 
ſy not many Years ago with another Sept, reckoned the 
moſt deſperate in all thoſe Parts termed Maclonvies, Depend- 
ants alſo of Locheal; theſe laſt having murdered one of the 
M*Gilveils, the Actors being Twelve in Number,  betook 
themſel ves to the Mountains, being Outlaws be fore, upon 
which ſome of the MG veils addreſt Locheal, telling him, 
if he would not allow them to revenge this Murder upon 
the Actors, they would deſtroy the whole Sept without 
Diſtinction. Locheal granted their Requeſt, upon Condi- 
tion, they would only proſecute the Guilty, which they ſo 
effectually did, that in few Days they either killed or brought 
to Juſtice the whole Number of them, having not loſt one 
Man of their own Number, tho? diverſe were wounded. 
The principal Perſons of this Sept are the M*@/lvezils of 
Murlagan, of Caillie, and Glenpean. | 


There are a great Number alſo of the Macmillans in the 
Pariſhes of Lead, and .Armuy in the County of Antrin, and 
other Places of Jreland. The Perſons of beſt Account of 
them in that Kingdom, is Lieutenant John Macmillan of 
Killre in the County of Derry, having an Eſtate of 500 
Pound Sterling per Annum; alſo Doctor Macmillan in Liſ- 
bury, a Perſon of good Repute and Circumſtances; and 
Macmillan of Glenſeiſe and others. 288

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Account of the 
MACCOLMANS 


HE Anceſtor of the M. Colman was Colman, 
Third Son to Anſelan, Third of that 
Name, and Seventh Laird of Buchanan, 
being Brother to G7lber?, who firſt aſſum- 
ed the Surname of Buchanan, and to Meth- 
lan, Anceſtor of the Macmillays. Colman 

was an ordinary Chriſtian Name of old 

in this Kingdom, as for Inſtance Colman Biſhop of Lindi/- 
fara in Northumberland, and afterwards Abbot of Tcolmkill, 
in the Reign of King Ferqubard I. Alſo one of the Scori/ 

Nobility, who made an Oration againſt concluding the 

League with France, inthe Reign of King Acharus. 


The Time and Cauſe of this Colmay's Son's going to 
eArgyle-Shixe is not very evident, but it ſeems very probable 


to 
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to be in the Reign of King Alexander III. within a ſhort 
Space of his Couſin Macmllan's going into that Country, 
whoſe good Reception there might have been the principal 
Motive of his Coutin M*Colmay's following him. The on- 
ly written Document I find relating to the M.Col mans 1 
4 Charter or Liferent-Right, granted by Duncan M*Phar- 
are of a Part of his Lands to Chriſtian Campbel, Daughter 
to Sir Colin Campbel of Lochow, his Lady, dated in the 


Year 1395. and in the Reign of King Robert III. The 


Truftees imployed by Sir Colin to ſee this Right compleat- 
5 were John Canpbel, Dean of Argyle, and John M.

Ihad an Account of the M Colnant tranſmitted to me by 
that Judicious and Learned Gentleman, The Reverend 
Mr. Alexander M Colman, Miniſter of Liſmore, and Appin, 
which juſtly deſerves the greater Regard and Credit, ſeeing 
it exactly agrees with that ſent me by Macmillan of Dun- 
nore, near the ſame Time, in Relation to his Clan, as al- 
ſo with a written Document, which came not to my Hands 
ſeveral Years after Receipt of the ſaid Account. That de- 
livered me by Mr. Alexander M. Colman concerning the O- 
rigin of that Sept, aſſerts, that the Anceſtors of the Mac- 
millaus, and M*Colmans were Brethren of him who firſt aſ- 
ſumed the Surname of Buchanan, tho the ſame be not teſti- 
ted by any written Document, but by a continued and in- 
violable Tradition handed down from one Generation 
to another, with which they are ſatisfied, always chear- 
fully acknowledging their original Deſcent to be of 
the Family of Buchanan, though they cannot ſo very 
Wnly tell the Manner and Circumſtances of the 
ame. 


There is alſo a very great Evidence of the M*Colmavs 
Blood-Relation to the Name of Buchanan, from this, that 
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notwithſtanding of the great Diſtance betwixt the reſpeQ. 
ive Reſidences of theſe T'wo Names, and upon that Ac. 
count the ſeldomneſs of their mutual Converſe or Cor- 
. reſpondence with one another, yet they have the ſame 
inviolable Love and intire Reſpect for the Name of Bu- 
chanan, that they have for one another of their neareſt 
Relations, although no preceeding Acquaintance or good 
Offices interveen. 


Moreover, although the M Colan have refided in Mucary, 
and other adjacent Places in Argyle-Shire upwards of 400 
Years, yet they never gave any Bond of Manrie, or other 
Acknowledgement to, or had the leaſt Dependance upon 
any Perſon, or Clan in theſe Parts, tho” there is no other gent 
in the ſame Circumſtances in all thoſe Countries but what 
are obliged to give ſome ſuch Bond or Acknowledgement, 
The principal Places in which theſe reſide are Mycary, 

and Benedera Loch in upper Lors, in the Shire of Ar- 
' £yle. The Men of beſt Account of them are Mr. Jobs 
 M'*Colras, Son to the ſaid Mr. Alexander, who hath a 1it- 
tle Intereſt in Liſnore, alſo another Mr. John, Brother to 
the ſame Mr. Alexander, who hath Ten Sons, all Men of 
good Repute. Befides theſe, there are Sixty effective Men 
of that Name in theſe Parts. 


There is another Sept of theſe M*Colmans in Kinta!l, 
in the Earl of Scaforth's Land, deſcended of one Mr. Muy 
do, (or as the Tri/h term it) Murcho M*Colman, who went 
from Argyle-Shire into that Country near Two Hundred 
Years ago, "Theſe are termed in 1ri/þ Macambarſdirs, or 
Maſterſons, but term themſelves in Engliſh Myrchiſons, from 
Murcho their Anceſtor's ancient Name. The principal 
Man of theſe is Murchiſon of Ouchtertyre, in the Pariſh of 
r Kintail.

and the Acquieſcence of the Generality of 
that Name in the Pretenfions made to the ſame, in a great 
Meaſure. clear the Origin of the Name of Spzztel to be 
as is generally aſſerted. 


The Anceſtor of that Name was 80 to Sir Maurice 
Buchanan of That-Ilk, who flowriſhed in the Reign of 


King Alexa nder III. The Reaſon given of his *

the Surname of Spitiel being, that he was admitted into that 
Order of Knight-hood called K niglt-Templars, or Cruch- 
backs, which Order was inſtituted about the Eleventh 
Century of the Chriſtian Epocha, for Defence of the Chri- 
tian Religion, more eſpecially of the Temple and Croſs 
of Jeruſalem, which, as the Roman Legend has it, was 
miraculoufly found by Helena Mother to Conffantine the 
Firſt Chriſtian Emperor, after much Search made by her 
Orders in and about the Place of our Saviour's Crucifixion. 
For preſerving it the Empreſs cauſed a ſtately Temple to 
be built at Jeruſalem, and dedicated to the Holy Croſs, 
whence in after Ages a great many, if not innumerable 
Pieces were ſent by the Popes of Rome of that ſuppoſed 
Croſs, for good Sums of Money, to Popiſh Princes and 
other Potentates, inſomuch that one of their own Writers 
affirms, that if the Thouſand Part of theſe Pieces had been 
of the real Croſs, it would have ſoon broken the Back of 
7 7 of Cyrexe in carrying it. However the above Order 
ot Knights was chiefly inſtituted for Defence of that Croſs, 
and havirg the Portraiture thereof betwixt their Shoulders, 
upon their upper Garments, they were thence termed 
Croſs-backs, or Cruch-backs, and from the Temple in 
which the Croſs was kept, Templars. There were a vaſt 
deal of Lands throughout Chriſtendoom mortified to this 
Order, for keeping up Hoſpitality, in entertaining ſuch 
poor Pilgrims, as in thoſe Days of Superſtition were going 
to the Holy Land, to perform their Devotions; whence 
their Order obtained the Name of the Hoſpitallers, and 
their Lands Srittals many of which yet retain that Name. 
And tho' the Templars, and they ſeem to have been Ori- 
ginally of One Order, yet they afterwards were diſtinct, 
the Templars being afterwards known by the Name of 
Knights of St. John, afterwards Rhodes, and now of Mal- 
tz, However that be, the Hoſpitallers became in proceſs of 
Time ſo ſcandalous for their wicked Lives, that the Pope 
upon

upon the Pope's Pretence thereof, or as ſome ſay, inſtigat- 
ed by Philip the Farr, King of France who had formed 
a Deſign of getting his Sons inveſted in a great Part of 
theſe Knights Lands, in the Year 1330, ſent his poſſitive 
Orders, or Bulls to exterminate this whole Order, and ſe- 
queſtrate their Lands. Theſe Orders were for moſt part 
obſerved, moft of theſe Knights being without Mercy put 
to the Sword, except ſuch as were preſerved by ſome potent 
Friends. The Pope ſhortly repenting his Orders in giv- 
ing ſo many Lands devoted once for Sacred, to be now 
beſtowed on Secular Uſes, recalled his Promiſe of giving 
the ſame to the French King, and others, and thereafter 
mortified theſe Lands to the Knights of St. John, above- 
mentioned. Nevertheleſs a great Part of theſe Lands, in 
Deſpite of all the Pope could do, were kept by thoſe 


Laicks who firſt ſeiſed the ſame, upon the Extinction of 
the Hoſpitalers, 2 ods 


Among others who kept their Part, was this Son of Bu- 
chanan, who from theſe Spittal Lands poſſeſt by him, aſ- 
ſumed the Surname of Spittal. (his Son being Adam Stit- 
zal of Ledlewans) beſides which, he had Faller Baleus, 
Blairwhoiſh, and other Lands in the Pariſhes of Strathblane, 
and Killearn, being a conſiderable Eſtate with the Spittal 
Lands. All which, having made a Purchaſe, as it would 
| ſeem, ſome other Place, tlie ſaid Adam Spittal diſponed in 

Favour of his Couſin, Walter Laird of Buchanan, by Char- 


ter dated in the Year 1394, and Fourth Year of the Reign 
of King Robert IIL 


This Adam was Anceſtor to Spirzel of Leuchart in Fife, 
which Family fince that of Buchanan was extinct, has kept 
no Manner of Correſpondence with any of the Name, 10 
that neither by Peruſal of any of his Evidences, nor by 
Converſe with the Gentleman himſelf, could I have the 


Oppor-

Opportunity of obtaining a diſtint Account of the Time 
and Manner of his acquiring his preſent Eſtate, nor the 
Reaſon of his omitting to marſhal any Part of Buchanar's 
Armorial Bearing with that he now bears. The moſt obvi- 
ous Reaſon to me of his ſo doing is, that his Predeceſſor 
being in Orders, and by that Means prohibited an Armori- 
al Bearing, his Succeſſors, if they acquired their Eſtate 
by Marriage, aſſumed thoſe of the Family they matched iu- 
to; if by Purchaſe, Arms moſt ſuitable to their own In- 
clination. Srittal of Leuchat, being a Gentleman of a 
good Eſtate in the Shite of Fife, is the principal Perſon 
of that Sept; there being, beſides thoſe in Fiſe, diverſe of 
that Name in the Straith of Monteazh, and other Places 
of this Kingdom.

Macmaurices, Macandeoirs, 
Macchruiters, and Mac- 
greuſichs. 


13 HERE are Two ſeveral Septs of theſe Mh. 
ces, deſcended off the Family of Buchanan at Two 
different Junctures of Time. The Anceſtor of the 

Firſt of theſe Septs, for any thing can be found, was an 
illegitimate Son of Maurice, Second of that Name Laird 
of Buchanan, in the latter Part of the Reign of King Ro- 
Bert T. and Beginning of King David II. The Firſt of 
theſe I find upon Record is, Arthur M*Maurice, being Wit- 
neſs in a Charter by Eugen M*Keſſan of Garchel in Favour 


of Celeſtin M*Lachlan, and Arthur M*Nezl, of that Part 5 
| | the 
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the Eſtate of Carchel called Auchintroig. Gariclach, &c. in 
the Reign of King Robert III. Thoſe of this Race reſide 
moſtly in the Heads of Straithern, and Straithallan, and a ſew 
of them in the Pariſh of Callender. The other Sept of 
theſe Maurice; is deſcended of One Stooping Maurice, 
legitimate Son to Walter, Fourth of that Name Laird of 
Buchanan, in the Reign of King James III. This Maurice 
is reported to have been of a very huge Stature, but withall 
ſo very courſe, and unhandſome as gave occaſion for his 
being little regarded; ſo that in the T'ime of King James IV. 
the Laird of Buchanan, with moſt of his Name, having gone 
to the Battel of Flowdon, left Maurice with ſome other In- 
valids to overſee Affairs at Home; there being at that 
Time ſome Feud or Variance betwixt M<Ke»zze Laird of 
Kintail, and Buchanan, Rintail thought this a fit Time to 
carry on the ſame, and ſending for that Effect one Kenneth 
M*Kenzze, a Brother, or ſome other near Relation of his 
own, with Eighty Men, to harraſs Buchanan's Lands, theſe 
came to a Hill betwixt Dryuen and Buchanan, in Sight of 
the latter, and being fatigued, lay down among the Heather, 
to take ſome little Repoſe. Mean while Maurice, getting 
ſome Notice of the Advance of his Party, went to get 
{urer Intelligence, and paſſing accidentally near the Hill 
upon which the Party lay, Kenneth, the Captain, obſerv- 
ing him, went alone to him, to get Information of the State 
of the Country. Maurice ſeeming to take little Notice 
of him, went {till on, giving no ſatisfatory Anſwer to any 


of his Demands; which at length ſo exaſperated M*Kenzie, 


that he gave Maurice a Stroak with his Sword, not being at 
the Trouble of drawing the fame; which was no ſooner 
done, than Maurice gave him ſuch a Stroak with his Battle- 
Ax, as clave his Head to the Teeth, whereupon he re- 
turned inſtantly to Buchanan, and alarmed the Country. 
The Party in a little T'ime awaking, and finding their Cap- 
tain in that bad Poſture, returned with all Speed back, 
: 82 without 
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without doing the leaſt Violence. The Place where this 
Action was done yet retains the Name of Kennetb's Plain. 
A Grandchild of this Maurice, having killed a Servant of 
my Lord Glencairn, who reſiding in Kilnaronock, was ob- 
liged to leave kis native Country of Buchanan, and go to 
the Village of Scoon, North of Tay. His Poſterity in theſe 
Parts are termed Morreiſes or Moriſons. Some of theſe 
came thence, and ſettled upon Forth, betwixt Stirling and 
Culroſs, of whom are deſcended moſt of the Moriſons in 
thoſe Parts, There are alſo ſome of this laſt Sept in the 
Pariſh of Buchanan, who retain their ancient Name of 
M*<Maarice, but very few in Number. 


The Anceftor of the Sept of the MAC ANDEOIRS 
is alſo reputed a Cadet of the Family, being reported to 
be a Man of Prudence and Sagacity, who went to Argyle- 
Shire along with Malter Laird of Buchanan's Daughter, 
married in the Reign of King Janes III. to Camplel, 
Laird of Ardkinglaſs; who, in regard there was no other 
of his Surname in that Country, was thence termed Deor, 
or a Sojourner, whence his Poſterity were termed M. A.. 
deoirs, This bow refide moſtly in a Place called Arikeo:- 
#i/h, near the Village of K7lichael in Glaſrie, as alſo u- 

n the fide of Lochow in M*Lachlan of Inchchonnel!'s 

nds. The principal Perſon of theſe is M*.A4ndeorr of 
Kilchoan, near Kilmichael in Glaſrie. Theſe are Depend- 
ants of the Laird of Ardkinglaſs, ſeeing their Anceſtor 
went firſt there with his Lady. 


The MACCHRUITERS were of a long Time re- 
puted Buchanans, having for diverſe Ages refided in theſe 
Lands in the upper Parts of the Pariſhes of Buchanan, and 
Callender, pertaining to the Lairds of Buchanan, but arc 
now wholly decayed in thoſe Parts. The few of that Name 
now extant, refide in Argyte-Shire, but maintain no a 
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ondence with the Name of Buchanan. They obtain- 


ed their Surname from ſome one of their Anceſtor's being 
a Harper, and were thence termed Macchruiters or Har- 


perſons. | 
The MACG@REUSICHS are ſo denominated from one 
of their Anceſtor's being a Cordiner, termed in Trib Ereufich, 
whence his Poſterity were thereafter termed Macghreufichs, 
or Cordiner-Sons. Theſe are of the ſame Origin with the 


Macandeoirs , that Buchanan, who went to Argyle-Shire 


with the Laird of Ardkinglajs's Lady, being Anceſtor to 
both Septs. "Theſe M.Greuſichs refide in Gaunnans, upon 
the Weſt Side of Lochlong, and betwixt that and Lochgoyle 
in Ar2k&nglaſss Lands, being, as their Friends the M An- 
deoirs, Dependants on that Gentleman. There is alſo 
a ſmall Number refiding upon Lochgoyle-Side, termed 
M*Nuyers of Evan Glaſs, or Gray. Hugb's Race, of the 
{ame Origin with the M Greaſichs, and own themſelves 
Buchanan. Thoſe already mentioned are all the Cadets 


of other Denominations directly, or immediately deſcended 


off the Family of Buchanan. 


As for the M'Watties, M*Aldonichs, and M. Robs, being 


all thoſe of other Denominations deſcended of the Fami- 
ly of Lenny, I made mention of them in the Account of 
that Family. Thoſe Cadets of other Denominations de- 


ſcended of the Family of Drumi ill are the Riss, fo 
named from their Anceſtor's being born upon the Ri of 


Drynen. Theſe moſtly reſide in the Pariſhes of Drymen, 
Balfroy, and Killearn, and ſome few of them in the 
Straith of Monteath. The Second Cadets of this Kind are 
the M*Kizlays, ſo named from a Son of Drumikill, call- 
ed Finlay; Thoſe lately in Blazrnyle and about Bellach 
are of this Sort, as alſo thoſe in Benachra, and about 
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the Water of Tinn in Lyſs Pariſh. The M. Ninlay,s in 
ſome other Parts of theſe Pariſhes are M Phar lans. The 
Third of theſe Cadets was Anceſtor of the M*T o#:aſes, ſo 
named from one Thomas, of DrumikiliPs Family. It i; 
alſo pretended that the Nlles are deſcended of a Son of 
Drumikill's born upon Yuil-Day. This Pretenfion is ad- 
hered to by ſome of the Name of Nille, by others not. 
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Martial Atchievements of the Family of BUCHANAN 
and other of that Name in the publick Service of their 
Prince and Country, and upon other Occaſions. 


HE Nature of publick Hiſtory not per- 
mitting Notice to be taken of all the 
gallant Actions of private Men, many 
very fingular Atchievements of Perſons 
bearing the Name of Buchanan, have 
by that Means been paſſed over in Si- 
lence, ſo as to be capable of being 
vouched no otherways then by private 
Memoirs, or traditional Accounts. However we find 
from theſe, that many of the Name of Buchanan have not 
been wanting to ſignalize themſelves in as eminent a Man- 
ner as any of their Station. For not to mention the vi- 

gorous 
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gorous Effects and Conſtancy of Anſelan, Progenitor of that 
Surname, in the Quarrel and Service of the Scotfiſh King, 
and Nation againſt the Danes, the inveterate Enemies of 
both, which was the Cauſe of his obtaining that Firſt and 

lendid Part of the Armorial Bearing of Buchanan; Our 
Hittorian alſo celebrate the ſignal Adherence of Sir Mas. 
rice, one oſ his Succefſors, to the Intereſt of his Country 
during a great Part of the Wars managed after the Death 
of King Alexander, a clear Evidence of which (as already 
hinted ) is his not having ſigned the Ragman Roll, vio- 
lently impoſed by King Edward the Firſt of England u- 
pon moſt of any conſiderable Account throughout this 
2 tho* this Gentleman at the Time was honoured 
with Knighthood, and upon diverſe Accounts much pre- 
ferable to a great many whoſe Names are found at that 
Bond of Allegiance to the ſaid tyrannical King, who allow- 
ed none to refute it but ſuch as adventured ſo to do at their 
utmoſt Hazard. Nor was this Gentleman's Succeſſor of 
the ſame Name of leſs Bravery and Attachment to the Wel. 
fare and Honour of his native Country, having accompa- 
nied his Loyal Patron, Malcolm Earl of Lennox, in all the 
dangerous Adventures the Earl was concerned in during the 


Reign of King Robert I, and the Minority of his Son King 
David II. 


The next who fignalized himſelf for the Honour of his 
Country was Sir Alexander, eldeſt Son to Jobn, Second of 
that Name Laird of Bychanan, who procured the Addition 
aftermentioned to the Armorial Bearing of Bucbanas. 
The Circumſtances of the Adventure in which this Gentle- 
man was concerned, and the Action by which he fignaliz- 


ed himſelf being briefly thus. 
Charles the Firſt of that Name King of Fance becoming 


frantick, and his Queen, with the Afﬀiſtance of the *

of Burgundy, making up a Party againſt Charles the Dau 
phin, .to whom of Right the Government of the Kingdom 
did belong, and who was therefore the more favoured 
and ſupported by his Country-men ; this created ſnch Jea- 
louſy 1n the adverſe Party as put them upon all imagine- 
able Methods of ſupporting their own Intereſt; in Order 
whereto they had Recourſe to Henry the Fifth of Eng- 
land, an aſpiring young King who had not quite loſt 
Thoughts of the old Pretenſion of King Edward III. his 
great Grandfather to that Kingdom. He therefore readi- 
ly accepted of the Queen's Invitation not to invade, but to 


accept in a manner of the Kingdom of France, of which the ; 
Dauphin, by her Influence, was diſinherited by his Father. 


Upon the View of theſe Advantages K ing Heyry went to 


France with a good Army, and having defeated the 


Dauphin's Army at Agincourt, and afterwards proceeded 
to Parts where he married the French King's Danger, 
he was conſtituted not only Regent of France, during the 
King's Indiſpoſition, but alſo his Succeſſor in the King- 
dom. Thus having ordered Matters in France to his Sa- 
tisfaction, he returned in Triumph to England, leaving his 
Brother, Thomas Duke of Clarence, his Vice-gerent and Ge- 
neral of the Englib Army. The Dauphin in this Exigen- 


cy ſent Ambaſſadours to Scotland, in the Year 1419, being 


the laſt Lear but One of the Regency of Robert Duke of 
Albany, imploring Aid againſt the Erglii/h. In Compli- 
ance with this Requeſt the Regent in the Beginning of 
the Year 1420. ſent over a Supply of Seven thouſand 
Volunteers under Command of John Earl of Buchan, his 
own Son, and Archibald Earl of Wigtoun, eldeſt Son to 
the Earl of Douglas. Theſe Forces arriving in France 
ſome few Days before Eaſter, (which Feſtival was then, 
and is yet very religiouſly, if not ſuperſtitiouſly, obſerved 
by the Romaniſts) upon which Account there was a Ceſſa 


tion of Arms agreed upon for — Days betwixt the Scot, 
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and Eygli/h, in Confidence whereof the former remained in 
much Security, of this the Duke of Clarence being in- 
formed by one Pregoſa, an Italian, who deſerted from the 
Scoriſh Army, he upon the Intelligence, reſolved, not. 
withſtanding of the Ceſſation, to take his Advantage of the 
Scots, fearing more Harm from the experienced Valour of 
that ſmall Number, than moſt of the Fresch Forces beſides, 
So keeping his Deſign ſecret, upon Eaſter-Sabbah he order- 
ed all his Horſemen to arm, judging theſe ſufficient for the 
- Enterprize, and by a haſty March arrived ina few Hours 
at the Scots Quarters, in a little 'T'own in the Province of 
An jou, called Bauge, near which was a River traverſt 
with a Stone-Bridge, and guarded by a Party of French, 
who upon Clarence's Arrival, deſerted the Poſt. Upon this 
Alarm Hugh Kennedy, a Scotiſh Captain, with Thirty 
Archers, advanced to the Bridge, and for ſome Time de- 
tended the ſame, *till Clarence ordered TwWo Hundred of 
his Carraſſiers to diſmount, and with Puſh of Spear, beat 
Kennedy, and his ſmall Party, deſtitute of defenſive Ar. 
mour, from their Poſt. But while this was a doing, the Earl 
of Buchan, with Two hundred Scotiſh Horſemen, arrived 
at the Bridge, which Clarence obſerving, left the Paſſage 
clear to the Scozs, and drew up his Men in Order of Bat- 
tel. The Scozih General as foon as he got his Men to- 
gether, advanced toward the Enemy, and charged them 
with very great Bravery, which was received by the Engl:/b 
with no leſs Reſolution, being ſuperior both in Number 
and Experience. So that after a Sharp Diſpute, the Scots 
were ſcarce able to maintain their Ground; tilt in the 
Heat of the Action, Sir Alexander Buchanan, meeting the 
Duke of Clarence, who was very conſpicuous upon Ac- 
count of a Coronet beſet with a great many Jewels affixt 
to his Helmet, with his coucht Spear with the utmoſt Vi- 
gour made toward him ; the Duke in the ſame Poſture met 
his Antagoniſt, upon whoſe Breaſt-Plate the dy”? 208 
| Ant IDR; 


flanting, Buchanan pierced at once thro” his leſt Eye, and 


Brain, whereupon he inſtantly fell from his Horſe. Buchan- 
ain the mean Time getting hold of the Coronet, and put- 
ting the ſame upon the Point of his Spear cried to his Coun- 
try-men to take Courage, for that there was a Token he 


had killed the FErg/;/þ General; which the Exgliſh noticing, 


made no further Reſiſtance, but committed their Safety to 
their Horſes Heels, there being killed of them beſides Cla- 
rence, Twenty Six Officers, and other Perſons of Quali- 
ty, and near 3000 Souldiers, beſides 2000 taken Priſoners, 
with very little Loſs to the Scors, chere being none of 
Account killed upon their Side. 


This Victory, as it gave a great Check to the Affairs of 
the Engliſh, did no leſs ere the drooping Circumſtances of 
the French, of which the Dauphin was ſo ſenſible, that he 
created, the Earl of Buchan his Maſter of Horſe, and 
Wizroun High Conſtable of France, and rewarded all the 


other Perſons of Diſtinction according to their Merits, par- 


ticularly Buchanan, whom he bountitully rewarded, and 
for Preſeryation of his Heroick Atchievement, added to 
his former Bearing a Second Treſſure round the Field, 
fower'd, and counterflowr'd with Flower-de-luces of the 
Second, and in Creſt a Hand coupee, holding a Duke's Co- 


ronet, with Two Laurel Branches wreathed round the 
ſame; which Addition was retained by the Family of 


Buchanan in all Time thereafter. 


Mr. GEORGE BUCHANAN, whoſeems ne- 
ver to have been very carefull in adyancing the Honour 


of his Name, aſſerts, that the common Report was, that Cla- 


rexce was firſt wounded by Sir. John Suinton, and afterward. 


beat from his Horſe by the Earl of Buchan. But the Aſ- 
ſertion of the Book of Pluſcarden, and the additional Arms, 
being ſo plain a Monument of that Action, clear the Truth 

a T 2 thereof, 
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thereof, as above related, beyond all Manner of Contro- 
verſy. Buchanax is reported to have fold the Coronet to 
Stewart of Darnly for ooo Angels of Gold, and Darnly 
to have Pauned the ſame to Sir Robert Houſtoun for $000 
Angels. This gallant Gentleman, with a great many more 
of hiß Country-men, was killed by the Exgliſb thro? the 
Treachery, Deſertion, or Cowardice o French in Con- 
junction with them at the Battle of Ve noile in the Year 
1424. 


The next of that Family who loſt his Life in the Ser- 
vice of his Prince, was Patrick, Second of that Name Laird 
of Bucbanar, who, with moſt of his Name, was with King 
James IV. at the Battle of Flowdoy, in which Buchanan 
| himſelf, John Laird of Lenny, and diverſe others of the 
Name were killed, in the Year 1513. Tho? our publick 
Hiſtories give no Account of this Gentleman's Death, at 
that Occaſion, nor of a great many others of Quality, who 
loſt their Lives in that fatal Engagement, nevertheleſs there 
are Accounts to be found of the ſame in moſt of the Fa- 


milies, whoſe principal Men were loſt at that Junc- 
ture. a 


George Laird of Buchanan, with his Name and Depen- 
dants, was at the Battle of Pinie in Queen Mary's Mino- 
rity, in which Buchanan of Arnpryor, and diverſe others of 
the Name loſt their Lives. The ſame George was alſo at 
the Battle of Langſide, in which he behaved very honour- 
ably ; and no leſs ſo did George, Third of that Name Laird 
of Buchanan, Father to the late Laird, who being Colo- 
nel of Hlirling- Shire Regiment during the whole of the Ci- 
vil Wars, in the Reign of K. Charles I. was with his Regi- 
ment ( moſt of the Officers, and a good many of the Souldi- 
ers thereof being of his own Name) at the Battle of Dun- 
bar, as alſo at the fatal Conflict of Eryerkeithing ; at me 
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laſt of which Buchanyay, with Sir John Brown Colonel of 


Midlothian Regiment, with their Two Regiments, ſtop- 
d the Paſſage of the Exgliſh Army over Forth for ſame 
ays, and would have continued ſo to do till Relief had 

come from the King's grand Army, then encamped at $77r- 

ling, had not Major General Holborn, Commander in chief 
of that Party of the Scotiſh Forces, (byaſſed as was thought 
with Engl;/þ Gold) commanded theſe brave Gentlemen to 
abandon their Poſt, and allow the Eyel/þ free Paſſage, 
which when effected, the General drew on theſe Two Re- 
giments, with that of brave Sir Hector M*Lean,- moſtly 


compoſed of his own Name, to an Engagement with the 


beſt Part of the Engli/b Army; Holbory himſelf, with his 
Regiment of Horſe, wheeling off without firing one Shot, 
and leaving theſe Three Regiments of Foot to the Mercy, 
or rather mercileſs Rage of the Enemy, they after a moſt 
valiant Reſiſtance, even much greater than could be ex- 
pected from their Number, were in the End overpowered, 
and moſtly cut to pieces. The Laird of M*Leay, with 
moſt of any Account of his Name, was killed, as alſo a 
vaſt Number of the Name of Bachanan, the Laird himſelf, 
with Sir John Brown, and ſome few other Officers, being 
made Priſoners, in which Condition Buchanan continued un- 
releaſed till his Death, inthe Year 1651. 


It may be upon good Grounds preſumed, that di- 
verſe others of the Lairds of Buchanan were concerned in 
a great many other Battles, and other grand Tranſactions 
managed in this Nation, tho? a particular Account of theſe 
Matters cannot be ſo ealily obtained. However the above 
mentioned Inſtances, of which there are Accounts, are 
ſufficient Teſtimonies of theſe Gentlemens Willingneſs u- 
pon all Occafions to evidence their Duty in Behalt and Ser- 
vice of their Prince and Country. 8 
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As the Lairds of Buchanan were ordinarly among the Firſt 
who appeared in the publick Service of their Country, fo 
they were frequently obliged, according to the too general 
Cuſtom of the more ancient Times, to maintain ſome pri- 
vate Quarrels with ſome neighbouring Names, and being 
for the moſt Part unjuſtly provoked, came very rarely off 
with Diſadvantage. 


The Firſt of theſe private Quarrels that is reported to 
have been, was with the Arrals, then a numerous Name 
in the Lennox, and whoſe perverſe and inſolent Diſpoſiti- 
on was very ſingular inſomuch, that upon Report of any 
Quarrel, or Slaughter in theſe Parts, in which that Name 
reſided, thoſe not preſent, upon hearing thereof, ordinari- 
ly asked, Who, beſides the Arrals? judging, whoever were 
e the Arrals behoved to be firſt in any ſuch Ad- 
venture. Nevertheleſs in that Conteſt already glanced at 
betwixt the Buchanans, and that Name, the ſame was brought 
ſo low, that there ſcarce remained thereaſter the leaſt Me- 
mory of it. | 


Their next Controverſy is reported to be with the Gal- 
braiths, in the Reignof King James II. being the moſt nu- 
merous and potent Name of the Lenno in that Age. The 
Reaſon of this Conteſt is ſaid to be the Laird of Buchar- 
an's marrying a Gentlewoman of the Name of Galbraith, 
Heireſs of Rillearn, Bamoir, and Auchirreoch. The Gal- 
braiths grudging very much that ſo good an Eſtate ſhould 
be carried off by a Stranger, and in regard they could not 
juſtly withhold thoſe Lands, they reſolved to take the Ad- 
vantage of theſe Times, which being very turbulent, fa- 
voured ſuch: Projects, to detain them from Buchanan by 
Violence. This began the Quarrel, which continued for 
ſometime with mutual Slaughter, and did inthe End ter- 
minate not only inthe Loſs of what the Galbra/ths fo much 

| ſtruggled 
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ſtruggled for, but alſo of diverſe of themſelves in the AQir- 
on; the laſt of them being Galbrarty of Berachra and Ben. 
raes, who reſided in a little Caſtle fituated in a ſmall Ifland 
of Lochlomond, called yet the Galbraizhs Ile, whence he 
committed a great many Hoſtilities upon moſt of the neigh- 
bouring Gentlemen, and if at any Time deprived of his 
Boat, he would ſwim, with his Cloaths and Arms tied be- 
twixt his Shoulders, and in that Manner take a Boat from 
the next adjacent Shore, and carry the ſame into his Iſle. 
Of this Practice Buchanan being informed, cauſed plant an 
Ambuſh in the next Iſle to EFalbrazth's, which intercepted 
him while in his ſwiming Poſture, and diſpatched him, to 
the no ſmall Satisfaction of his Neighbours. | 


There were diverſe other Hoſtilities carried on betwixt 
that of Buchanan, and ſome other neighbouring Families, 
not neceſſary here to be mentioned; as there were alſo be- 
twixt the Family of Lenny, and two ſeveral neighbouring 
Clans, at Two different Junctures; betwixt the Family of 
Druxikill, with the like Number of Clans; and alſo be- 


twixt Carbeth and a certain Clan in their Neighbourhood. In 


all which Centefts, tho? after a great deal o# Bloodſhed, 
thoſe Families came off with the ſame Honour and Adv an- 


tage, that the principal Family were wont to have in their 
Encounters. | 


The Name of Buchanan was ſo numerous in Heritors, 
and the Caſtle of Buchanan ſo centrally placed in reſpect of 
the Intereſts, and Reſidences of theſe Heritors, that the 


Laird of Buchanan could in a Summers Day call Fifty He- 


ritors of his own Name to his Houſe, upon any Occaſion, 
and all of them might with Conveniency return to their re- 
ſpective Reſidences againſt Night, te furdeſt of them not be- 
ing above Ten Miles from Buchanan. "The

The Name of Buchanan ſince the principal Family be. 
came Extinct, conſiſts of or is claſſed into Four Claſſes, or 
Families; the Firſt of theſe being a certain Number of He- 
ritors, and their Dependants, who are immediatly deſcend- 
ed off the Family of Buchanan, or the lateſt Cadets thereof, 
who tho they keep intire Friendſhip with, yet have no De. 
pendance upon any other Family of the Name. The prin- 
cipal Perſon of theſe is Buchanan of Auchmar, there being 
of this Claſs Ten Heritors. The next is the Family of 
Drumkiil, the principal Perſon or Headof which is Buchas- 
an of Cragicvairn, there being of this Family Seventeen 
Heritors. The Third is Buchanan of Lenny, of which Fa- 
mily, himſelf included, there are Ten Heritors. The Fourth 
is the Family of Carbeth, of which, Carbezh himſelf in- 
cluded, there are Fourteen Heritors. The Heritors of the 
M* Auſelans, M*Millans, M*Colmans, and N all im- 
 mediately deſcended off that of Buchanan, being added to

HERE have been ſeveral Learned Men of the 
Name of Buchanan, beſides Mr. GEORGE of 
whom already, particularly, 


Mr. Thomas Buchanan of Ther? Nephew to Mr George, 
won whoſe Demiſfioa the ſaid Mr. Thomas ſucceeded in 
the Office of Lord Privy Seal: before which he was 4 
Preacher, anda learned 105 eminent Divine, being a great 
Promoter of the Reformation, he was conſulted in all Points 
any ways difficult that occurred in thoſe Times, upon 


which Account he is very oft mentioned in the Hiſtories 
of Kno and Calderwood. 


There was another Mr. Thomas Buchanan, Son to Tho- 
* Second of that Name young Laird of Drumikiil, He 
was Miniſter of Syres in Fife in the Reign of King 

U James ä 
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Yamer VI. and was of the greateſt Learning and Eſteem, 
of any of his Time, 


Mr. Robert Buchanan Proveſt of the Collegiate Church 
of berg in St. Andrews in the Beginning of the Reign 
of Wieg Jane, VI. was very famous for Philoſophy and 
Theology, being for any thing 1 can find of the old Fa- 
mily of Arnpryor. 


Mr. David Buchayan Second Son of William Buchbare 
of Arnbryor was a Gentleman of great Learning, he flou- 
riſhed in the latter Part of the Reign of King James VI. 
and Beginning of the Reign of King Charles I. He wrote a 
large Natural Hiſtory which was not compleated at the 4 
thor's Death, and there fore never printed, to the great Lo: 
of the Learned and Curious. He wrote alſo a large Etymolo- 
gicon of all the Shires, Cities, Rivers and Mountains in 
Scotland, which was printed, tho? not in many Hands: 
from which I find. Sir Robert Sibbald quotes ſome Paſſages, 
in his Hiſtory of the Shires of $/;r{7yg and Fife,

Ancient Scotiſh Surnames. 


_——_ TT nDING to give an Account of 
ee the Origin of ſome of the moſt conſider- 

Pl able Clans in Scotland, I think it neceſ- 
ſary to advertiſe the Readers in the En- 
try, that they are not to expect ſuch di- 
ſtinct and well vouched Relations of 


Things tranſacted at ſo great a Diſtance 
of Time, as in Matters of more recent Memory. The 


Hiſtory | of all Nations and People in their Origin depends 
upon 


a 
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vpon the Authority of immemorial Tradition, which if it 
be not a good One; is at leaſt the only One can be obtain 
ed in 311 ſuch Caſes. I have there fore made uſe of it in the 
enſuing 'Lreatiſe, wherever more authentick Documents 
were wanting, and when other Circumſtances give the 
Strength of Probability to the Traditional Accounts, 


The Exiſtence of any Surnames as now une eſdre the 
Reign of King Malcolm Canmore, which commenced in 
the Year 1057. 1s vigorouſly controverted by a great many 
of this Age; and that the firſt Surnames which commenc- 
ed in, or ſhortly after that Reign, were Local Surnames, 
or theſe denominated from the Lands firſt acquired by the 
Aſſumers of theſe Surnames. This Suppoſition upon due 
Examination will be found of no great Weight, if the 
leaſt Regard be had to our Publick Hiſtories, and ſome o- 
ther Records, there being no Defignation more frequently 
mentioned in our Hiſtories than that of Phylarche, or 
Chiftains of Tribes, which in all rational Probability can 
admit of no other Conſtruction than Chiefs of Surnames, 
or Clans, agreeable to thoſe of that Station in theſe modern 
Ages. It is very abſurd to aſſert, that nere were Chit- 
tains of Tribes in theſe Times, and yet allow them no 
Tribes to be Chiftains of, and is the ſame thing in Effect 
as to call One by the Name of a King, and yet allow him to 
have no Kingdom; or to ſpeak of a General, and at 
the ſame Time deny him any Souldiers. Tho it may be 
urged againſt this Aſſertion, that theſe Phylarche, were the 
King's Governours of Provinces, inhabited by Tribes of 
different Denominations: yet this is no way probable, it 
being evident from our Hiſtory, that in the Reign of King 
Eugenius VIII. about the Year 740, Murdac was Govern- 
our of the Province of Galloway, and in the Reign of 
King Solvathivs Anno 770, Callan Governour of Argyle, 
and D4chal Governour of Athole. All theſe being defign- 


cd, 
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ed by the particular Provinces governed by them, and ex- 
iting in the ſame Ages, that the Plylarche were not only 
exiſting, but in their full Splendor, as they continued {or 
many Ages thereafter, aud ot a quite different Office and De- 
ſignation, ſufficiently demonſtrates the Phylarcha to have 
beeu different from the Governours of Provinces, Nor 
could theſe have been Governours or Captains of the 
Two or Three Tribes of the Brigantes, and Silures, to 
which by ſome the Ices! are added, into which the 
Scottiſþ People were in ancient Times divided, in regard 
the Phylarche are ſaid to be very numerous, being Coun- 
cellours in Civil, and Captains in Martial Affairs under our 
Scotiþ Kings. Whereas if there had only been Captains 
of theſe Tribes, their Number had been no more than Three, 
which is highly improbable, and the more ſo, in regard on- 
ly the Firſt of theſe Three Tribes is mentioned, or appli-. 
ed ordinarly to the Scots, by any unexceptionable Authors, 
Much leſs are we to relie on theſe newly invented fictiti- 
ous Names of Cadeni, Novantes, Laden, and ſuch like 
Names of Tribes aſſigned to the ancient Inhabitants of 
each Province, or Shire in this Kingdom, to be met with 
in diverſe, eſpecially of our Modern Writers, none of 
which hath the leaſt Signification in, or Affinity with the 
undeniable native Language uſed by thoſe to whom theſe 
Terms are given; whereas the Term of Gathelians denot- 
ing their Origin, and Allinich importing their Country, 
tho? far more Ancient Terms than any of the other, are as 
yet in the Native Language retained by the Progeny of 
the ancient Scots. So that it may be preſumed the above 
Names of the ſeveral Tribes had not been fo wholly diſ- 
uſed, had the ſame ever been really in Uſe, or of any Im- 
port in their Language; theſe Terms ſeeming to have been 
myented by ſuch as had little Knowledge of tlie Language, 
and other Circumſtances of thoſe to whom they aſſigned them, 
and therefore no great Reaſon to affign the *Phylarche who 
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had a real Exiſtence to theſe Tribes, which in all Appear. 
ance had po other than a fictitious one.

Nor can it be well imagined with what ſhew of Reaſon | 
it can be denied, that the ancient Scots were compoſed of 
diverſe Surnames in common with other Nations, ſuch as 


the Grectans, who, tho? called by the general Denominati- 


on of Grecians, and more particularly by their ſeyeral Pro- 
vinces, as Beotians, Spartans, Ke. yet at the ſame Time | 
Surnames were in uſe among them; as the Heraclidg, from | 
their Progenitor Hercules; Pelopida from Pelops; Miri. 
dons, ſo denominated from their Frugality or Laboriouſneſs, 
Alſo among the Romans diſtinct Surnames were no leſs fre- 
quent than among the former; as the Fabii from their An- 
ceſtor Fabius; the Manlii Torquati ſo denominated from 


their Anceſtor Marlins Torquazus, Among the Engliſh the 


Anceſtor of the Surname of Prercy, ancient Earls of No. 
thumberland, obtained that Surname upon Account of their 
Anceſtor's piercing King Malcolm III. his Eye with a 
Spear at Alnuick. Alſo the Turnbulls in Scotland are ſaid 
to have firſt got that Surname from one of their Anceſtor's 
turning of a mad Bull, which made an Attempt upon King 
Robert I. Nor were Surnames in theſe more ancient Times 
only uſed among the more polite Nations, but alſo among 


the more barbarous; as the Acmerida among the Perſians; 
Arſacide among the Parthians, and ſo in general among moſt 


of the known World. And it is very remarkable, that nct- 
withſtanding of the various Revolutions, and grand Muta- 
tions which have fallen upon the Country and People of J 
taly, ſince the Declination, at leaſt Extinction of the Ro- 
man Empire, yet ſome Remainder of the ancient Surnames 
with little Variation continue as yet in that Country; 48 
ſome of the Viiellli, of which Family was Aulus Vitellius 
a Roman Emperour. And we find Chiapinius Vitellius, 4 


principal Officer under the Prince of Parma inthe Wars of 
Flanders

Flanders, not much above an Age ago, being of that an- 
cient Surname. The Iriſh alſo contend in their Hiſtories, 
that they can carry down the Deſcent of the Oneils, Odon- 
nelts, Olachlins, Obryans; Macrories, and others termed by 
them the Mzlezan Progeny, from certain Sons of Mzletys 
King of Spas, being Captains of the Firſt Colony of Ga- 
thelians, or Scots which from Spain firſt arrived, and ſettled 
in Ireland. 


The Welch, and ſome Exeliſh Writers aſſert, that the 
Anceftor of the Surname of Tudor, of which was King 
Henry VII. was originally deſcended from Caduallader lalt 
King of the Brittoys, who flouriſhed about the 668 of the 
Chriſtian Epocha. To inſtance the Fondneſs of People's 
having the Origin of their moſt famous Men ſcrued up 
to as great a Pitch of Antiquity as poſſible, yea ſometimes 


above Meaſure, I obſerved in Harriſon, an Hugliſ Writer, 


the Genealogy of Hengiſt Firſt King of Keut, and Planter 
of the Saxons in Britain, carried up to Noah, and Names 
aſſigned to each of his Progenitors through all that long 
Pedigree. Tho? indeed I in no Manner approve of ſuch 
vain Glory; I as little do ſo of the Opinionativeneſs of 
ſome of our Writers, who endeavour all they can to deprive 
their Country of that which other Nations eſteem their Hon- 
our, and which a great many upon much worſe Grounds, 
and much leſs ſatisfying Authorities, uſe their utmoſt Ef- 
forts in aſſerting, by extolling the Antiquity of their Nation, 
and Surnames. | 


The principal Reaſon of ſome People's decryirg the 
Antiquity of the laſt is, that thoſe Writers will not allow 
private Evidences, judged by them the only infallible Re- 
cords, to have had any Exiſtence before the Reign of 
King David I. and therefore what is recorded of any Sur- 


names is not to be relied on before that Time. But as = 
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is requiſite for any of that Kind. 
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firſt Part of that Suppoſition is not ſo infallible as theſe 
would make private Evidents, ſo no more is the laſt Part 
of it, it being well known, that there is lately found among 
our Publick Records a Charter by King Duncan I. Grand- 
father to King David, as alſo a Charter by Erhetred, One of 
King Malcolm the Third's Sons, of Lands called Adnor, 
to the Culdees of St. Andrews, granted in his Father's 'Time 
and to which he is Witneſs. And as theſe, ſo divers o- 
thers of equal if not greater Antiquity might be found upon 
due Diſquifition in our publick Records, and ſome private 
Hands. Yea Speed, and other Kagliſh Hiſtorians mention 
that there is a Charter in the Publick Records of that Nati- 
on granted by King Atbelſtan to one Paula a Saxon Gen 


tleman, of the Lands of Rodham in York-Shire, with di- 


vers others by King Edgar, Etbelred, and other Saxon 
Kings, long before the Reign of King David. So that if 
theſe Saxony Kings be allowed to have granted Charters in 
thoſe more ancient Times, who received both their Religi- 
en and Letters from the Scors, I ſee no Reaſon of denying 
thoſe of this Kingdom the ſame Matter; tho? probably a 
great many of the moſt ancient have been cancelled, and o- 


thers carried into foreign Parts in the Time of the Wars 
after the Death of King Alexander, and at the Reforma- 


tion. 


And tho? there were no other Record than our pnb- 
lick Hiſtories concerning divers of our Surnames, and 


other Affairs, if no Credit muſt be allowed to any thing 


recorded therein before the Reigus of King Malcolm III. 
and King David I. the Loſs would be found much great- 


er than could readily be compenſated by any Suppoſition 


newly advanced, however ſpecious, tending to the Subver- 
ſion of an Hiſtory as well founded in all Circumſtances as

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To this therefore I ſhall appeal in Relation to what 1 
am to offer in further Proſecution of the above mentioned 
dubject, and by the ſame will endeavour to illuſtrate a 
good many of our moſt conſiderable Surnames, whoſe Pro- 
zeny of the ſame Denomination is found in this Age to 


have exiſted in ſeveral Junctures, and diſſerent Reigus, di- 


vers Ages before the Time, prefixed by thoſe modern 
Writers. 


My Firſt Inſtance is of the Surname of Murray. Our Hiſ- 
tories relate a People of that Denomination to have arrived 
in this K ingdom in the Reign of K.ing Corbred I. and for 
Pollefſions to have got Murrayland, retaining that Name yet; 
of which Tribe in regard of their Armorial Bearing, being 
Mollets, accounted by Heraulds the moſt ancient, and that 
the ancient and once numerous Surname of Sutherland is re- 
puted a Branch of the ſame, the preſent Surname of Murray 
nay without the leaſt Inconſiſtency be not only preſumed, 
but even admitted to be originally deſcended; eſpecially 
ſeeing in the Reign of King Donald V. Anno goo, there 
ß mention of a Controverſy maintained with much Slaugh- 
ter betwixt the Murrays, and Roſſes, both being conſiderable = 
durnames at that Time, which is more than TwWo Centu- 
ties before the Time aſſigned for the Commencement of 
durnames. And that which in a great Meaſure confirms 
my Allegation in Relation to the Marrays, 1s, that among 
the firſt of our Surnames that of Murray is found upon Re- 
cord by private Evidents, and is thereby known to have 
been a potent and numerous Name. 


For further Inſtances we have the Grabams in King Fer- 
!45 the Second's Time, Anno 404. of which, with the Dun- 
car;, there is again Mention made in the Reign of King In- 
daun. Now as was before obſerved of the Surname of 
Murray, the Surname of — within ſo ſmall a Trac 
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of Time after this Reign being found upon Record by 
private Ev idents leaves no Room to doubt of its being the 
genuin Offspring of thoſe already mentioned. In the ſame 
Manner alſo the Dunbars, of which the potent Name of 
Hume is a Branch, may be aſſerted to be the Progeny of that 
confiderable Perſon of that Name mentioned in the foreſaid 
Reign, notwithſtanding of ſome late Writer's aſſerting one 
Goſpatrick, a Saxon, who left Northumberland, and ſettled in 
the Mers about the Reign of King Malcolm IV. tobe An- 
ceſtor of the Dunbars. But the contrary plainly appears by 
the concurrent Teſtimony of divers of our Hiſtorians, who 
maintain that Surname's Deſcent from One properly called 
Barr, one of King Kenneth the Great's Captains, who in the 
Wars againſt the Picts, and uponthe Subverſion of that Peo- 
ple, obtained an Eſtate in the Mers, being a Part of the 
Picts Dominion, and upon the Acquiſition of thoſe Lands 
named the ſame Dunbarr, which in the anctent Language 
imports the Fort or Habitation of Barr, whence his Proge- 
ny aſſumed the Surname of Dunbarr. Nor does it inferr a- 
ny Inconſiſtency, that the principal Perſon of that Name 
had beſides his Eſtate in the Mers the Eſtate of Bengelly 
in Northumberland, of which he retained Poſſeſſion till the 
Scots were diſpoſſeſt of that whole Province, by the unjuſt 
Avarice of King Henry II. of England. 


The Third and moſt clearly documented Inſtance of a- 
ny hitherto advanced is that of the Illuftrious Surname of 
Duglas in K ing Solvathius Time in the Year 770. Of 
which Surname Sir William Duglas went Lieutenant to 
Prince William, King Achaiuss Brother, in the Army ſent] 
by that King to the Service of Charles the Great, Firſt 
Em ror of the Weſt, and King of France, upon the Con 
cluſion of the League betwixt France and Scozland, aſte 
which the ſaid Sir William, having ſettled in Tuſcany, was 
Anceſtor of the Family of the Duglaſiz there, and n 
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low Countries, who have always retained the ancient Sur- 
name, and Bearing of the Family of Daglas in Scotland, 
and alſo a cloſe Correſpondence therewith, as may be ſeen 
by the exquiſite Hiſtory of that Surname here, as alſo by the 
Hiſtory written by Umberto de Lorato of thoſe others abroad, 
which could not have been rey practicable to be ſo exact- 
ly done, had not the Surname of Duglas beenſo denominat- 

ed in the Reign in which that brave Gentleman, a Branch 
thereof, left this Kingdom. The Progenitor of the Surname 
of Duglas is reported by ſome Antiquaries to have been a 
Son of M*Duff, Thane of Fife, who upon his ſo much ſig- 
nalizing himſelf in the Battel againſt Donald Baan, obtain- 
ed his Surname not from his black gray Armour alone, as is 
commonly aſſerted, but from his Surname of M Daß, or 
Duff, termed in Iriſh Da, or Duy, from whence and his 
gray. Armour he was upon that Occaſion termed Macdyzelas, 
and thereafter more briefly and properly Dugtas. ' 444

However this be, there are not other Inſtances wanting 
to confirm what has been advanced on the preſent Subject; 


ſuch as the Anceſtor of the Surname of Hay, who with his 


Two Sons by their Valour gained that ſignal Victory for 


the Scots againſt the Danes at the Battle of Lonxcarry, in 


the Reign of King Kenneth III. He by our Hiſtorians is 


expreſly aſſerted to be ſurnamed Hay at that Occafi- 


ON, 


The Anceſtor of the Surname of Keith is-alſo memor*- 
able in our Hiſtory for killing of Caus the Dariſh General | 
in the Reign of King Malcolm II. We have alſo an Ac- - 
count of Duncan M Du, who was Thane of Fife in the 
Reign of M*Beth, and is recorded to have been a Perſon 
of great Power and Authority, and Chief of a numerous 


and potent Surname, asthe many conſiderable Branches de- 


ſcended of that Family near thoſe Times clearly evince, 
| ſuch 
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ſuch as the Meenſes, M Intaſbes, and Shaws, with divers 
others. The Firſt of theſe derive their Surname from 
Caves, with which the Sea-Coaſts of thoſe Lands firſt ac. 
quired by the Progenitor of that Name, abounds; Caves 
being termed in Tr; Uainh, which can be no other way 
rendered in Englih then Weems. The Surname of Hume 
has alſo the ſame Etymology, all the Difference being that 
the H, or Note of Aſpiration, is more plainly pronounced 


-in the laſt of theſe Surnames, 


Theſe above adduced being not only of a Date much 
more ancient than the Period by ſome Writers affigned for the 
Commencement of Surnames in General, but alſo in theſe 
Times in which the ſaid are found upon Record both po- 
tent and numerous, which cannot be in Reaſon thought to 
have been effected in an Inſtant or even a ſmall Tract of 
Time; It ſeems therefore much more reaſonable to pre- 
ſume, that they with ſome others long ago extinct, or not 
expreſly recorded, and others hereafter to be mentioned, 
were the genuin Progeny of the Phylarche, and others an- 
ciently planted at ſeyeral Junctures in this Kingdom, than 
to conclude them and all our other Surnames in a Manner 
Upſtarts, in regard each of them cannot (as I ſuppoſe few o- 
thers can) produce ſuch diſtinct Evidents concerning their 
ſeveral Origins, as may ſatisfie ſuch as reject all that ſuits 
not their particular Humours, however inconſiſtent with 
Reaſon or the Nature of the Matter convaſſed, the ſame 


may ſometimes fall out to be. 


Next falls to be confidered that Aſſertion of Local Sur- 
names derived from the Lands of the Aſſumets to have com- 
menced in the Reign of King Malcolm III. and to be the 
moſt ancient Surnames, and that there was no other Surname, 
or Method of diſtinguiſhing Perſons in Uſe before that 
Time, but what was aſſumed either from bodily Properties, 


appli- 
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applicable to particular Perſons, as Roy, or Baan, ſrom the 
red, or flaxen Colour of a Perſon's Hair; Zalloch, from 
Spots on the Face; Bacach, from a Halt in ones Leg: 
or from ſome Quality of Mind, as Coich, mad or paſſion- 
ate, and ſuch like. It is alſo afferted that theſe Names than 
uſed were ſometimes derived from a Perſon's Father's Chriſ- 
tian Name, as Janes Son of Jobn, withothers of that Kind, 
none of which were of longer Duration than the Perſon's 
own T'ime ſo denominated. And ſo there was Room left 
for new Surnames each Generation. All which, if true, 
would argue ns to have been a more confuſed and rude Sett 
of People, than our very Enemies could have wiſh'd, or 
ever gave us out to be, | 


As to Local Surnames it is to be obſerved, that the great 
er Part of them are derived from proper fignificant Term® 
in the Exgliſh Language, terminating moſtly in 79wn, of 
ſome other Term in that Language; which Language can” 
pot be documented to have commenced inthe Reign of King 
Malcolm III. even in England, much leſs to have been ei- 
ther ſpoken, or underſtood in Scotland, over all which Ii 
was the native Language uſed by the Inhabitants then and 
tor ſome Ages thereafter, it being ſeverely enaQed, that 
none ſhould either uſe or learn the Saxon, or Teatonicł, 
which was that uſed in England, left by that Means there 
ſhould be any Correſpondence with the Sarong when Ene- 
mies. Yea ſo far was the Mixture of Teutonic, and old 
Cmbricke, or Daniſh from being either perfect, or pleaſant, 
that Williazz the Norman Conquerour, upon his Conqueſt of 
Enzland, endeavoured all he could, as did alſo ſome of 
bis Succeſſors to ſuppreſs or aboliſh that Language entire- 
ly, and bring the French in Place thereof, which in a 
great Meaſure was effected. So that it was at a long Diſ- 
ance after his Time ere that Compound of the ſaid Three 
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Languages, and the Latine, termed now Zugliſb, was 
introduced, and longer Time ere the ſame was 
brought to any Meaſure of Perfection; ſo that it's ſome- 
what ridiculous to aſſert that Surnames which in the leaſt 
can lay any jnſt Claim to Antiquity, could be derived 
from any ſignificant Terms ina Language ſcarcely known, 
and far leſs uſed in this Kingdom before the Reigns of King 
Alexander II. and III. who by their ſucceſſive Marriages 
with the Daughters of the Kings of England, their fre- 
quent Commerce and Correſpondence with that Kingdom, 
and the Reſort of divers EKngl;/þ to and Settlement in 
this, made that Language, tho? even in thoſe Times very 
unpolite, to be in ſome Meaſure uſed here. 


Nor will it be found upon Record, that theſe Local Sur- 
names are generally of a more ancient Standing than the 


Reign of the Firſt of theſe TwoKings; and even then the 


Aſſumers of theſe Local Surnames had other Surnames not 
only at the Time, but alſo a good many for diverſe Ages 
before the Aſſumption of the local Ones; as Huſtoun's An- 
ceſtor had that of Pad vi nan before that of Huſtoun , Buchan- 
an that of M* Auſelan before that of Buchanan, and ſo a 
great many others. However in the Reigns of King Alex- 
ander III. and King Robert I. the Erglih Language having 
become pretty much in Uſe, it is probable thoſe Kings, as 
did ſome of their Succeſſors, encouraged the Aſſumers of 
new Surnames from their Lands, in Order to carry off ſome 
Dependants and Cadets from the too numerous and potent 
Clans, by that means diminiſhing their Numbers, and weak- 
ning their Union, ſo formidable often to the Kings them- 
ſelves, who rationally concluded that few were 1o free of 
Ambition, and careleſs of their own Intereſt, as not to chuſe 
to be a Kind of Chief of his Sept, or at leaſt expected ſome 
one of his Progeny in a little Time would be ſo, and to be 


in the King's Favour and Protection, rather than be 1 1 
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to the imperious Commands of their Chiftains, which often 
tended to the Ruin of themſelves and their Dependants. 
Moreover many of Exgliſb Extract, who upon divers Ac- 
counts {ſettled in this Kingdom, in the Time of the Wars 
betwixt the Death of King Alexander III. and the Begin- 
ning of the Reign of King David II. judged it their In- 
tereſt to change their former, and aſſume new Surnames 
from their Lands, or ſome other Occaſion; by that Means 
in ſome ſmall proceſs of Time to bring in Oblivion their 
Extract and Nation, both ſo juſtly odious at that Time to 
the People they refided among. So that as the moſt prob- 
able Time of the Commencement of theſe Surnames is 
hereby pointed out, ſo alſo the Extract of them upon a due 
Diſquifition will be found to be Exgliſb. | 


For further IIIuſtration of this Subject, it is unanimouſly 
agreed to, by our Hiſtorians, that upon the Subverſion of 
the Picts, being more than 200 Years before the Reign of 
King Malcolm III. a great Part of the Land poſſeſſed by 
the ſaid People, obtained new Denominations, from the 
proper Names of thoſe brave Captains to whom King Ken- 
neth aſſigned the Lands in Recompence of their Service in 
conquering the ancient Poſſeſſors thereof; as for Initance, 
that Peninſula formerly called Roſs, was then called Flſe, 
from the proper Name of a Nobleman called Fife, whoſe 
Surname was M Du, and whoſe Progeny continued Thanes 
of that Country for divers Ages thereafter; As was at 
the ſame Time the Country called anciently Horeſtia term- 
ed afterwards Mera and Angus, from the proper Names 
of Two Brethren betwixt whom that Country was di- 
vided. 


Nor ſeems the other Suppoſition concerning Epithetical 
Surnames to be much better founded, as derived from ſome 


Properties of Perſon's Bodies, or Qualities of their Mind. 
Y = Theſe 
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Theſe Epithetical Deſignations muſt be owned to have 
been in Uſe in ſome preceeding Ages, and even in the pre- 
ſent in all Places where the I Language is uſed, or pre- 
vails: tho” at the ſame Time there is not the leaſt Reaſon of 
allowing theſe Epithets to have been ever uſed in Place of 
Surnames, or that Perſons ſo deſigned had no other Surn#mes 
ſave them, which indeed are moſtly to be met with in private 
Evidents, the Clerks of which being moſtly Churchmen, 
were ſo ſtupid, and ſupinely negligent, and ſo very careleſs 
of the Inftruction or Advantage of future Ages, as for the 
moſt Part to negleQ all other Deſignations of Perſons, ex- 
cept thoſe epithetical ones ſo much uſed then, and by which 
Perſons were well enough known, tho? of no longer Dura- 
tion than their own Time; which ſeems neither to have 
been regarded nor conſidered by thoſe unthinking Clerks, 
more than their frequent Omiſſion of inſerting Dates in 
- Charters, and other Evidents written by them. 80 that it 
it be argued, that Surnames did not commence, or that Per. 
ſons had none becauſe not deſigned by them in moſt of thoſe 
reputed unerring private Evidents, it may as well be argued 
from the Omiffion of inſerting Dates in thoſe Evidents, that 
no certain or ſtated Epocha of Time commenced, or was 
known at the Time of writing thoſe Evidents in which the 
ſame is omitted. As theſe private Records or Evidents ſo 
nuch at preſent relied on, are moſt frequently defective in 
_ reſpect of the Particulars above mentioned and ſome others, 
ſoneither are our publick Hiſtories wholly free of ſuch Im- 
perfections in relation to full Deſignations of Perſons; as 
for Inſtance that Donald Baan in King Solvathinss Time 
by moſt of our Hiſtorians is no otherwiſe deſigned, and 
therefore by our modern Writers judged to have had no 
other Surname than the Epithet of Baas aſſigned upon Ac- 
count of his flaxen Hair, yet Archdean Ballenden, Tranſla- 
tor of Boctia s Hiſtory, fully and truely deſigns him Donald 
Baan M Donald, Goyernour of Jura. He ſeems to _ 
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been Tutor to the great M Donald, while Minor, or his 
Deputy in ſome Parts of his vaſt Territories. Alſo another 
Donald is no other way defigned by our Hiſtorians, than 
Donald Balloch, or ſpotted Donald, who lived in the Reign 
of King James I. and was Brother to Alexander Lord of 
the Iſles, who with his Clan are very well known to be 
M*Donalds for a great many Ages before that Time. Mal- 
colm Beg, who ſucceeded to Gilbert Laird of Buchanan in 
the Office of Seneſcall, or Chamberlain to the Earl of Len- 
node in the latter Part of the Reign of King Alexander III. 
and Beginning of King Robert I. is always defigned in all 
Charters in which he is inſerted granted by that Earl, Mal- 
colm Beg, or Little, yet he is found by very authentick 
Documents in the Hands of the Earl of Perth, and in the 
publick Records, to have been ſurnamed Drummond, and 


one of the Earls Anceſtor's. The ſame Malcolm's Father 


in a Charter by the Earl of Leynox, in the Reign of King 
Alexander II. is deſigned Gilchriſt Drummond. 


I have obſerved Charters of no earlier Dates than the 
Reigns of King James V. and Queen Mary, with others 
in the Two preceeding Reigns, to be the moſt careleſly 
and rudely written, moſt confuſed and unexaQ in Deſignati- 
ons of Perſons inſerted therein, and in divers other Cir- 
cumſtances of any of the Kind to be met with in any 


preceeding Age, ſome being therein defigned from Epithets 


applicable to their Fathers, as John, Son of Black Mili. 
am, Thomas, Son of long or tall Donald, and ſuch like. 
Yea in this preſent Age there are Two Gentlemen of Sir 
Donald M Donald's Family, and Kepoch's termed Donald 
Corn. or Blew Donald, whoſe Progeny if exiſting an Age 
or Two after this preſent, would with a deal of Reaſon 
judge It moſt ridiculous in any to aſſert, that their An- 
ceftors were not of the Surname of M Dosald, becauſe 
more frequently deſigned, 7 leaſt termed, by the 1 
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Gorm. So that it ſeems confiſtent with Reaſon, that the 
Aſſerters of Epithets in Place of Surnames ietuſe the Ex. 
1ſtence of any other Surnames in theſe Three laſt Ages, 
in which thoſe Epithets are moſt frequent in Evidents, or 
otherways allow Perſons to have had other Surnames toge- 
ther with them in more ancient Times. 


PAT People known by the Denomination of Scozs, 
of which our Scoſiſh Nation is at preſent compoſed, 

may in reſpec of the Origin of the ſame, be divid- 
ed into Four different diſtin Claſſes, or Divifions. The 
Firſt of theſe Claſſes confiſts of theſe Surnames whoſe O. 
rigin is purely Scozz/Þ, being the genuin Progeny of the 
ancient Scots, which from Treland at different Junctures and 
Occaſions arrived and ſettled in Scotland. The Second 
Claſs is compoſed of ſuch as came from South Britain, or 
England, at the Time of the Four grand Conqueſts of that 
Kingdom, and upon ſome other Accounts, and ſettled here. 
The Third Claſs or Divifion confiſts of ſuch French, as 
upon Account of the mutual Amity and Correſpondence 
commenced by the League betwixt Scorlasd and France, in 
Charles the Great and King Acbaius Reigns, and continu- 
ed fora great many Ages thereafter, upon which and di- 
vers other Accounts, a great Number of French ſettled 
in this Nation, of whom are deſcended a great Numberof 
very confiderable Families. The Fourth and lat Diviſt 
on, being the leaſt of the Four, conſiſts moſtly of ſuch 
Dazes, and Norveyans as were naturalized by our Scotiſh 
Kings, and obtained Pofleſhons in this Kingdom upon di- 
vers Occaſions, being upon the above Accounts permitted 
to continue in this Kingdom, after their Country-men were 
obliged by King Alexander III. to yield or quit their Poſ- 
ſeffion of the Northern Iſles of Scotland, of which they 
had got a Grant from Dozgid Baan the Uſurper, for their 
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Aſſiſtance in ſupporting him in his Uſurpation, and by 
Virtue of that Grant, retained Poſſeſlion tor 200 Years, 
till obliged to abandon thoſe Iſles by King Alexander, a- 
bout the Year 1280. However divers of Das Extract, 
having by Alliance, and other Means, before the ſaid Time, 
obtained confiderable Eſtates, were allowed to continue by 
the Benevolence of King Alexander, and the ſucceſſive 
Kings of Scotland. So that theſe, with ſome few others 
in Conjunction with them, of different Extracts from the 
Three Claſſes aboyementioned, make up the Fourth Claſs 
or Diviſion of S$co77/þ Surnames. 


The Firſt Example by which I ſhall illuſtrate the Claſs. 
firſt mentioned, - hall be the Sarname of STEWART, 
being not only of an Extract or Deſcent purely Scorþb, - 
but alſo the only Scotiſþ Surname whoſe Anceſtor was 
an immediate Son, or Lineal Deſcendant of the Race of 
our ancient Scozzþ Kings. The Time and Manner of 
whoſe Deſcent tho? treated of by diverſe of much greater 
Abilities than I canpretend to, nevertheleſs, agreeable to 
the Account given by our Senecisnes or Shanachzes, but e- 
ſpecially according to that delivered by a certain Genealo- 
gical Account of that IIluſtrious Family, compoſed in the 
Reign, and dedicated to King Charles II. by an unknown 
Author, (which little Pamphlet is as well vouched, if not 
better, than any thing ever I could diſcover upon that 
Subject) Iſhall deliver the Origin of that Family in the 
Manner following. | 


Kenneth the Great, King of the Scozr, Subverter of the 
Preis, had Three Sons, Conſtantine, his Succefior, Ethus, 
and Gareth. This laſt had one Son, Dorus, whom Mr. A- 
bercromby makes Son to Ethus the Swiſt, being by that Ac- 
count Grandchild to King Kenneth, as well as bythe other, 
the Difference being concerning his Father. Gare rb, 05 
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ther to Dorut, was Firſt Thane of Lochaber. Doire or 
Dorus had Two Sons, Kenneth, by ſome erroneoufly term- 
ed Murdac; and Ferqubard, Father to Donald, who murder- 
ed King Duff, for which he, and his Progeny were exter- 
minated. Kenneth had Two Sons, Murdac, his Succeſſor, 
and Gareth, Thane of Arhol. Murdac was married to 
Dunclina. Daughter to King Keuneth III. by whom he had 
Two Sons, Bancho his Succeſſor, and Alexander; alſo 
Four Daughters, the Firſt married to one of the Anceſtors 
of the Duglaſſes, another to Donald Thane of Sutherland. 
the Third to Angus, Anceſtor of the Camerons, and the 
Fourth to Malcolm Macrory, Lord of Bute. 


Bancho, with 'Three of his Sons, and his Brother in Law, 
Hugh Duglas, was murdered by Order of the Tyrant Macbeth, 
his Fourth Son Fleance having eſcaped, and fled to Male, 
Bancho's Two Daughters were married to M Daf Thane 
of Fife, and Frederick, Anceſtor of the Urquharts. Fleance 
by Maria Maeſta. Daughter to Griffith ap Lewellin, Prince 
of Wales, had Walter, firſt of the Surname of Stewart, 
being married to Chriſtian, Daughter to Allas Lord of Bye- 
zaign in France, by whom he had Allan, his Succeſſor, wlio 
had Two Sons, Walter his Succeſſor, Founder of the Abbey 
of Paiſlay, Anno 1160. and Simon, Anceftor of the Boyds. 
Walter's Succeſſor was Allan the Second, whoſe Succeflor 
was Walter the Third, High Juſticiary of Scotlayd. He 
had Two Sons, Alexander his Succeſſor, and Robert Lord 
Torbolton, who by Marriage of the Heireſs of Sir Robert 
Croc, obtained with her the Eſtates of Cruix/toun, and Dau- 
ly, and was Anceftor of the Family of Daruly, afterward of 
3 notwithſtanding that Mr. eee makes Alla, 
Son of Joby commonly termed of Bute, Anceſtor of that 
Family. AMexarnder had Two Sons, James, his Succeflor, 
and Walter, who by Marriage of the Heireſs of Cunin Earl 
of Mozteath, got that Earldome and thereupon changed his 
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Surname to Monteatb. He had Two Sons Mardo his Succeſfi- 
or, and Sir John Monteatb of Raiky, Anceſtor of the Sur- 
name of Monteath, and who betrayed Sit Mia Mallce. 
Murdo Earl of Monteatb had one Sop Allan, who by mar- 
riage of the Heireſs of M*Duff Earl of Fife, obtained that 
Earldome, who having one Daughter conveyed thoſe E- 
fates by Marriage to Robert Stewart, Second Son to King 
Robert II. and Firſt of the Stewarts. Both Eſtates through 
Forfaulture of Duke Murdo his Son, fell to the Crown. A- 
lexander's Third Son by Jean Macrory Heireſs of Bute was 
Jobs, killed at the Battel of Falkirk Anno. 1298. 


Janes High Stewart had one Son, Walter, married to 
Marjory Bruce Daughter to K ing Robert I. by whom he had 
one Son, Robert, named Bleareve: his Mother when big 
with Child of him being killed by a Fall from her Horſe, 
at that Place of Renfrew- Moor called Queen Bleareyes Croſs, 
the Child by a Doctor there preſent was cut out of her Belly, 
and the Inſtrument with which the Operation was perform- 
ed having touched his Eye, the ſame continued to be always 
tender thereafter, which gave him the Epithet of Bleareye. 
Upon the Death of his Uncle King David II. without Male 
Iſſue he obtained the Crown of Scotland, by Defignation of 
King Robert II. of whom and his Succeſſors there may be 
Account had from our publick Hiſtories. 


The Second principal Branch of that great Family was 
the Family of Lennox, lineally deſcended from Robert Lord 
Torbolton, already mentioned, his Son being Allan Firlt 
Lord Darnly; who had Two Sons, John his Succeſſor, and 
Allan, who acquired the Lands of Faſlane, and others in the 
Lennox. Allan of Faſlane's Son Walter, by Marriage of 
Margaret Heireſs of Donald Lennox Earl of Lennowyobtain- 
ed that Earldome, whoſe Son Duncan Earl of Lennox had 


only Two Daughters, Iſabel the eldeſt married to —_ 
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Dake of Albany, who with his Father in Law the Earl of 
Tennox, and his own Two Sons, Walter, and Alexander, 
was by Order of King James I. executed Anno 1424, and 
their Eſtates forfaulted. 


John Second Lord Daruly had Two Sons, Allas, his 
Succeſior, and Robert, Firſt Lord of Auliguy in France. 
Allan Lord Darnly married Lilias ſecond Daughter to the 
laſt mentioned Duncan Earl of Lennox, and by her by Gift 
of her Father's Forfaulture got the Earldome of Leros, 
whoſe Iſſue enjoyed the ſame till the Reign of King 
Fames VI. that the Earldome was conferred upon Ee Lord 
Aubigny, whoſe Grandchild died without Iſſue in the Reign 
of King Charles II. The Earldome having devolved upon 
an illegitimate Son of that King, he ſold the ſame lately, 
reſerving only the Title. Of this Family are deſcended 
the Earls of Traquazr, and Galloway, with a great many o- 
thers; the Earl of Murray being deſcended of a Son of 
Mardo Duke of Albany, and the Earl of Bute of a Son of 


King Robert III. 


Of all other Ancient Surnames of Scotiſh Deſcent or Ori- 
gin, the Heroick Surname of Dyglaſs juſtly merits to be men- 
tioned next to that of Szewart, but having briefly touched 
on that Surname already, and there being a particular Hitto- 
ry of the ſame, I ſhall inſiſt no further thereon, than to de- 
clare that I agree with the Sentiments of thoſe Antiquaries 
who aſſert the Progenitor of and who firſt aſſumed the Sur- 
name of Duglaſs to have been a Son of M*Dsff Thane 
of Fife, for which there are divers Arguments uſed not ne- 
ceſſary to be in this Place enumerated. 


From the {ame ancient Surname of M Daß, as already 
hinted, is deſcended the Surname of Weems, the Anceſior 
thereof being Eugenius Son to Conſtantine Third EarLof Fife, 
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in the Reign of King Alexander I. It's aſſerted the Leſiie* 
and Abernethies are of the ſame Stem with Weers; but T 
could not obtain any exact Account of the Time and 


Manner of the Deſcent of either of theſe two laſt off that 
of M Daß. 


The next Inſtance is of the Surname of CAMPBEL, 
which is of an ancient Scotz/þ Origin, however otherwiſe 
aſſerted by ſome of our Hiſtorians. I ſhall briefly glance 
at the Genealogy and ſome other Matters relating to this 
Surname, conform to Two Accounts of the ſame in Ma- 
nuſcript, the One of theſe compoſed by Mr. Alexander Col- 
vil, from Evidents and other Records of the Family of 
Areyle, the other Account by Neil M*Ewin, who and his 
Anceſtors for divers Ages have been Seneciones or Genea- 
logiſts of the ſaid Family. This laſt derives the ancient 
Surname of Oduibhne, now Campbel, from Mervie Moir or 
Mervin the Great, Son to the Famous Arthur King of the 
Brittons, and of Elizabeth Daughter to the Kingof France, 
which behoved to hive been Childober? the Fifth in De- 
ſcent from Pharamond, who was Contemporary with King 
Arthur. N . 


Mervin is reported to have been a wild untractable Man, 
and upon that Account rejected by the Brzztons, tho? neither 
this nor any other Circumſtance relating even to the Exiſt- 
ence of ſuch a Perſon is any way conſiſtent with Proba- 
bility ; for tho? there be no great Reaſon of ſo doing, yet 
there are a great many who doubt of the Exiſtence of King 
Arthur himſelf, in regard ſome of his Country-men in their 
Writings have ſo much blended the Account of his Life 
and Actions with ſo many ridiculous and monſtrous Fables, 
as have very much prejudged the Credit due to his Ex- 
iſtence and heroick Atchievements. This brave King is 
recorded to have begun his Reign in the Year 518, and in 
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a Reign of Twenty four Years to have gained Twelve 


Victories, with the Aſſiſtance of Goranus King of the Scots, 


and Lothus King of the Picis over the Saxons, till in the 
End he expelled moſt Part of them, and obliged ſuch as 
ſtayed in his Kingdom to be in Subjection to him. But 
much Proſperity having rendered him and his Subjects too 
inſolent, they endeavoured to defrand Modred King of the 
Picis of the Britzi/h Crown, which through Detect of 
Arthur's Iſſue juſtly belonged to him, which was the Oc- 
caſion of a bloody Battle betwixt them, in which both theſe 
K ings loſt their Lives, and ſo ſhattered the State of the 
Brittons, that it could never be retrived thereafter, till in 
the End ruined by the Sax9rs. King Arthur was not on- 
ly very much eſteemed by the Byittons, but alſo by moſt 
others, being accounted one of the World's Nine Worthies, 
of which ree were Jews, Joſhua, Darid, and Juda, 
Maccabeus; Three Chriſtians, Arthur of the Brittoss, 
Charlemaien of France, and Godfrey of Bulloign, Three 
Pagans, Alexander the Great, Julius Cefar, and Hector of 
Troy. But as for Mervin this pretended Son of King A,. 
thur, there is no probable Ground for the Exiſtence of any 
ſuch Perſon, it being plainly recorded by all ſuch Hiſtories 
as make mention of this King, that he never had any Iſſue, 
nor was ever married to any but his Queen @Ewyvar, 


who ſurvived himſelf: nor would the Brizi/h and French 


Hiſtories have wholly omitted a Matter of that Importance, 
were there the leaſt Ground for the ſame; neither would 
the Brittons, however wild or fooliſh he might be, have 
paſt by that King's Son whom they ſo much valued, and 
confer their Crown upon One Conſtanti ne, a Nobleman who 


had no Manner of Pretence thereto; much leſs would Mo- 


dred the Pictiſp King, being only King Arthur's Coufin- 
German, contend for a Crown which by ſo plain a Right 
pertained to another. So that although by this Account 


the Surname of Oduibhne is ſaid to have got that Denomina- 
| tion 
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ation from the Marriage of Ferithar Olla, the Fourth in 
Deſcent from Mervin, with a Daughter of Diarmud Odu- 
ibhne a principal Nobleman oſ Ireland, and to have not on- 
ly obtained from this Diarmuid the Denomination of Odu- 
ibbne, but alſo that of Sfol Diarmuid, by which that Sur— 
name is in Ii frequently deſigned; yet this Suppoſition is 
wholly groundleſs, there being no Inſtance of any ancient 
Scotiſh or Iriſh Surname's obtaining their ancient or princi- 
pal Denomination by any ſuch Means. Some of the Proge- 
nitors of this Surname are by the ſaid Account reported to 
have been married to Grandchildren of Con Certimachus, 
and Neil the Great, Two of the moſt famous Kings that 
ever reigned in Ireland; ſo that if they were uſed to take 
Denominations from ſuch Families as they married into, the 
ſame would much rather be aſſumed from Names of one of 
thoſe Kings, than from that of any Nobleman their 
Subject. x 


But paffing this Topick, I come to the Account moſt con- 
ſiſtent with Probability, in relation to the Origin of that 
Surname. The Anceſtor of the ſame was Diarmud Odu- 
ibbne, who as one of the principal Phylarchæ or Captains, 
came from Trelaud with ſome of the Scots, who either in 
King Fergus Time, or in that of one of the Two Colo- 
nies which at different Junctures came from that Kingdom, 
and ſettled in Argyle, and the Iſles adjacent. For tho' the 
Generality of our Hiforians, more eſpecially Genealogiſts, 
rather to pleaſe the Taſte of thoſe of the modern Times, 
than in any great Meaſure to promote the Truth, or at leaſt 
Probability, uſe their utmoſt Efforts to aſſign ſome plautible 
Manner and ſtated Period concerning the Origin of ancient 
Surnames; yet all amounts to no more than probable Con- 
xQure, ſupported only by probable and ſolid Tradition, of 
which that moſt conſiſtent with ſound Reaſon and Probabi- 
lity ought moſt to obtain: ſo that in the Accounts of the 
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Origin of this, or any other of our ancient Scoriſh Sur- 
names, there is as little Abſurdity in preſuming the ſame 
to be the Offspring of thoſe who firſt ſettled here, as by 
a ſpecious kind of Story to aſſert them deſcended at ſuch a 
Time, and from ſuch a Perſon, ſome Eight or Nine hun- 
dred, or a Thouſand Years ago, there being as few writ. 
ten Documents to confirm the laſt, as the firſt of theſe Ac- 
counts. Nor is it in Reaſon to be ſuppoſed, as J have hint- 
ed already, that the whole Progeny of thoſe Scots, who 
are recorded to have ſettledbefore, at, and in ſome Proceſs 
of Time after the Coming of K ing Fergus I. here, to be ſo 
totally mouldred away, and extinct, as that few or none of 
theſe Surnames now in Being, and of an ancient Scottiſh 
Extract, can be pretended to be their genuin Progeny, but 
that each Surname muſt be put to the Shift of framing a 
later Origin for themſelves, which when effected is not a 
whit better founded, nor more ſatisfactory to People of Un- 
derſtanding than the former Method; To which leſt I appear 
too cloſely to adhere, I ſhall relate the Account moſt agreed 
to, conform tothe more modern Method of genealogizing, in 
Relation to the Origin of the above mentioned Surname, 


Thus in Place of Mervie, or as others call him Servie 
Moir, ſuppoſed Son of King Arthur, theſe other Genealo- 
giſts, with agreater Shew of Probability, mention Diarmuid 
Oduibhne, a very famous Ji Nobleman, and much cele- 
brated for Valour, and other heroick Atchievements by the 
Triſb Hiſtorians, who having come to Scotland in the Begin- 
ning of the Reign of King Goranus, or Coranus, about the 
Year 512, married a Daughter of the ſaid King, of whom 
he begot Ferzthar Uor, or Ferithay the Dun. From this Di- 
armuid, according to the above Antiquaries, the Surname 
obtained the Two Deſignations of Oduibbne, and S$7ol Di. 
_ ermuid, who flouriſhed in, or ſome little Time after that of 
King <4thar, which gave Riſe to the Story of his being 
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Son to that King, as alſo of divers of his Poſterity's be- 
ing called Arthurs, whence no Inference can be deduced 

of their Deſcent from King Arthur, that Chriſtian Name 
being uſed among the Jr:/þ long before K ing Arthar's Time, 
as for Inſtance Cormac Macartur, Son of Arzhar, tonamed 
Ulfada or long Beard, K ing of Treland, a great many Years 
before the Time of Arthur King of the Britrons, as alſo a 
great many others of Account in Trelaud in very ancient 
Times. This Diarmuid ſeems either to have been of the 
ſame Origin with the Sept of Soi Oduibbns, and therefore 
to have been by them at the Juncture aſſumed for Phylar- 
cha or Chiftain, or which is more probable to be lineally 
deſcended from the firſt Diarmuid, and upon Account of 
the Grandeur by Marriage of the Scottſh Kings Daughter, 
and other Atchievements, to have been accounted the Pro- 
genitor of that Surname, and from whom the ſame was 


firſt ſo denominated. 


Ferithar Uor was married to a great Grandchild of Nez] 
the Great, tonamed Naoigbealla, or Nine Hoſtages, whom 
he is recorded to have had in his Cuſtody at one Time 
from ſeyeral Spaniſh, and Britt;/h Princes, with whom he 
had been at Variance, being thence termed Keeper of 
Nine Hoſtages, and one of the moſt famous of the II 
Kings. Ferithar Uor's Succeſſor was Daulbbne, or Duina, an 
ordinary Chriſtian Name in thoſe Times. Dulua's Sueceſ- 
ſor was called Arthur, whoſe Mother was Murdac Thane 
of Murray's Daughter; there is no Account of the Family 
this Artbur married into, however his Succeſſor called Ferz- 
thar Olla, or the Phyfician, is reported to have been married 
to one Diarmuid Odutbhn's Daughter, which is a grand 
Miſtake, as already obſerved. Ferithar Olla's Succeſſor 
was Duibbne Faltdearge, or Daina redhair ; he is ſaid to 
have been married to a Grandchild of Neil the Great, 
which is no leſs an Error than that aboyementioned, as ap- 

pears 
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_ pears from the vaſt Diſtance of Time betwixt theſe Two. 
His Succeſſor was Ferithar Fionruadb, or whitiſh red. His Suc- 


ceſſor was Duina dearg, or red, his Son being Duibbne 


Doun, or Dui na the Brown, from the Colour of his Hair. 
His Succeſſor was Diarmuid Macduine or Son of Dui- 
nua. | 


This Diarnuid Macduina had Two Sons Arthur, with the 
red Armour, either from artificial Colour, or frequent colour- 
ing thereof with Blood. The Second Son was Dwuna 
white Tooth. The eldeſtof theſe called Art Armdbeare, 
or Arthur red Armour, had Three Sons, Sir Paul Oduine 
or Macduine Knight of Lochow, of which Eſtate all his 
Progenitors already mentioned were Proprietors. This Sir 
Paul was termed Paul Anſporrain, or Paul with the Purſe, 
being Treaſurer to King Malcolm III. as is commonly al- 
ledged. His T'wo Brethren were Arthur Dreinuch, of whom 
deſcended Macartyre of Inchdreiny, and others of that Name 
upon Lochowſide. The other Brother was called alſo Ar- 
thur, of whom deſcended the Family of Darleizh in Lennox 
lately extinct. Of the Firſt of theſe TWO Arthurs deſcend- 
ed alſo the Family of Strachur, which tho” recorded to be 
deſcended of one of the Knights of Lochow, ſome Ge- 
nerations after the Aſſumption of the Surname of Campbel; 
yetit is not ſo probable as the above Deſcent, in regard of 
the long continued Pretenfion of the Family of Strachur to 
more Antiquity than that of Argyle, which could be 
— upon no other Ground than that above relat- 
wn 


Diarmid Macduibbne's Second Son, Duina whitetooth, 
had one Son called Gillecollum, or Malcolm Oduibbne, who 
firſt married the Lord of Carrick's Daughter, by whom 
he had Three Sons. The eldeſt of theſe Gz/morrie was An- 
ceſtor of the Macyeachts of Lochaber, and other Patt Fo 
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Argyte-Shire. The Second Son was Corcarua, Anceſtor 
of the Macuilins, or rather Macazlins in Ireland. The Third 
Son Duncan Drumanach, in regard he reſided beyond Drum- 
albin, was conform to this Genealogy, Anceſtor of the 
Drumonds. But that Surname refuſe this, and aſſert their 
Anceſtor tohave come to Scortand with Queen Margaret 
Queen to King Malcolm III. and while the Ship, in 
which the Queen was, happened to be in very much Dan- 
ger by a Storm, that the Dexterity of that Gentleman in 
piloting the ſame was a great Means of the Preſervation of 
the Ship and Paſſengers, whence he obtained the Surname 
of Drumond, importing the Top of the Waves, as is very 
much illuſtrated by the Armorial Bearing of that Surname, 
being Three Barrs wayed or undee. 


Malcolm Odin, after his firſt Lady's Death, went to France, 
and married the Heireſs of the Beauchamts, or as in La- 
tine, Campus bellus, being Neice to the Duke of Norman- 
dy. By her he had Two Sons, Dionyſius, and Archibald, 
who from the Inheritance got with their Mother, changed 
their Surname from Odun to Campbel. Dionyſus the el- 
deſt continued in France and was Anceſtor of a Family 
deſigned Campbel in that Kingdom. of which Family was 
Count Tallard, a Mareſchal of France, carried Priſoner 
to England in the Reign of Queen Anne, and divers o- 
thers of Quality. The Second Brother came to Scotland, 
as ſome fay an Officer in Milliam Duke of Normardy's Army, 
at his Conqueſt of Eegland. Anno 1066. And coming to 
Argyle-Shire, married his Couſin Eva Oduin, only Daugh- 
ter to Sir Paul Oduibbne, or Paul Anſporrian. She being 
Heireſs of Lochow, and he having retained this Surname 
of Campbel, as did his Succeſſors, the whole Clan of Odu- 
ibbne in a ſmall Tract of Time, in Compliance with their 
Chief, aſſumed that Surname, as did many others in this. 
Kingdom upon the like Occaſion. 


This 
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This Archibald, who firſt aſſumed the Surname of Campbel, 
his Succeſſor was called Duncan, who by Marriage of one 
called Dorothy Macfiachir, Heireſs of the upper Part of 
the Barony of Lochow, united theſe T'wo Eſtates. He 
was ſucceeded by Colin the Bald, who married a Neice of 
King Alexander I. or as others with no leſs Probability 
aſſert of King Alexander IT. This Colin was inſtituted 
Maſter of the Houſhold to the King, and the King's Lieu- 
tenant in the Shire of Argyle, and Weſt Ifles. Colir's el- 
deſt Son was Archibald. He had a Second Son Hugh, An- 
ceſtor of the old Houſe of Lowdoy in the Shire of Ar, 
they having got that Eſtate by Crawford, Heireſs thereof, 
as did her Anceſtor acquire the ſame by Marriage of the 
only Daughter of Sir James Lowdon, Heireſs of that E- 
ſtate. The Race of the old Campbels of Lowdoy termi- 
nating alſo in an Heireſs in the Reign of King Charles I. 
Campbel of Lawers, deſcended of a Son of Glenurchic, by 
Marriage of the ſaid Heireſs, obtained that Eſtate, being 
afterwards Chancellour of Scozlayd, and Grandfather to 
Hugh the preſent Earl. Colin the Bald had alſo Two ille- 
gitimate Sons, the eldeſt Taus Corr, or Thomas the fingular, 
he was Anceſtor of the Mactauſes, or Thomſons of Argyle 
Shire, and ſome other Parts. The Name of the other il- 


legitimate Son was Tver of whom the Maci vers of Glaſrie, 
and other Parts. 


Colin the Bald was ſucceeded by his Son Archibald, 
who had Two Sons, Duncan his Succeſſor, and Dugal, 
Anceſtor of the old Family of Craigni/ſh. Archibald was 
ſucceeded by his Son Duncan, whoſe Succeſſor was Dugal 
His Succeſſor was Archibald, who married the Lord of 

Carrick's Daughter, by whom he had Colin Mozr, or the 
Great, being ſo both in Body and Spirit. He married 4 
Daughter of one Sir John Sinclair, by whom he had his 
Succeilor Sir Neil. This Colin Moir was killed by his

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Neighbour John M*Dvugal, Lord of Loyy, at a Place called

S Lochow. It's thought the Family of Argyle derived the 


Deſignation of Maccuillain Moir from this Colin; but I 
am more apt to believe that Deſignation was derived from 
Colin Firſt Earl of Argyle, and Chancellor of Scotland in 
the Reign of K ing James II. Sir Neil was married to Lady 
Marjory Bruce, Siſter to King Robert, which was the Oc- 
caſion of the cloſe Adherence of Sir Neil, and his Son 
Sir Colin to the Intereſt of that Prince, and performing ma- 
ny ſignal Services to him and King David II. his Son. Sir 
Neil had a Son called Daugald, or rather Duncan Anceſtor 
of M*Donachy now Gampbel of Irverraw, and other Gentle- 
men of that Name, the ſaid Duncan's Mother being a Daugh- 
ter of Sir John Cameron, LocheaPs Anceſtor, and 2d Lady 
to Sir Neil. He had another Son Sir John of Moulin, after- 
ward Earl of Athole. The further Account of this Sur- 
name is ſet forth at large in Mr. Crawford's Peerage, to 
which I refer the Reader. 


There is alſo of ancient Scotiſiu Deſcent the Surname of 
Oz:twe, deſcended of Bredus a Brother, or rather Son to 
the Famous Gilchriſt Earl of Angus, who flouriſhed in the 
Reign of King Milliam of Scotland, and was married to 
that King's Siſter. | 


The Surname of Kennedy is in like Manner of great An- 
tiquity in this Kingdom, being originally deſcended of that 
once potent Surname of the Mackennedys of Ireland, of 
which Surname was that brave King Brian Kennedy, to. 


named Boraimb, or Taxer, being contemporary with our 
King Molcolm II. | | 
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Thus having adduced a ſufficient Number of Inſtances 
for the Hinftration of Surnames of an ancient Scorz/b De. 
ſcent, being the Firſt Claſs of Scotiſg Surnames, I ſhall 
next proceed togive Inſtances of theſe whoſe Deſcent is 
from England, being the Second Claſs of thoſe Surnames, 
now reputed Scoriſh ones. 


The Firſt Inſtance I ſhall adduce of the ſame is th 
Surname of Graham, which, according to Buchanan, ant 
ſome others of our Hiſtorians and Antiquaries, is deſcendet 
from one Fulgentius, a Nobleman lineally deſcended fro 
the ancient Kings of the Brittons, who in the Beginning of 
the Third Century of the Chriſtian Epocha, with an Arny 
of his Country-men, attempting to tree themſelves and 
Country from the Roman Servitude, their juſt Endeavour 
were nevertheleſs fruſtrated by the ſuperiour Power 0 
their Adverſaries, in which Exigency Fulgentius, and di 
vers of his Aſſociats were obliged to flee for Refuge to 
Donald, Firſt of that Name King of the Scots, then at Wa 
with the Remans, who not only gave a very kind Recepti 
on to theſe Strangers, but beſtowed Eſtates upon Fulgentiu 
and ſome other principal Men of them, whoſe Potterity re. 
mained always thereafter in Scorland The principal Per 
ſon of Fulgentzus's Progeny, having after the fatal Battel 
of Dun, in which Eugenius, King of the Scots, with the 
greateſt Part of his Nobility, and others of any Accoun 
of the Scoliſß Nation, were killed by Max/74s the Roms 
Legate, in Conjunction with the perfidious P7&s, gone with 
divers other Sc into Denxrark, he continued there till th 
Reſtoration of King Fergus II. Anno 404, or as Bott 


423. | 


That Perſon of Fulgentius Race who went to Denmark 
whoſe proper Name was Græme, married in Denmark, and 
his Daughter was married to King Fergus II. tho 5 

1 | 1 relate 
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relate that Greme's Daughter was Mother to King Fergus, 
being married to Erthus his Father, which carries little 
Probability, in regard Gree was not only a principal Aſ- 
-Miiltant to King Fergus in his own Life-time, but was after 
A 18 Death elected Governour, or Regent of the Kingdom, 
during the Minority of his Son Eugenius, and having in that 
Time broke over the Wall of Abercorn, greatly harraſled 
the Dominions of the Byittons; ſo that from that Adven- 
ture that Wall is ſaid to have obtained the Denomination, 
retained as yet of Graham's Dyke, which Denomination 
others aſſert to be taken from the Emperor Severus, who 
tepaired that Wall, which was firſt begun by Julius Agricola 
in the Reign of the Emperor Domizzay. The Reaſon gi- 
yen for the laſt is, that Severus being born in Africa was 
Wot a very black and ſwarthy Complexion, and that thence 
the Dyke was termed Grims Dyke, Grim in Tri/h ſignifying 
black or ſwarthy, whence the Scoiſ Word Griz is de- 
rived. However this be, the firſt ſeems moſt probable, 
nor can theſe great Atchievements in Eyugenmuss Minority 
Ibe imputed to Græme, by reaſon of his too great Age, 
whereas the Tranſlator of Boetius calls Fergys's Mother 
© Rocha, Daughter to a Nobleman of Denmark, called Ro- 
*Yriczus, or rather Rodericus. And that which very much e- 
vinces Greme's Origin as above aſſerted is, that his Grand- 
child Fygenius upon Aſſumption of the Government, ( as 
our Hiſtorians relate ) gave for Pretence of the War com- 
menced by him againſt the Britions, the Reſtitution of his 


Grandfather Graham's Lands. 


Our Hiſtory gives no Account of the Poſterity of this 
Graeme for ſome Ages. The firſt to be met with of them 
b that Graham who with Dunbar, and the Forces of Lothian, 
appeared in the Rear of the Danes. when in Battle with K. 
I»dulph, and his Army, which was the Occaſion of the 
Defeat of the Firſt. The next was Conſtantine, married to,

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Auvili Daughter to Kenneth one of the Anceſtors of the 


Stewarts, in the Year 1030. And in the Year 1125, Milli. 
am de Graham is Witneſs to the Foundation Charter of 
Holyrudehouſe in the Reign of King David I. The ſaid 
William's Son, Sir David, got Charters of Charletoun, and 
other Lands in Forfar-Shire, in the Reign of King Will:an 
of Scotland; as did his Son, another Sir David, from Mal- 
duin Earl of Lennox of the Lands of Strablane, and from 
Patrice Dunbar Earl of Dunbar, or March, of the Lands 
of Dundaff and Straithcarron, in the Reign of King Alex- 
ander II. as did his Succeſſor, alſo David, the Lands of 
Kincairden from Maliſe Foreteth Earl of Straithern, in the 
Reign of King Alexander III. Before all which Lands 
mentioned in the above Charters that Surname ſeems to have 
been in Poſſeſſion of Abercorn, Elieſtoun, and other Lands 
in Lothian. And tho' one Moor is reported to have had 
Abercorn in the Reign of King Alexander III. yet in all 
Probability he has had but ſome Part thereof, acquired 
from the Grahams, which after having continued ſome little 
Time with Moor returned to the Grahams again, and went 
from them with Margaret, Heireſs thereof, to James, Bro- 
ther to the Earl of Duglaſiin the Reign of King James I. 
There were T'wo principal Families of this Name in 

the Reign of King Alexander III. the one being of Abercorn. 
Both theſe are mentioned among the Magnates Scotia in 
Cognition of the Debate betwixt Bruce and Baliol anent 
the Scotzi/p Kingdom, as alſo inſerted in that famous 
Letter written by King Robert I. to the Pope in the Year 
1320. Theſe Two thereafter were united when Patrick 
Graham of Elieſtoun, and Kilbride, Second Son to Sir Pa- 
trick Graham of Kincairdin, in the Reign of King Robert III. 
married the only Daughter and Heireſs of David Earl of 
Strathern, and by her obtained that Earldom, whoſe Son 
Maliſe was deprived of the fame by King James I. in re- 
gard that Eſtate was entailed ta Heirs Male ; but 4% 
399 411 
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Maliſe in lieu of Straithern the Earldom of Monteath Anno 
1428. whoſe Poſterity continued for Nine Generations 
Earls thereof, Milliam the Ninth Earl, having no Iſſue, 
diſponed his Eſtate to the Marquis of Montroſe, and died 
Anno 1694. 


The Firſt Cadet of this Family was Sir Job» Graham of 
Kitbriae, Gartmore's Anceſtor, And the laſt Cadet of any 
Repute was Walter, Anceſtor to Gyabam of Gartur. 


The Next in Antiquity of Surnames thus deſcended, 
and who were obliged to leave their native Country by the 
Romans, are by ſome Antiquaries reported to be the A- 
TONS, tho there belittle to be found in any of our private 
Records concerning that Surname till the Reign of King 
Dawd I. when Alexander de Seaton is mentioned, as alſo 
his Son Philip, in a Charter of thoſe Lands, which for the 
moſt Part that Family enjoyed till of late in the Reign of 
King William. The famous and loyal Sir Chriſtopher Seaton, 
who was married to Chri/tzan Bruce, Sitter to King Robert l. 
is very much celebrated in the Account of the Wars man- 
aged aſter the Death of King Alexander III. and no leſs fo 
is that heroick Action of his Son Sir Alexander, in keep- 
ing of the Town of Berwzck, tho? at the Expence of the 
Lives of his T'wo Sons both executed by the Orders of 
that rigorous Prince King Edward III. 


Thoſe Surnames which were obliged to abandon England 
through the Tyranny and Oppreſſion of the Normans, upon 
the Conqueſt of England, are fo very numerous, that I can 
only mention fome tew Inſtances of the ſame. 


As firſt the Le vingſtouns, derived fiom Lewingus, a pro- 
per Name frequent among the Saxons, as was alſo Alphin- 
gut, or as it is ordinarily expreſt Elfhingus, Anceſtor 8 
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ter the ſame Manner denominated the Lands firſt 1 
by him in Mid-Lothian, which by an Heireſs in the

the Elpbingſtouns. Theſe with a great many others, An- 
ceſtors of divers of our principal Surnames, came to Scot. 
land with Edgar Atheling, and his Siſter Margaret, Queen 
to our King Malcolm III. ſome little Time after the Nor. 
nan Conqueſt, and were all courteouſly received, and many 


of them endowed with Eſtates by that magnificent Prince. 


The Anceſtor of the Levingſtouns having ſettled in Weſt 
Lothian, denominated theſe Lands firſt acquired by him 
Levingſtoun from his own proper Name, which continued 
to be ſo for ſome Deſcents. The Firſt of that Surname 
found mentioned in any private Record is called Lewingus 
in the Reign of King David J. This Name was aggran- 


dized by Two ſeveral Means, firſt by Sir Milliam Leving- 


toun's Marriage with the Heireſs of Calender, and with 
her obtaining that Eſtate, in the Reign of King David II. 
Secondly, by Sir Alexander this Sir William's Grandchild's 
being Governour of Scotland in the Minority of King 


James II. 


As the Levingſtouns gave Denomination to their Lands 
in Weſt Lotbian, ſo the Anceſtor of the Elfhingſtouns af. 


eign 
of King James I. came to the Johnſtouns, that Part of 
the Eſtate in Stirling-Shire called formerly Azrthbeg (as 
Mr. Crawford aflerts ) being retained by the Heir Male, and 
changed into that of Elphinſtoun. 


The Hamiltouns, Hepburys, Grays, and a great many o- 


thers are of amore late Deſcent from England than theſe 


already mentioned. All I ſhall obſerve concerning them 
is only in Relation to that of M.AMILTOUN, the De- 
ſcent of which from England ſeems to be of greater Anti- 
quity by far than what is generally aſſerted by our Hiſto- 
rians; and tho? not much to be valued upon other Accounts, I 

am 
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am more apt to joyn Sentiments with the Author of the 
Engliſh Peerage, who affirms the Anceſtor of the Haxl- 
touns to have come to this Kingdom in the Reign of King 
William. And that which in a great Meaſure confirms me 
in this Opinion, is a Charter in the Regiſter of Dunbar tour, 
pertaining to Hamiltoun of Bardowie, granted by Duncan 
Earl of Lennox to John Hamiltoun of Bathernock, now 
Bardowie, upon Reſignation of John Hamiltoun his Father 
of thoſe Lands in the Year 1394, and in the Reign of 
King Robert III. So that the Lord Hamiltoun's Son, who 
married &a/brazth Heireſs of Bathernock, being named by 
all who write of that Surname David, and owned to be 
a later Cadet than the Anceſtors of the Hamltouns of Preſ- 
ton, Innerwick, Bathgate, and a great many others, evinces 
theſe Writers either to be in an Error in relation to the De- 
ſcent of thoſe of Bardovie, or which is more probable, 
in that of the Surname in general, as to their Anceſtor's 
coming to Scotland in the Reign of King Robert J. For 
tho? it be evident, that by ſome ſeveral Deſcents Bardowre's 
Anceſtor is later than divers Cadets of that Family, yet by 
the above Charter in 1394, being only 88 Years poſterior 
to the Coronation of King Robert J. the Grandfather of 
that John, in whoſe Favour that Charter was granted, muſt 
be allowed to have exiſted at, if not before the Coronation 
of the ſaid King, and conſequently before the Time allot- 
ted for the firſt coming of the Anceſtor of the Surname of 
Hamiltoun to this Kingdom. 


The next Claſs of Scotz/Þ Surnames is thoſe whoſe De- 
ſcent is from the French, being alſo a very confiderable 
Part of our Scozz{þ Surnames. The Firſt Inſtance of theſe 
is the Surname of Frazer, ſo denominated from the Three 
Straw-berry Leaves termed in French Frazes, which that 
Surname uſe for Armorial Bearing. Some other Surnames 
of a French Extract have alſo obtained Denominations * 

the 
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the ſame Cauſe, as the Sharps, Purveſſes, and others. The 
Frazers are ſaid to be deſcended of Peter Count of Tyole, 
who came to Scotland ſome little Time after the 
League betwixt Scotland and France. That Surname 


is not only found upon Record, but to have been divided 


in divers great Branches, or Families in the Reigns 
of King Malcolm IV. and K ing William; One of which 
in the Reign of the latter was Chancellour of Scotland. 
That great Man, and loyal Patriot Sir %:, ſo famous 


in the Reign of King Robert IT. was Lord of Tweddale 


and reſided in Olivar-Caſtle in that Country. The Tiweedies, 
now Poſſeſſors of that Caſtle, and adjacent Eſtate, are ſup- 
poſed to be deicended of the ancient Frazers. Lowat's 
Anceſtor was alſo called Sn, his Mother being a Siſter 
of King Robert IJ. From this laſt Son the Lords Lovwat 
are always termed Macſhimes or contractedly Macimmey, 


the ſame with Suſon. whoſe Family is by far the moſt 
numerous of any other of that Surname. 


The Sinclairs are alſo of a Ferch Deſcent, being Earls 
of Orkney, afterwards of Cazthneſs; William, or rather Het: 
ry Earl of Orkney and Cazthneſs being Chancellour in the 
Reign of King Janes II. and of the greateſt Grandeur of 
any Nobleman of his Age. Alſo the Montgomeries, as their 
Arms and Motto evince, are of a Frexch, or as others aſ- 
ſert of a Norman Origin; as are alſo the Bruce]; and the 
Baillies thought to be deſcended of the ancient Balliol;; and 


the Browns, with a great many others, too numerous to be 
here mentioned, 


The Fourth and laſt, and indeed the leaſt Claſs of Scotiſh 
Surnames is thoſe whoſe Deſcent is from Denmark, and ſome 
other Northern Regions. Some Antiquaries, more eſpecially 
our Heraulds, preſume the Ramſeys, Carnegys, and Monrors 
to have come originally from Germany, by reaſon of their 
Armorial Bearings, T he Grants aſſert themſelves to be 


of

of a Daniſh Deſcent from Aquin de Grand or Grant. Sir 


Jobn de Gran? is one of theſe mentioned in the Debates 
which fell out after the Death of King Alexander III. The 


Menzies alſo contend to be of a Dauiſh Extract, as alſo 


ſome others, more eſpecially of the Clans, as ſhall be 
hereafter ſpecified. 


Having thus briefly illuſtrated by Inſtances the ſeveral 


Claſſes of Scoti/þ Surnames, I ſhall proceed next to an Ac- 


count of the Clays, or thoſe whoſe Surnames commence 
with Mac, of which ſuch as are nobilitated being ſo fully 
treated of in the Scoz77/Þ Peerage, ſhall not therefore be 
touched in this Place; nor the Macdowalls of Galloway, 
MI vains, MiGufocks, MCullos, and ſome others, who tho? 
of an ancient Scoiſhßh Extract, yet having no Manner of 
Correſpondence or Agreement in Language, Habit, or any 
other Circumſtances with thoſe moſt properly termed Clans, 
mall not here be infiſted upon. I ſhall therefore confine 
my ſelf wholly tothe Highland Clans, which are ordinari- 
ly conjoined in our old Records and Acts of Parliament.

Account of the 
MACDONALDS. 


WAVING already offered ſome few Arguments for e- 
L vincing of ſome of the Clans, and other Surnames 
of a Scoimſb Extract, to be the genuin Progeny of the 
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ancient Scots, who at different Junctures planted the 
Weſtern Parts of Scotland, 7 ſhall not in this Place further 
inſiſt . 4 Subject, but proceed to an Account of the 
MACDONALD, who for many Ages were of the 
greateſt Eſteem, and deſervedly had the Precedency of o- 
ther Clans. For had not their Fate been to be planted in 
the moſt remote Corners of this Kingdom, and by that 
Means no Object or Occafion offered of exerting that 
Valour and Vigour ſo very natural to them, their Addi. 
ons had been recorded in as bright Characters as thoſe 
of the Duglaſſes, or any others of our heroick Su 
names. | 


The Chiftain or Philaroba of this Tribe or Clan, and 
from whom the principal Men thereof are deſcended, ac- 
cording to Mr. Welſh, and ſome other 177/b, alſo ſome of 
our Soi Senectones or Genealogiſts, about a Century 
before our Saviour's Nativity, was Coll, tonamed Vai, 
who had T'wo- Coufin-Germans of the ſame Name, they 
being by three ſeveral Sons Grand-children to Con Cenchath- 
ach, or Conſtantine Centimachus, King of Ireland, ſo nan- 
ea from his fighting a Hundred Conflicts in his Time 2. 
gain foreign Invaders of his Kingdom, and homebred 
Rebels, as the Tiſh Hiſtory afſerts From theſe Three 
Colls ſome of the moſt ancient of the Clans deduce their 
Deſcent, and as theſe are termed Deſcendants of the Mili. 
an Stem, ſo they are alſo deſigned ioehd nan Colluibh, or 
te Poſterity of the Colle, in like Manner as the Campbell 
are deſigned both Clanoduibbne, and Siol Diarmuid, the 
Children of Duina, and Progeny of Dermud, Two of 
the moſt famed of their Anceſtors. 


Coll Vuais's Son was called Gillebreid, or as our Hiſtorie 
name him Bredius. This Bredius in the Reign of King 
Ederus, about 54 Years before our Sayiour's Nativity, win 
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an Army of his Iflanders entered Moywers, and the other 
Weſtern Continent, which having with great Barbarity de- 
populated, he was in his Return met by King Ederus with 
an Army, and entirely defeated. Bredius hardly eſcaping 
by abſconding himſelf in a Cave, was thence termed Bred:- 
or Gillebreid of the Cave. However after the King's De- 
art ure he obtained new Forces, by which he obliged the 
nhabitants of theſe Parts to become his Tributarles, in 
which he was not diſturbed by King Ederys, then under 
ſome Apprehenſions of an Invaſion by Julius Ceſar, who 


at that ſuncture had invaded the South Parts of Bi. 
tain. 


Bredius's Son was called Sumerledus, from whom the Chiſ- 
tains of that Clan were for ſome Ages deſigned Macſci/les, 
or Sumertedſons, as Richard Southwell an Engliſh Writer, 
in his Account of the petty Kings, or Regul; of ſome of 
the Britiſp Iſles while under the Dominion of the Norvegian 
Kings, aſſerts, who ſays that thoſe Reguli poſſeſt all the 
Illes round Bi lain, at leaſt Svorland, except thoſe Poſſeſt 
by the Son of Sumerledus, being moſt of our bude, or 
Weſtern Ifles then poſſeſt by the M. Donalds. 


Sumerled's Son was called Rannald; Nannald's Son was 
called Donald, which Name continued for ſeveral ſuc- 
ceſſive Generations, and from which that Clan obtained 
their Denomination. The Firſt of theſe Donalds of the 
Iſles found upon Record, was that Donald, who about 
the Year 248 of the Chriſtian Epocha, in the Reign of 
King Findoch, made a Deſcent upon the Continent of 
Argyle, but being defeated by the King, was killed with 
a great many more of his Men: For Revenge of whoſe 
Death his Son of the ſame Name in the Year 262, and firit 
Year of the Reign of King Donald II. with an Army 
entered the Continent, and being encountered with an Ar- 
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my haſtily levied by the King, that Prince was defeated by 
the Iſlanders. The King dying of his Wounds in a few Days, 
Donald of the Ifles uſurped the Government, and retain- 
ed the ſame for Twelve ears, at the End of which he 
was killed by Cratlintb, King Findoch's Son, who kept 
down his Succeſſors, as did ſome of the ſucceeding Kings. 
They made no great Diſturbance for a conſiderable Time, 
till in the Year 962, one of theſe Chiefs of the Ifles, call- 
ed Donald, made an Inſurrection, but was defeated by 
King Eugenius. That Inſurrection made by Donald Baan 
is elſewhere mentioned. 


The Chiefs or principal Perſons of this Surname as ſoon 
as the Title of T have came to be uſed, were among the 
Firſt of our Nobility dignified therewith, by the Title firſ 
of Thanes of the Iſles; and afterwards Thanes of Argyle, 

upon Account of that large Tract of Land poſſeſt by 
the Chiefs of that Surname, befides K 7ntyre and Rnapdale, 
all along the Weſtern Sea-Coaſts of Argyle-Shire. Of 
theſe were the Two ſucceſſive Samerleds, mentioned in the 
Reigns of King Malcolm IV. and King Alexander I. of 
Scotland. The laſt of theſe T'wo Sumerled's Succeſſor was 
EKReginald, or Rannald, mentioned in the Records of the 

Abbey of Paiſley, being Founder of the Abbey of Sanda. 
Rannald's Son was Donald, mentioned alſo in a Mortifica- 
tion made by him to the Abbey of PaZſlay. 


Donald had Two Sons, Angus, or AEneas, his Succeſl- 
or, and Alexander, Progenitor of the Macalaſters in Argyle- 
Shire. This Angus upon Account of a Mortification made 
by him, is mentioned in the Records of the Abbey of 
Paiſly. Angus had alſo Two Sons, Alexander, his Suc- 
ceſſor, and Fohn, Anceſtor of the Maceans of Ardnamur- 
chan, now almoſt extinct. To Alexander, mentioned in 
ſome old Records of Argyle, ſucceeded Angus Moir, 2 
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the Great, who with Two Thouſand Men was with King 
Robert Bruce at the Battel of Baunochburn. Anguss Suc- 
ceſſor was alſo called Angus, being married to a Daughter 
of Okeyan Lord Dunſeverin in Ireland. His Succeſſor was 
John, who very much aggrandized his Family by mar- 
rying of Lady Margaret Stewart, Daughter to King Robert 
II. as is evident by Two Charters: by that King in his Fa- 
vour, by Deſignation of his beloved Son in Law, of the 
Lands of Moydert and Croydert. This Jobn had Four Sons, 
Donald, his Succeſſor; John of Glizs, Anceſtor of the 
Earl of Aztrimin Ireland: Alexander, by ſome ſaid to be 
Anceſtor of the M*Donalds of Keppoch, but both by what 
I can find are Errors; and Allan, who was Anceſtor of the 
Captain of Clanronald; whereas Keppoch's Anceſtor is re- 
ported to have been Rannald, Son to . AlexanTer of Argyle 
and the Iſles, in the Reign of King Alexander III. 


Donald Lord of the Iſles married a Daughter of 
Walter Leſly, who in Right of luis Wife, Daughter of 
William laſt Earl of Roß, was Earl of that Eſtate. He 
had one Son, who left only one Daughter, Heireſs to that 
Earldom; which Daughter having become a Nun, diſpor- 
ed her Eſtate to John Stewart, Earl of Buchan, Second Son 
to Robert Earl of Fife and Monteath, then Governour of 
Scotland. "The Lordof the Ifles judging himſelf prejudg- 
ed by the ſaid Right, applied to the Governour for Redreſs, 


but to no Purpoſe, whereupon reſolving to aſſert his Right 


by Arms, he for that Effect levied Ten, or as moſt aſſert, 
Twelve thonſand Men, and marching through Murray, 
was encountered with an Army of equal Number by Alex- 
ander Stewart Earl of Marr, the braveſt General of his 
Age, at a Village called Harlaw in the Year 1411; be- 
twixt whom was fought the moſt bloody Conflict that for 
many Ages had been obſerved to have been. fought betwixt 
native Scouiſßh Men, till Night parted them. Next Morning 

obſerving, 
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obſerving their mutual Loſs, then marched off with the 
ſmall Remains of their ſeveral Armies. However the Lord 
of the Iſles in a little Time thereafter took Poſſeſſion of 
the Earldom of Roſs, and left the ſame to his Succeſſor, A- 
lex1nder defigned Earl of Roſ5, Kintyre, and Inchegal, or 
Weſt Iſles. He had alſo another Son Donald Balloch, or 
ſpoited Donald, who upon the Acceſſion of King James l. 
to the Throne, and his depriving his Brother Alexander, 
Lord of the Ifles of the Earldom of Ra,, and impriſon- 
ing him, leviedan Army of Ten thouſand Men, and being 
engaged at Emnnerlochy by the Stewarts Earls of Marr, and 
Catthneſs, their Army was defeated by that of Balloch, 
with the Death of the Earl of Cazthrejs one of the Gener- 
als: but upon the King's Approach with another Army, 
Donald Balloch was deſerted Fo great many of his Forces, 


and was obliged to flee to Ireland, where at King Jarre ps 
Deſire he was executed. 


Alexander Earl of Roſs and the Ifles was married to 
the Earl of 2 Daughter, of which Marriage he had 
Three Sons, Jobn, his Succeſſor; Hugb, Firſt of Slate, 
Anceſtor of Sir Donald M Donald; and as moſt affert, A. 
lex inder, Anceſtor of Glengairy. John Earl of Roſs marri- 
ed a Daughter of James Lord Levingſtoun, by whom he had 
no Iflue, and being deprived by Forfaulture of the Earl- 
dom of Roſs, for ſome diſloyal Practiſes in the Minority of 
King James III. his other Eſtate was conveyed in Favour 
of Donald, Grandſon to this Jobs by Angus his natural 
Son. This Donald alſo dying without Iſſue, King James V. 
took the Eſtate into his own Hand ; but this does not hold 
with the Afertion of moſt of the Sexeciones, who record 
the Affairs of this Surname. They controvert the above 
Account by aſſerting, that this Donald laſt Lord of the Iſles 
died in the Reign of King Faxes VI. and leaving no Iflue, 
the King took the Eſtate into his own Hands, and after- 


wards 
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wards diſponed it to a Brother of the Earl of Age, who 
dying without Iſſue, all thoſe Lands tell into the Family 
of Argyle, as they yet continue. That which confirms 
this Opinion, is that the Lord of the Iſles is mentioned in 
Knox's Hiſtory to have received Pay ſrom Herry VIII. 
King of England, in the Time of the Earl of Avrran's 
Regency, which was after the Death of King James V. 
Its alſo aſſerted, that the Anceſtor of M Doxrald of Slate 
was Son to Angus Lord of the Iſles, and Brother to that 
John, whowas married to a Daughter of King Robert II. 
and that the Anceſtor of M*Doxal/d. of Lergie, came off 
the Family of M Donald much about the ſame Time. But 
ſeeing there are more who adhere tothe firſt than the laſt Ac- 
count, I ſhall leave the ſame to be determined by thoſe het- 
ter ſeen in the Concerns of that Name ; obſerving only, 
that M Donald of Hare hath always been reputed the chief 
Family of that Surname ſince the Extinction of the Lords 
of tne Ifles, and as ſuch is always Deſigned by way of Emi- 
mency MACONEL, or MeDONALD, without any fur- 
ther Diſtinction. 


This Surname was formerly, and at preſent divided in- 
to Six different Families, which retain the Surname of M* 
Donald, and other Six. Families which paſs under other 
Denominations, 2 their Deſcent to be off the Fami- 


ly of M Dona! 


The Firſt of thoſe Families who retain the Surname of 
M Donald, is that of Slate, being not only the lateſt de- 
icended, but alſo poſſeſſed of the moſt plentiful Eſtate of a- 
ny other of that Surname both in the Iſle of Sky, and the 
Weſtern Continent of Morvern and Croidert. The preſent 
M Donald of Slate is a Boy, being Son to James McDonald + 
of Orinſay, Second Brother to the late Sir Dozald. The 
next principal Man of that Family is Milliam Wan, 

pre fent. 
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preſent Tutor of Slate, and youngeſt Brother to the ſaid 
Sir Dorald. The principal Reſidence of that Family i; 
the Caſtle of Duntuilim, ſcituated in the North Part of the 
Ifle of Sky. They have alſo another Place of Refidence, 
adorned with ſtately Edifices, pleaſant Gardens, and other 
regular Policies, called Armodel, upon the South Coaſt of 
the ſame Iſle. ne Carl 


The Second Family of that Surname of moſt Repute, 
next to that of Slate, in reſpect of Eſtate and all other Cir- 
cumſtances, is that of Clanronald; The principal Man of 
which is defigned Captain of Clauronald, and in the Ti 
Language Macmhicaillatn, or the Son of Allanſon; it ſeem- 
ivg that his proper Name who was Progenitor of this Sept, 
and came firſt off the Family of M Donald was Allan. The 
whole Tribe is alſo termed Siolaillain or the Progeny of All 
an. The Perſonof beſt Repute of this Family, next to the 
Captain, is Macronald of Bencula. This Family having 
an old Quarrel with the Surname of Frazer, determined the 
ſame by a formal Conflict in the Time of the Regency of 
Queen Mary of Fuſe, Mother to Queen Mary of Scotland, 
at the Village of Harlaw, famous for the Battel fought for- 
merly thereat by Hrewart Earl of Marr, and M Donald 
Earl of Rojs. There were faid to be upwards of Two 
thouſand Men on both Sides, of which ſcarce a Hundred are 
ſaid to have ſurvived that fatal Conflict. The Northern 
Branch of the Name of Fazer was in a Manner intirely 
cut off, but Providence favoured them ſo far, that Eighty 
of their principal Men left their Wives with Child, all 
of whom were delivered of Sons, who all came to Age. 
The Principal Refidence of the Captain of Clanronald is 
Caſtletirin, in the Weſtern Continent of Moidert, where 2 
good Part of this Gentleman's Eſtate lies, the other Part 
lying in North and South UV, in the firſt of which Illes 
the Captain ordinarly reſides,

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The Third Family of beſt Repute of that Surname 
is M Donald of Gleygary. The next principal Man of 
this Family to Glengary is Angus M Donald, Brother to 
the late Glengar), a Gentleman of good Account and Cir- 
cumſtances. GElengary's Intereſt lyes moſtly in that Part of 
Lochaber within the Shire of Inverneſs. Glengary in their 
native Languge is defigned Macmbicalleſter, or the Son of 
Alexander. his Gentleman's Reſidence is the Caſtle 
of Tynergray in Lochaber, but that Caſtle not being now in 
Repair, he reſides in an Ifland in a Loch, called Lochea- 


wich, in the ſaid Country. 


The Fourth principal Family of this Surname is 
that of Kepoch, ordinarily defigned Macbicraneill, or the 
Son of Ronaldſon. His Reſidence is in Kepoch in the low- 
er Part of Lochaber, which together with Glenroy, the Pro- 
perty whereof belongs to the Laird of M*Into/b, being a 

rge Trac of Land, is poſſeſt by the preſent Kepoch, and 
hath been ſo for divers Ages by his Anceſtors, without 
any other Acknowledgement to M*I»zo/þ, than ſuch a 
Gratuity as they thought fit to give. The late Laird of Mac- 
intoſb in the Year 1687 endeavouring to diſpoſſeſs Kepouch 
of theſe Lands by Force, raiſed Twelve hundred of 
his own Men, and obtained from the Government the 
Concurrence of a Company of the regular Forces, under 
Command of Captain M*Kenzze of Suddey. Kepoch, with a ' 
few -more then the half of that Number encountered with 
Mintoſb and his Party, and entirely defeated the ſame, with 
the Death of Captain M*<K exz:e, and a great many others, 
having taken MIxtaſb Priſoner, and obliged him to re- 
nounce his Pretenfions to thoſe Lands, for which Kepoch 
was denounced Rebel; but the Revolution coming on 
the ſubſequent Year, he was not further proſecuted for 
that Affair, and the preſent Laird of M*In7o/b having 
Cc given 
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given him a new Grant of theſe Lands, he continues in Poſ- 
ſeffion of the ſame. Next to this Family are Rofald, 
Alexander, and Angus, Brethren to the preſent Coll Mac. 
donald of Repoch. ichen Ai 


The Fifth principal Family of this Surname is that of 
Largy. This Gentleman's Refidence is in the South Part 
of the Peninſula of Kintyre, within Four Miles of the 
Mule, or Cape of Kintyre. The next Man of, Account 


to this Family is M Donald of Sanda reſiding in the ſaid

The Sixth principal Family of this Name is M*Doyald 


of Glencoe, his Reſidence being in Polliwiig in Glencoe. 
The next principal Man of this Family is M Donald of 
 Atiniatain in the ſame Country. 


'The Firſt of thoſe Families of another Denomination, 


which derive their Origin from that of M Donald, is that 
of M*Calleſter, the principal Man of which is M Calleſter 
of Loup, whoſe principal Reſidence is in Aird patrick upon 
the South Side of the Weſt Loch- Tarbit in Knapdale, in 
the Shire of Sl rk The next principal Man of this 
Family is MCalleſter of Tarbit in the ſame Shire. 


The Second principal Family of thoſe of another 
Denomination, is that of M*Nab, his principal Reſidence 


being at Krnally in Braidalbin, in the Shire of Perth. 
This Gentleman is recorded to be deſcended of 2 Son of 


the Firſt Abbot of Tychchaffery, whoſe Surname was Mac. 


donald, in the Beginning of the Reign of King Alexander 


IT. The Lairds of M*Nab had of old a very good In- 
tereſt in thoſe Parts, but loſt the greateſt Part thereof 
upon Account of their affiſting of M*Dougal Lord of Lorv, 
againſt King Robert Bruce, at the the Conflict of _ 
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There are M*Nabs of Incheun, and Acbarn, with ſeveral 
other landed Gentlemen, befides the principal Family in 
thoſe Parts. There is alſo a pretty numerous Sept of the 
M*Nevs in the County of Dunegale in Ireland, who term 
themſelves MNabazzes, but own their Deſcent from the 
Scoti/þ M*Nabs, or Abborſons. - | 


The Third Family of this Kind, is that of the Mn 
tyres, the principal Perſon of theſe being M*intyre of 
Glennoe, in Glenurchie, in the Shire of Perth. The other 
. of that Name are the MunHhires of Corries, and 
Cruachan. 


The Fourth Family of this Kind is that of Mabie, 
whoſe Anceſtors for many Ages were Lairds of the Iſle 
of Collinſay, which was violently wreſted from that Fami- 
ly in the Beginning of the Reign of King Charles I. by 
Coll keitach M Donald, who loſt his Life, and unjult 
Purchaſe in the Time of the Civil Wars: But the In- 
tereſt was never reſtored to M. Apbie. The greateſt Part 
of that Name reſide in Lochabcr, and upper Lorn. 


The Fifth of theſe Families is that of M*Kechorrs, 
whoſe principal Reſidence is at K7lle!lan, within Two 
Miles of the Cape of Kintyre. The Sixth and Laſt is 
that of the M*Kecbnies. The Intereſt of the principal 
Perſon of theſe was at T3»zay in the South Part of Kin- 


ye. 


Beſides theſe mentioned, there are divers other ſmall 
Clans, who tho' not deſcended from, yet of a long Time 
have been Dependants upon the M Donalds, as the M KIxu- 
ings of the Iſle of Skye, whoſe Chief is the Laird of M*Kin- 
1ey, a Gentleman of a good Eſtate in that Iſle, and in 
Mall, and Depending on the Family of Slate, The 
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MWalricks alſo, who derive their Origin from one Ul- 
rick Kennedy, a Son of the Family of Dunuret, who for 
Slaughter fled divers Ages ago to Lochaber, his Progeny 
from the proper Name of their Anceſtor deriving their Sur- 
name of M*Walricks, the principal Perſon of whom is 
M*Walrick of Linachan in Lochaber, who with his Sept are 
Dependants of the Family of Kepoch ; as are the M*Key- 
ricks, being originally M. Nauchlaus, Dependants on the Fa- 
mily of Glencoe. The MCillnories, and others are De- 
pendants on the Family of Clengary, as are the M*Dlrevies 


on the Family of Clanronald, with divers others, too nu- 
merous here to be mentioned. 


The M Donalds in their Atchievements or Armorial

particularly of LORN. 


HE Surname of M*Dovgal, tho? now ſomewhat low, 
yet in reſpect of the ancient Power, Grandeur, and 
thereof deſeryes in Juſtice to be mentioned next 
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to that of M Donald; the Chiefs or principal Men of that 
Surname being for ſome conſiderable Time dignified with 
the Title of Lords of Lorn, a Country of a very large Ex- 
tent, and of old valued a 700 Merk Land. Theſe Lords 
of Lorn from the Beginning of the Reign of King WII. 
liam the Lyon, till the Reign of K. Robert J. were of the 
greateſt Power of any other of the Highland Clans; the 
Family of Macdonald being very much depreſſed in thoſe 
Times, by Reaſon of the Inſurrections made againſt the 
Government by the Two ſucceſſive Sumerled;, Chiefs of 
that Surname. It might be rationally preſumed, that the 
M Dougals of Lorn are Cry deſcended of the Fami- 
ly of M Dongal of Galloway, if not abſolutely, at leaſt 
among the moſt ancient Families of Scotland; the Ar- 
morial Bearing of both theſe Families, which is the moſt 
Authentick Document can be adduced in this Caſe, dif- 
fering very little in any material Circumſtance. Never- 
theleſs the M Dougals of Lorn, for any thing I can find, 
refuſe their Deſcent to he from thoſe of Galloway, making 
it from one of theſe Colls already mentioned in the Ge- 
nealogy of the M Donalds, at leaſt from the Mileian Race 


of the ancient Kings of Ireland, in common with ſome others 
of the moſt ancient Highlands Clans. 


The Firſt to be met with on Record of theſe Lords of 
Lorn, is Duncan, who, in the latter Part of the Reign 
of King William, founded the Priory of Ardchattan in 
Lorn, who had Two Sons, Alexander, his Succeſſor, and 
Duncan. Alexander married a Daughter of John Cumin 
Lord of Badenocbh, Chief of that potent and numerous Sur- 
name. Of this Marriage he had John Bacach, or halting, his 
Succeſſor. This John Lord of Lory, upon King Robert 
I. his killing John Cumin Lord of Badenoch, Lorn's Cou- 
fin, at Dumfries, became upon that Account an inveterate 
Enemy to that King, and his Intereſt, and as ſuch uſed 


his 
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his utmoſt, Efforts in moleſting Sir Neil Campbel of Lock- 
cw, the Kings Brother in Law, and other Loyaliſts in thoſe 
Parts. For Relief of whom the King with a Party 
of his Friends, marched for Argyle-Shire but before he 
could joyn his Friends there, the Lord of Lors with an 
Army vaſtly ſuperior to his, encountergd him and his ſmall 
Party at Stra:2hfillan upon a Plain, called as yet from that 
Event Dalree, or King's Plain, and did ſo far overpower 
the King's Forces, that aſter a ſharp Confli he entirely 
de ſeated the ſame. The King himſelf narrowly eſcaped 
being either killed or taken, one of Lorn's Souldiers hav- 
ing taken hold of his Scarf, worn bendways over his Shoul- 
der, and tho' the King knocked the Souldier dead with a 
ſlice] Mace, yet he did not let go his Hold till the King 
was obliged to looſe the Buckle which faſtned the Scarf, 
and to leave the ſame in the Souldier's Hands; which large 
Silver Buckle was of late extant in the Hands of the Laird 
of M Dongal, if not as yet, as a Memorial or Trophy of 
that Victory. The King was again aſſaulted by Three 
robuſt Fellows of Lors Men, called Macayorſorrs, who 
_£ncountering him in a ſtrait Paſs, one of them ſeized his 
Bridle, and another his Leg, and the Third jumpt on behind 
him; nevertheleſs ſuch was the unparallelled Valour and 
Preſence of Mind of that Heroick Prince, that in the End 
he diſpatched thoſe Three Rufhans, and eſcaped, but was 
neceffitated to quit his Horſe, coming on Foot for Two 
Miles of very bad Way, to the upper End of Lochlomond, 
and for Twelve Miles more through Woods, and Precipices 
all alone along the North fide of that Loch, having lodged 
the Night the Battel was fought in a Cave in Crazeroſtane in 
the Pariſh of Bucharan, called as yet the King's Cave, 
and as is aſſerted by Tradition, having come next Day 
to Maurice Laird of Buchanan, he conducted him to Mal- 
colm Earl of Lennox, by whom he was preſerved for ſome 
Time, till he got to a Place of Safety. 8

Conquerour, at his Conqueſt of England, Anno. 1c66, i 
Gira/do got from the Conquerour the Lordſhip of Mid ſor, 
from which he was afterwards deſigned of Mind ſor 
as were his Poſterity, from his proper Name, Fitzgiralds 
or Giraldſons. Maurice Fitzgirald, Grandchild to this Firſt 
Girald, by Orders of Strangbow Earl of Pembroke, with 
Four Hundred and Ninty Men, in the Year 1169, went in 
Aid of Dermud Macmurcho, Provincial King of Lcigſter to 
leland, being the firſt Exgliſbman, who in a hoſtile Zan- 
ner invaded that Kingdom, whatever Atwood, and other 
obſcure Engli/b Writers aſſert to the Contrary: The 
Ground of F7:zgrrat2's Invaſion being briefly as follows. 


In the Reign of Roderick Oconor, laſt principal King 
of Treland, the ſaid Dermud took away by Force Orork, 


Provincial King of Meazh's Lady, or Queen, which In- 


jury while Orork endeavoured to reſent, he, and his Party 
were defeated by the Leinſtrians; in which Exigence hav- 
ing Recourſe to the Principal K ing, he was fo effectual- 
ly affiſfted by him, as obliged M*Myr-bo, after ſome De- 


feats to abandon Jreland, and betake himſelf to the Court 


of King Henry II. of England, to whom relating his Mil- 
fortune, he implored his Aid for recovering his Principa- 
lity, which upon being done he offered to reſign in his 
Favour: King Heyry being a Prince who meaſured the 
27 of moſt Cauſes, if in any Way beneficial to him, 
y the Length of his Sword, would willingly have com- 
plyed with M Muarcho's Requeſt, had he not been ingaged 
in a War with France. However he iſſued out Proclama- 
tions authorizing any of his Subjects that pleaſed, to ad- 
venture in behalf of that juſtly diſtreſſed Prince, premi- 
ſing to maintain them in Poſſeſſion of what they could ac- 
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quire in that Kingdem; upon which Richafd Strangbow Earl 
of Pembroke, a Nobleman no leſs powerful than popular in 
Wales, condeſcended to go to Ireland with Dermud, upon Con- 
dition that upon Recovery of Leinſter. he ſhould give him 
the ſame, and his only Daughter in Marriage, which be. 
ing readily agreed to, Pembroke ſent firſt over Maurice 
F:!zgirald, as already mentioned, and went afterwards 
himſelf, with greater Forces; and having de feated the J 

in a Conflict, recovered Leiaſter, and married M*Myrcho's 
Daughter. King Henry hearing of his Subjects Succeſs, 
patched up a Peace with France, and in the Year 1170, or a 
others 1171, went over unto that Kingdom, with an Army 
of Twenty Thouſand Men, and by the Aſſiſtance of the 
treacherous Leinſtrians, obtained a Victory over Oconor 
the principal King, who in a ſhort Time thereafter died. 
After his Death the King of England ſettled his Conqueſt 
of that Kingdom, as the ſame hath continued ever fince, 
notwithſtanding of the many Efforts at divers JunQures 
uſed by the native Tr/Þ for ſhaking off that Yoke. 


The Family of Stra»ghoww in a little Time became extinct, 
to which in Grandeur ſucceeded that of F7:zgtrald, be- 
ing divided into T'wo powerfull Families, the Earls of 
Deſmond, and Kildare, concerning each of which Two 
I ſhall relate a certain remarkable Paſſage, ere I pro- 
ceed to my deſigned Subject, The Firſt is in Relation to 
that of Deſmond, of which Family were Seven Brethren 
in the Beginning of the Reign of Queen Elzaveth, or ra- 
ther Queen Mary of England, who being accuſed of ſome 

Practiſes againſt the Government, were by the Queen's 
Orders carried unto Exgland, and relying either on their 
| Innoeence, or the Interpoſition of powerfull Friends, ap- 

ared very chearful for ſome Hours after they went on 

oard, till at length enquiring at the Captain the Name o 
the Ship, they were told it was named the Gow, upon hea 
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ing of which they all fell a weeping, the Reaſon of which 
ſudden Change being demanded by the Captain, he was 
told there was an old Prophecy among the Hi, that Se- 
ven Brethren, the moſt noble of the Kingdom, ſhould be at 
once carried to Eyglard in the Belly of a Cow, none of 
which ſhould ever return, and now tho? the Thing ap- 
peared very ridiculous, they were afraid, that it would 
be accompliſhed; as accordingly it was, none of them hav- 
ing ever returned, ſome of them baniſhed, others executed, 
and their Eſtate forfaulted, ſo that in a ſhort Time that flou- 
riſhing Family was ruined, The other relating to Kildare 
is, that in the Reign of King Henry VII. of England, 
that Earl was very ungovernable, againſt whom frequent 
Complaints were made to the King, concluding with this 
that all Jreland could not govern the Earl of K7/4-re. 
Then ſaid the King, ſhall that Earl govern all Peland. 
Upon which he ſent him a Commiſſion for being Lieutenant 
of that Kingdom, which unexpected Favour had ſuch 
Effect upon him that he continued afterwards a very duti- 
full and loyal Subject to that King. 


There are divers other good Families of this Kingdom 
deſcended of thoſe TWO Honourable Families, as the Mac- 
kenzies, of Colin Fitzgerald, Son to the Second Earl of 
Deſmond, who for his Service at the Battel of Largs a- 
gainſt the Danes, Anno 1264, obtained from King Alex- 
ander III. the Lands of Kintail, from whoſe Son Kenner, 
the MKenzies are denominated, by Contraction in ſtead 
of Kennethſons. The Adairs, and divers others are alſo 
deſcended of the Fitzgiralds, as are the M*Leans, ſo ter- 
med contractedly, but more properly M*GiHeans, Fitzgir- 
ald, Brother, as ſome ſay, to Colin, Anceſtor of the Mac- 
keyzies. But others with more Probability aſſert, this &illean 
to have been a Son of the Earl of Kildare, and either at, 
or in a little Time after his Couſin's coming, to have come 
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to Scotland, where falling into great Favour with Mac. 
donald Lord of the Iſles he obtained from him the Lands 
of Avror, afterwards in a ſmall Time the whole Iſles of 
Mull, Tyree, Coll, and others, being a very large Eſtate, 
While the Family of M Donald continued in Gran- 
deur, Maclean was always his Lieutenant in Martial 
Expeditions, as in the Battel of Harlaw; in which 
MLeun, and Irwin of Drum, upon Account of ſome an. 
cient Quarrel betwixt their Families, and having no K now. 
ledge ot ene another till they had got it from their Armorial 
Bearings, or Coats of Arms, painted as was uſual in thoſe 
Times upon their Shields, engaged .Hand to Hand, and 
died both upon the Spot, 


M Lean, with his Name and Dependants, was at the 
Battels of Floudon, and Pinky, as was Hector M. Lean, and 
his Regiment, conſiſting of Six Hundred Men, at the Con. 
flict of Ennerkeithing, in the Reign of King Charles ILY 
in which he, and his Regiment, after a valiant Refiſtance, 
were killed by the Eugliſh, few, or none eſcaping. 'This 
Surname has been known for ſome Ages bygone in Brav- 
ery and Loyalty to be inferiour to no other of this King- 
dom. The Laird of M*Leaz's Eſtate was evicted for Debt 
by the preſent Duke of Avregyle's Grand- father, and is now 
in the Duke's Hands. Hector, the preſent Laird, is abroad 
The principal Reſidence of the Lairds of M*Leas is the 
{ſtrong Caſtle of Dowar?, ſituated upon the North Shore of 
the Ifle of Mull. There was another impregnable Fott 


belonging to this Family, at a little Diſtance from Mul 
called Kerniburg. 


The next to the Laird of M Leas, is M Lean of Bic 
lois, The Perſon of beſt Eſtate now of that Name, | 
M*Lean of Lochbyy, who hath a good Caſtle and Eſtate 
in Mull, There is. M*Leas of Coll, being tia 
and 
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Iſland at ſome Leagues Diſtance from Mull. There is 
alſo upon the oppoſite Conginent to Mull a Gentleman 
of good Account, deſigned M. Lean of Ardgower. He is 
defigued ordinarly Macmbicew!n or the Son of Fiughſon, 
his Anceſtor, a Son of the Laird of M+:Leay, being pro- 
perly named Hugh. There are alſo a great Number of 
other Gentlemen of that Name in thoſe Parts, There is 
a Gentleman termed Macgure of Uluva, being a pretty 
large Ifle to the South Weſt of Mull, of which this Gentle- 
man is Proprietor, and was a Dependant upon the Fa- 
mily of M Lean, while in a Flouriſhing Condition, but ſince 
the Decline of that Family, continues peaceable in his own 
Ifand, not much concerned with any Affairs that occur 
in any other Parts of this Kingdom. There is in Athole, 
and other Northern Places, a Sept termed the Maco/ays, 
ſome of which are in Hirling-Shire, termed M*Lavs, de- 
ſcended alſo of the Family of M*Leas. 


Divided by a ſmall Arm of the Sea from the Weſt 

Point of Mall, is the Iſle Jona, or Tcolmki!ll famous for 
the ancient Monaſtery and Church fituated therein, and 
no leſs ſo upon Account of the Burial-place of 43 of our 
Scoiiſh Kings, with divers ofthe Kings of Ireland, and Nor- 
way, as alſo of moſt of the principal Families of our 
Highland Clans. The Ruins of theſe once lately Edi- 
fices and Monuments evince their Beauty when in Repair. 
There are Two fingular Kinds of Stones to be found there, 
of which are a great many Tombs, and Croſſes, and which 
compoſes the very Mold round that Church, and of which 

conſiſts a great Deal of the more ornamental Parts of all 
theſe Structures; the one of them being of a crimſon red 
Colour, the other white, the Nature of which cannot be 
ealily diſcovered. Theſe Stones in outward Appearance 
reſemble Marble, but are much harder, and not ſo brittle, 


and are ſomewhat porous, and fully as light as any Iyory 
| | Or 
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or Ebony. There is none of that Kind of Stone to be found, 
in any other Part of Britain, or Ireland, but only in that 
Iland, and in another little ruinous Church dedicated to 
St. Colm, cloſe by the Mule of K intyre called Kilchollumkill.

found, and by that Name always acknowledged to 
be Daniſh, one of the Anceſtors of the ſame in King 
William's Reign, being the King of Denmark or Norway's 
Vicegerent over the Ifles belonging to that King along the 
Coaſts of Scotland, from whoſe proper Name of Leodias, 
that Surname derived the Denomination of Macleods. From 
| Two Sons of Leodius, called Torquil, and Norman, that 
Surname was divided for a confiderable Time into Two 

rincipal Families of Sol Torquil and So Tormaild, or the 
Proneny of Torquil, and Norman. The Firſt of theſe 


was 
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was Proprietor of Lewis, and the Second of Fiariſe, from 
which Two Eſtates theſe Families were deſigned. Which 
Families at the Expultion of the reſt of their Country-men 
by King Alexazder III. were in ſuch Favour with the 
King, and ſome of his principal Nobility, that they were 
allowed to continue in Poſſeſſion of their large Eſtates, and 
alſo obtained the Benefit of being naturalized. After 
which they continued for divers Ages in a flouriſhing Con- 
dition, till in the Reign of King James VI. that Mac- 
leod of Lewis had the Misfortune of falling into ſome 
diſloyal Practiſes, for which he was forfeilted. King 
James having a Deſign of civilizing and improving that 
large and fertile Iſland, thought that a fit Opportunity of 
falling on that Project, and in order thereto, gave a Grant of 
the Lewis to certain Gentlemen of the Shire of Fife, for 
Payment of a ſmall Smm of Feu-Duty, and ſome other 
Caſualties. M<Leod of Lewis dying, theſe Gentlemen 
thought to get their Deſign with all Facility accompliſh- 
ed, but were very far diſappointed; for notwithſtanding 
that they built pretty good Houſes near one another, in 
the Form of a Village, for their mutual Defence, yet 
Murds M*<Leod, Baſtard Son to M*Leod of Lewis, with 
{ome of his Father's Tenants and Dependants, aſſaulted 
the Fife-Lairds in their Village, and having fired their 
Houſes, obliged them all to become his Priſoners, and for 
Preſervation of their Lives, to ſwear that with the utmoſt 
Diligence they would abandon the Iſland, and never re- 
turn, which was punctually performed. The King find- 
ing this Method would not do, gave in a ſhort Time 
thereafter a Grant of the Lewis to the Earl of Seafort, 
who with his Clan, refiding upon the oppoſite Continent, 
obtained Poſſeſſion thereof, and the more eaftly, in re- 
gard the ſaid Myrdo M*Leod died about that Time; after 
which for Security of his Poſſeſſion, Seafort, or as others 


ſay, one of his Sons, married a Daughter of the laſt Mac- 
E e leod 
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lead of Lewis, and retained Poſſeſſion of that Eſtate in all 
Time thereafter without Diſturbance. Since the Extindi. 
on of the Family of Levis, the principal Perſon and Chief 
of that Surname, is M*Leod of Harriſe, being a Gentleman 
of the greateſt Eſtate of any of our Highland Clans; his 
principal Reſidence is the ſtrong Caſtle of Dun veggan in 
Sky, in which Ifle the moſt Part of his numerous Clan 
reſide, of whom are a great Number of Gentlemen of good 
Account. 


The Perſon of that Name (for any Thing I can find 
next to M Leod's Family. is M. Leod of Tailisker. Thoſe 
of other Denominations deſcended of that Surname, are the 
M-*<G7llechollams, the Chief of which is M Gzllechollum of 
Raarſa, a confiderable Ifland near Skye. He hath a pretty 
numerous Clan, not only in thoſe Parts, but alſo in the 
Shires of Perth, and Argyle, tho“ ſome in the laſt off 
theſe Shires term themſelves M*Callums, pretending to be 
Campbels; but its generally thought theſe are led ſo to do,. 
more by Intereſt, than by Juſtice, there being no ſatisfy- 
ing Reaſon given by them of their being of a different 

Stem from thoſe others of that Name, who own then. 

ſelves to be M:Leods. The Second Sept deſcended of the 

M Leod,, is the M Criomans, whereof there are divers 

in the above mentioned Two Shires. The Third Sept 

is that of the M*Liews, ſome of which are in the Shire 
of S!irling. 


M Leod carries for Arms, Azure; a Caſtle triple tower- 
ed, and embattelled, Argent, maſoned Sable, and illumi- 
nated Gules. 
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Account of the 
IMACINTOSHES 
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 MACPHERSONS. 


H E Surname of M Intaſb, as a Genealogical Ac. 
count thereof in my Hands, and all other Accounts 
of the ſame aſſert, is deſcended of that ancient and 

heroick Family of Macdsff, Thane, and afterwards Earl 
pf Fife. The Anceſtor of that Name, according to the 
bove Account was Sheagh, or Shaw M Du, Second Son 
to Conſtantine, Third Earl of Fife, and Great Grandchild 
to Duncan M. Daf, laſt Thane, and Firſt Earl of Fife of 
that Name. This Shaw Macduf went with King MalcolLy 
IV. as one of his Captains in that Expedition he made againſt 
the rebellious Murrays, and other Inhabitants of Murray- 
land, in the Year 1163. After the Suppreſſion of that Rebel- 
lion, Shaw M Duff in Reward of his eminent Service u- 
pon that Occafion, obtained from the King the Conſtable- » - 
ſhip or Government of the Caſtle of Izwerneſs, with a con- 
fderable Intereſt in Land in Peaty, Breachly, and other 
adjacent Places to that Caſtle, with the Forreſtry of the 
Forreſt of Straithbherin, all which formerly belonged to ſome 
ofthe Rebells. The Country People of thoſe Parts, upon 
Notice of Shaw's Deſcent, gave him the Name of M- 
toſbich, or Thane's-ſon, the old Title of Thane, by which his 
Anceſtors were ſo long _— obtaining more 1 
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the Vulgar than the new one of Earl, fo lately brought 
into Uſe. So that he continued not only himſelf to be ſo 
denominated always thereafter, but tranſmitted the ſam 
as a Surname to his Poſterity, which is yet retained ; tho 
as it would ſeem, there was one of his Sons, who in ſteat 
of Macinto/b, chuſed rather to derive his Surname from thi: 
Shaw's proper Name, being Anceſtor of the Shaws o 
R1thimurchaſs in Badenoch, one of whoſe Sons calle 
Ferqubard Shaw, having ſettled in Marr, was Anceſtor © 
the Ferqubarſns there, the principal Perſon of which 
Ferquharſon of Iunercauld, a Gentleman of a good Eſtate 
There are alſo Ferqubarſons of Inverray, and a good man 
more Gentlemen of that Surname in thoſe Parts. "Theſc 
are termed in Ir/þb M*&znlays from Finlay moir, one 0 
their Anceſtors, who bore the royal Standard at the Batte 
of Flowdon, or Pinky, in which he was killed. Ther 
are divers Gentlemen, and others of the Vulgar Sort in thi 
Northern Parts, who retain the Surname of Shaw ; ſo tha 
its pretty clear our Southern Shaws, of which Shaw 0 
Greenoch, is Chief, are of the ſame Stem. 


Angus, the Fiſth in Deſcent from Shaw M Daf, mar 
ried the only Daughter and Heireſs of G/Ipatr:ck, Son o 
Dougal dall, or Dougal the blind, Son of Gilcattan in th 
Year 1291: This Gzlfatrick was Chief of the Tribe 0 
Clanchattan, whoſe Eſtate and Chiefship by this Marriagt 
was conveyed to the Family of MIt, whence he wa 
for a long Time defigned Captain of the Clanchattu 
The principal Perſon of that Name, next to the Laird 0 
Macintoſh, is Brigadeir Macintoſh of Borlum. There a 
alſo Macintoſbes of Averardor, Stron, Connidge, and a grea 
many others of good Account of that numerous Surname 
Macintoſh of Monnywaird, by this Account is reckoned thi 
Firſt Cadet of the Family of Macintaſb, deſcended o 
Edward, Son to the Second Laird of Macintaſb, out the 


— 
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Year 1200; but Monnywaird refuſes this, and differs both 
in his Surname, and Armorial Bearing from the other Mac- 
intoſbes, always deſigning himſelf To/bach, and allerting 
that his Anceſtor was a Son of the Earl of Fiſe. 


The Claucharlans derive their Origin from the Charrs; 
a German Tribe, which is ſaid to have come here long 
before the Expulfion of the Picis, there being no other 
Ground for this Allegation, than the Affinity of the 
Denomination of this Surname to that Tribe. But the Ac- 
count of the Family of Macintaſb, with more Probability - 
derives the Origin of that Name M*C277a» or Gilebattan 
from Ireland, and ſo to be accounted an ancient Scoti/h 
Name, that of Cathay being an ancient Sti proper Name, 
as for Inſtance St. Cazhay, one of our primitive Scoti/h 
Chriſtians, or Saints, to whom was dedicated the Priory of 
Ardchattan in Lorn, and ſome others in this Kingdom, and 
from the proper Name of this Saint was named Gillecatlan, 
as Gillecollum and Gille pad were from the proper Names 
of St. Colin, and St. Patrick, with a great many more of that 
Kind. 


The principal Perſon or Chief of the CIanchatian in the 
Reign of King David I. dying without Male Iſſue, his 
Brother Murdo, in Iriſh termed Muriach, Parſon of the Church 
of Kinguiſſy in Badenoch, was aſſumed by the Clan for Cap- 
tain, or Chief, who had Two Sons G7llecatian, his Suc- 
ceſſor, and Ewan Baan, or Hugh the Fair, his Second Son, 
who had Three Sons, Kenneth Anceſtor of the M®Pherſons 
of Cluny, Fobr, Anceſtor of Pirmean, aud Gilcbriſt, An- 
ceſtor of Invereſy. Some of this Ewan Baan's Poſterity 
aſſumed the Surname of M Marrichs, or Mardoſons, from 
their Anceſtor's proper Name, others of them M*Pherſons 
from his Function; but both aknowledge one Chief, being 
M Ppberſon of Cluny, whoſe Eſtate and Reſidence, as alſo 
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that of his Clan, is in BaJenoch. The principal Perſon of 
that Clan next to Cluny is M*Pherſon of Nuid. There are 
alſo 33 ha of Invereſy, Pitmean, with a good many 
other Gentlemen of both the above mentioned Septs in 
Badenoch, and the adjacent Places, being accounted ſo 
many of the beſt Men of the Clans. The principal Re- 
ſidence of the Laird of M*I»zo/þ is in an Ifle of a Loch 
upon the Border of Lochaber, called Lochmoy, and thence 
the Ifle of Moy, He hath another Caſtle called Delgan- 
roſs, upon the Northfide of the River of Spey, 1n the Head 
of Murray, or Shire of Inverxeſs. 


The Laird of M<I»!9/þ carrys quarterly, Or, a Lyonramp- 
ant, Gules, as Cadet of M*Duff. 2d. Argent, a dexter Hand 
couped feſſways, graſping a Man's Heart, paleways Gules.

CLANDONNOCHIE 


HE Surname of Robertſos is deſcended of One Dun- 
can croſda, ot croſgrained, a Son of M Donald, Lord 
of the Ifles, about the Reign of King Milliam the Lyon, 
But I did not enumerate this Surname among the Deſcend- 
ants of other Denominations of that Family, in regard that 
of Robertſon hath for divers Ages been reputed a diſtinct 
Surname, and had no Dependance upon that of M Donald. 
So that altho* this above Account be the moſt ge- 
erally received in relation to the Deſcent of that Sur- 
name, I am not poſitive how far it is acquieſced in by 
thoſe of the ſame. However this Surname of Robertſon 
hath been of good Repute for fome Ages bygone ; thoſe 
of that Surname are in Þ7/ termed Clandonnochie, or Dur- 
cayſons, ſo denominated from the proper Name of their 
Anceſtor, but in Engliþ termed Robertſons, from one 
Robert, Cheif of that Name, who fignalized himſelf very - 
much in the Reign of King Janes I. and apprehended Ro 
bert Graham, one of that King's Murderers. 


The Surname of Seis are ſaid to be defcended of the 
Family of Strowan, and obtained the Name of Skein, for 
killing a very big and fierce Wolf ata Hunting, in Com- 
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any, with the King in Stocket-Forreſt in Athole, having 
Killed the Wolf with a Dagger, or Skezn, as the Arms and 
Motto of that Surname pretty clearly evince. Alſo the Col. 
liers are of this Surname, one of the ſame being cloſely purſu · 
ed for Slaughter, did hide himſelf in a Coal-pit, and ſo eſcap- 
ed. Of this are Collier Earl of Porimore, and divers others 
of good Account in Holland. Robertſon of Stroway is Cheif 
of that Name. His Refidence is with moſt of his Clan in 
Athole, at Strowan-Caſtle. His Arms are, Three Wolf 
Heads erazed, Gules, with a monſtrous Man in Chains, for 


Compartment, upon Account of one of his Anceſtor's ſeiſing 
the above mentioned Robert Graham. 
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Account of the Surname of 


H E Laird of M*Farlane ( whoſe Anceſtor Gilchrif,, 
6 þ Son to Aluin, and Brother to Malduin, both Earls 


of Lennox, obtained the Lands of Arrochar about the 
Year 1200, in the Reign of King William ) being now 
reputed Heir Male of that great and ancient Family, it 


w1ll not be amiſs, before I proceed to give an Account of 


his Family, to premiſe ſomething concerning the Antiqui- 
ty and Origin of the old Earls of Lennox, from whom he 
has the Honour to be deſcended. 


Peter Walſh, in his Animadverſions on the Hiſtory of 
Velaud, derives their Defcent from Mainus, Son of Corus, 


Provin- 
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Provincial King of Leinſter, who is ſaid to have come to 
Scotland, in the Reign of King Fincormachus, and to have 
married Mungenia, that King's Daughter. This Mainus 
being ſurnamed Lena, the Eſtate he obtained from the 
ſaid King was called Lemnich, or Lennox, which in aſter 
Ages became a Surname to his Poſterity: But this Ac- 
count ſeems too fabulous to deſerve any Credit. 

Our own Antiquaries with far greater Probability, which 
is alfo confirmed by a conſtant and inviolable Tradition, 
derive the Origin of this ancient Family from Aluin, or 
Alcain, a younger Son of Kenneth III. King of Scotland, 
who died in the Year 994. From this Alain deſcended 
in a direct Male Line Ark}, who was contemporary with 
King Edgar, and King Alexander I. and ſeems to have been 
a Perſon of conſiderable Note in both theſe Reigns. 

His Son Aluin M*Arkill, 7. e, the Son of Ark/l}, as he 
is deſigned in old Charters, was a great Favourite at Court, 
in the Reigns of King David, and Malcolm TV. as is e- 
vident from his being ſo frequently Witneſs to the Grants, 
and Donations of both theſe Princes to Churches and Ab- 
bacys, particularly to the Church of Gl1ſgow, (a) and the 
Abbacy of Dumſermlin. (b) 

His Son and Succeſſor called alſo Aluin, next Earl of 
Lennox, was according to the Devotion of thoſe Times 
a liberal Bene factor to the Church, for he mortified the 
Lands of Cochnach, Ediabarnet, Dalmenach, with a great 
deal of other Lands to the Old Chureh of Kl patrick, in

This Duncan Laird of M*Farlane was one of the Firſt of 
any Account, who made open Profeilion of the Chriſtian 
Religion in this Kingdom. He joined the Earls of Lennox 
and Glencairn at the Fight in Glaſgow-moor Anno 134.4, 
againſt the Earl of Array, who was Governour in the Mi- 
nority of Queen Mary. He was afterwards, together with 
ſeverals of his Name and Followers, ſlain valiantly fighting 
for his Country at the Battel of Piney, September 10.

The Cameron,, as moſt other neighbouring Clans, while 
the Family of M Donald continued in a flouriſhing Con- 
dition, were Dependants on the ſame : but after the Ex- 
tinction of that great Family, each of theſe Clans came in- 
to an independant State, ſetting up upon all Occaſions 
for themſelves, as at this preſent Time. The Laird of Lo- 
cheal in the latter Part of the Reign of King James VI. mar- 
ried C2M:pbel of Glenurchy's Daughter, Aunt to the late Earl 
of Braidalbin. Of this Marriage he had Sir Ewan, his 
Succeflor, a very well accompliſht Gentleman, who per- 
formed a great many ſignal Services againſt the Exgliſb, 
in the Reignsof King Charles I. and II. having defeated 
at one Conflict with very much Loſs to the Enemy a Par- 
ty of Two hundred Exgliſb, and at another wholly in a 
Manner cut off a Party of Eighty, there eſcaping only 
Two Sentinels.

Walſh, and other 7 Hiſtoriavs, was in the Second Century 
of the Chriſtian Epocha, Provincial King of the Province of 
Meath, which Dignity his Succeſſors enjoyed for many De- 


ſcents, till ſome little Time be fore the Engl;/b Conqueſt, the 


Family of Orork obtained that Principality. This Surname 
is aſſerted to be of the Mileian Stem, or that of the ancient 
Kings of Ireland, and the Progenitor thereof to have come 
to Scotland with the Firſt who from Treland planted Arg yle- 
Shire. I have heard ſome of this Name affirm, that the 
Laird of M Lauchlan had a Charter of his Eſtate from King 
Congallus II. but cannot aſſent too far to any fuch Aſſerti- 
on, there being no Evidences of that Antiquity as yet 
found out, at leaſt any Mention made of ſuch in any Place 
or Record of this Kingdom, tho' there may be a tradition- 
al Account, that the above Surname was in Poſſe ſſion of 
their Eſtate in that Reign, or before the ſame, which is no 
way inconſiſtent with Probability. | 

The Laird of M Lauchlan, Chief of that Surname's E- 
ſtate of Straithlauchlan, and principal Reſidence being the 
large and ancient Caſtle of Caſtlelachlan, are in the lower 
Part of upper Cowal, near the North Side of Lochfine, 
in the Shire of Argyle, in which moſt of his Clan reſide. 
The next to that Family is Coli» MeLauchlan, the preſent 
Laird of M*Lauchla»'s Uncle. There are alſo the Mac- 
lauchlans of Craigintairromw, Inchehonell, and divers other 
Heritors of that Surname in the ſaid Shire; as alſo Mac- 
lauchlan of Auchintroig, in the Shire of Stirling, in Favour 
of Celeſtin M*Lauchlan one of whoſe Anceſtors, Duncan 
Earl of Lennox confirms a Charter granted by Eugen Mac- 
keſſan of Garchels to one of the faid Celeſtin's Anceſtors, 


which Confirmation is dated in the Year 1394, and Eight - 


Year of the Reign of King Robert III. There is ano- 
ther numerous Sept of the M Lauchlans refiding in Mor- 
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vern, and Lochaber, the principal Perſon of theſe being 
M*Eauchlan ot Corryuanan in Lochaber. Of this Family is 
M*Lauchlan of Drumlane in Monteath, with others of that 
Surname there. 'T hoſe of this Sept reſiding in Lochaber, 
depend upon the Laird of Locheall, as already menti-

MNAUCHTAN 


T HE Surname of M*Naxchtay, tho' now low, hath 

been a Surname of very great Antiquity, and for 
a long Tract of Time of much Eſteem, and poſ- 
ſeſſedof a very conſiderable Eftate in A4rgyle-Shire. This 
Surname was fo denominated from the proper Name of 
Nauchtan, being that of one of the Progenitors of the ſame, 
and an ancient Scotiſh proper Name. The Anceſtors or 
Chiefs of this Surname are reported to be for ſome Apes de- 
ſigned Thanes of Lochtay, and alſo to be poſſeſſed of a 


great Eſtate betwixt the South Side of Lochfne and Lochow,

TE, 


Parts of which are Glenera, Glenſhira, Glenſine, and others. 
The Firſt of this Name mentioned in our publick Hiſto- 
ries, was Duncan Laird of M*Nauchtan, an Aﬀiſtant of 
M*Dugal Lord of Lors againſt King Robert Bruce at the 
Battel of Dalrce, for which he loſt a Part of his Eſtate; but 
afterwards he, or rather his Son, was a loyal Subject to 
that King and to King David II. his Succeſſor. The pre- 
ſent Laird of Macnauchtan's Father, Sir Alexander Mac- 
nauchtan, was one of the braveſt and beſt accompliſht Gen- 
tlemen of his Age, and a very cloſe Adherent to the Intereſt 
of King Charles I, and IL in all their Difficulties; ſo that 
in Recompence of that Gentleman's Loyalty and fignal 
Service, King Charles II. at his Reſtoration not only be- 
ſtowed the honour of Knighthood upon him, but alſo a 
liberal Penſion during Life, the latter Part of which hav- 
ing ſpent at Court, he died at London. | 
There is a very conſiderable Gentleman of this Name 
in the County of Av!ri in Ireland, whoſe Anceſtor was 
a Son of the Family of M Nauchtan. He hath a good E- 
ſtate called Benbardty, and a pretty Caſtle in which he 
reſides, there being alſo divers of his Name reſid- 
ing in his Eſtate, and other Parts of that Country. 
T hoſe of other Denominations deſcended of this Surname, 
are the M*KRenriks, deſcended of one Henry M Nauchtan; 
a Sept of the M*Nuyers, eſpecially thoſe of Glenſine; the 
M-*Neits, M<Eols, and others. It is a clear Demonſtrati- 
on of the Antiquity of a Surname, that many Branches, e- 
ſpecially of other Denominations, are deſcended off the 
ſame; it being evident that in Order of Nature fuch Things 
are not ſuddenly brought to any Bearing, but gradually, 
and in a confiderable Progreſs of Time. 
The preſent Laird of M. Nauchtan is in Poſſeſſion of no 
Part of his Eſtate, the fame being evicted ſome Years ago 
by Creditors, for Sums no way equivalent to the Value 
thereof, and there being no Diligence uſed for Relief there- 
poke | Ot, 
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of, it went out of the Hands of the Family. M*Naxchtay's 
eldeſt Son, being a very five Gentleman, was a Captain in 
the Scori/b Foot-Guards, and was ſometime ago killed in 
Span; his only ſurviving Son, Joba, being a Cuſtom-Houſe 
Officer upon the eaſtern Coaſt. M. Nauchtan's Eſtate, called 
M*Nauchtas's-Letter, being a pretty good Eſtate, lyes upon 
the Weſt Side of Lochfiye, within a little way of that Loch, 
in the Shire of Argyle. His principal Refidence is the 
Caſtle of Dundarawy, fitnated upon a little rocky Point, u- 
n the Weſt Shore of Lochfine, contiguous to his own E.

HE Surname of M Gregor, once a numerous Name, 
and in Poſſeſſion of divers confiderable Eſtates, 
hath of a long Tra of Time been accounted one 
of the ancient Scotz/þ Surnames, or Clans, being denominat- 
ed from the proper Name of Gregor, Anceſtor of that Sur- 


name, being a known ancient proper Scoti/þ Name. Thoſe 
of this Surname aſſert their Progenitox to have been a Son 
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of one of the Scoliſh Kings of the Alfiriay Race, more 
eſpecialy of King Gregory; but our Hiſtorians are general- 
ly agreed that King Gregory never married, and was not 
known to have any Iſſue either legitimate, or illegitimate. 
However that be, that this Surname is deſcended from one 
properly ſo called, a Son, or ſome other Deſcendant of 
another of the Kings of the Alpinian Race is no way in- 
conſiſtent with Probability. But that Surname having loſt 
their Eſtates at different Junctures, and by various Con- 
tingencies, is a Mean of the Loſs alſo of any Evidents re- 
lating to the Manner and Time of acquiring thoſe Eſtates, 
and that were any.way conducive tor evincing the De- 
ſcent of the Family: the beſt Document now extant in 
their Cuſtody, being their Armorial Bearing, which infi- 
nuates pretty clearly, that the ſaid Name was either deſce n- 
ded of ſome of the Stem of the S$coz7h Kings, or that they 
had done ſome Piece of ſignal Service for ſome one of 
the Kings, and Kingdom, tho? the Circumſtances of either 
of theſe cannot at this Diſtance be fully cleared. I find 
in the Genealogical Account of the Surname of Campbel, 
that Sir Colin Campbel of Lochow, who had divers great 
Offices from King Malcolm II. had a Daughter married to 
M regor Laird of Glenurchy, and that of this Marriage was 
Sir Jobn M. Gregor of Glenurchy, a Perſon of very good 
Account in the | with of King Malcolm III. The Chief 
of that Name is very well known to have been for many 
Generations Lairds of Glenurchy, and to have built the 
Caſtle of Balloch, or Taymouth, at leaſt to have had their 
Reſidence there, and alſo to have built Caſtle Caolcbuirn, in 
the Weſt Part of that Country. How this Eſtate was loſt 
is not very evident, but it is probable, that the Name of 
M Gregor, being ſo near Neighbours, might be induced 
or obliged to joyn M Dugal Lord of Lorn, againſt King 
Robert I. and upon that Account loſt a good Part of their 


Eſtate, as the M<Nauchtans, and M*Nezs loſt a Part of

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theirs for the ſame Cauſe. However the Firſt of the Name 
of Caiphel who got that Eſtate of Glenurchy, was Black 
Sir Col:n Canpbel, Second Son to Sir Colin Campbel of 
Lochow in the latter Part of the Reign of King Jamcs 
II. or in the Eeginning of the Reign of King James ITT. 
being Anceſtor of the preſent Earl of ZBrazdalbin. Beſides 
the chief Family of Glenurchy, there was alſo M*Gregor 
of Glen lyon, who having no Iſſue, nor near Relation, diſ- 
poned his Eſtate to a Second Son of Sir Duncan Campbel 
of Glenurchy, being Anceſtor of Campleb of Glenurchy, in 
the Beginning of the Reign of King James VI. There 
was alſo M Gregor of Glenſre, who was forfeited in the 
ſame Reign, the Laird of M'Gregor having alſo near the ſame 
Time ſold the laſt Lands that Family had in thoſe Parts, 
called Stroy:7-lchon, ſo that ſince that Time, wiz. the lat- 
ter part of the Reign of King James VI. the Lairds of 
M*Gregor had no Eſtate, till the principal Branch of that 
Family became extinct in the Reign of King Charles II. 
the Chiefship devolving upon Malcolm M Gregor, deſcend- 
ed of a collateral Branch of the Chief Family, whoſe Son 
Grigor M*Gregor, in the Reign of King William dying 
without Iſſue, was ſucceeded by Archibald M Gregor, of 
Kilmanan, whoſe Male Iſſue being all dead, and thoſe few 
who pretend veareſt Relation to him being of mean Re- 
ute, and Circumſtances, made (as is reported) a formal 
Xenounciation of the Chiefship in Favour of Grigor M- 
Gregor of Glengyle, who is lineally deſcended from a Son 
of the Laird of M'Gregor. © 
This Surname is now divided into Four principal Fa- 
milies. The Firſt is that of the Laird of M*Gregor, being 
in a Manner extinct, there being few or none of any Ac- 
count of the ſame. The next Family to that of Mac- 
gregor is Dongal Keirs Family, fo named from their An- 
ceſtot Dzgal Kerr, a Son of the Laird of Mgregor, the 
Principal Perſon of that Family is M*Gregoy of Clengyle 
a WAQIE 
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whoſe Reſidence, and Intereſt is at the Head of Loci- 
cattery, in the Pariſh of Callender, in the Shire of Perth. 
The Third Family is that of Rora, the principal Perſon 
of which is M*Gregor of Rora in Raynach, in the Shire of 
Perth. The Fourth Family is that of Byackley, ſo deno- 
minated from Brackley, of which the principal Perſon of 
that Family was not long ago Proprietor. 

Thoſe of other Denominations deſcended of this Sur- 
name, are the MKinnins, being a pretty numerous Clan 
in the Iſle of Skye; the principal Perſon of that Clan hath 
a pretty good Eſtate in the Ifles of Skye, and Mal] How 
far this Pretenfion is acquieſced in, I cannot determine, 
but am confident, that Gentleman's Armorial Bearing diſ- 
fers very much from that of the Surname of M*Gregor. 
Another Branch of another Denomination is that of Mac- 
carras, a pretty numerous Sept in the North Parts of Perth- 
Shire. There are alſo the M*Lezfters, M Choiters and divers 


others deſcended of that Surname ; of which the Armorial

HE Anceſtor of the Surname of Colchoun was Hum: h- 
rey Kirkpatrick, in whoſe Favour Malduin Earl of 
Lennox grants Charter of the Lands of Colchoun inthe Reign 
of King Alexander II. That of Kirkparrick, or Kilpatrick, 
always reputed the Place in which St. Patrice the Apoſtle 
of Ireland was born, is preſumed to have obtained that De- 
nomination in very ancient Times, as is evident by a 
Charter by Aluin Earl of Lennox, mortifying ſome Lands 
to the old Church of K7Ipatrick before the Foundation of 
the Abbey of Paiſlay, Anno 1160. that being then, and as 
it would ſeem for a long Time before, ſo defigned, from 
which and the adjoining Village of the ſame Denominati- 
on, was an ancient Surname in thoſe Parts denominated, 
of which was that Humphrey, who firſt acquired the Lands 
of Colchoun, which Lands were ſo named before he ac- 
quired the ſame, the Import of which Denomination be- 
ing a Sea-coaſting Corner or Point, to which the former 
Situation of thoſe Lands, eſpecially of that now termed 
Durglaſs, the ancient Manſion-Houſe thereof, very well 
agrees, rather than to that from Connaucht in Treland, or a- 
ny other to that purpoſe pretended for the * 
85 e 
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that Surname. The firſt who aſſumed the Surname of 
Colchoun, was Ingram the above Hum pbrt y's Succeſſor, be- 
ing ſo deſigned in the Charter of Lui by Malcolm Earl of 
Lennox, to Malcolm Laird of Lnſs, confirming Jobn Laird 
of Luſs his Charter to his Son of thoſe Lands in the Be- 
ginning of the Reign of King Robert J. This Ingran's 
Succeſſor was Robert of Colchoun, who is mentioned, as al- 
ſo his Succeſſor of the ſame Name, in divers Charters by 
Malcolm the Second, and Donald, Earls of Lennox. 

To Robert the Second of that Name of Colchoun ſuc- 
ceeded Humphrey of Colchoun, who in the Year 1394, and 
Fourth Year of the Reign of King Robert III. married 
the Daughter and Heireſs of Godfrey, Laird of Luſt, how- 
ever otherwiſe aſſerted, that at that Time the Laird of 
Luſs married the Heireſs of Colchoun, it being evident that 
the Family of Laſs of 'That-Ilk, or as others, Lennox of 
Luſs, was the greater Family, both in reſpect of Antiqui- 
ty and Eſtate than that of Colchouw; ſo that being the 
greater, it cannot be preſumed he would have quitted his 
Surname, and aſſumed that of the leſſer upon his Marriage 
with the Heireſs thereof; as for Inſtance, M*T»to/b, Locheal, 
and Shaw of Grennock, with many others, whoſe Anceſtors, 
tho* married to Heireſſes equal to themſelves, retained 
their Surnames, and ſo may be thought would Lys upon 


marrying the Heireſs of Colchoun. For further IIluſtrati - 


on of this Matter, Godfrey Laird of Lyſs is Witneſs to a 


Charter granted by Duncan Earl of Lenrox in the Year 


1394. As alſo Humphrey of Colchoun is Witneſs in another 
Charter of the ſame Date, by the ſame Earl. And in the 
Charter of Caiuſtroddan, confirmed by the ſame Earl, in 
the Year 1395, being the very next Year. the ſame Hum 
pbrey Colchoun is defigned of Lnſs, and Robert, Camſtrod- 
dan's Anceſtor, is deſigned Robert Colchoun, his Brother, 
ſo that by the above Charters the Time and Manner 1

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the Marriage of the Laird of Colcboun with the Heireſs of 
Luſs is fully illuſtrated. 

'The moſt ancient Charter now extant of the Lands of 
Luſs, is a Charter by Malduin Earl of Lennox to Gilmore, 
Son of Muldonich, of the Lands of Laſs. This Maldonich, 
or another of Gilore's Anceſtors, is upon very good 
Grounds aſſerted to be a Son of the Earl of Lennox, and 
to have retained the Surname of Lennox, or as others aſ- 
ſumed that of Luſs, and retained the ſame till the Marriage 
of the Heireſs with Colchoun. The above Charter was in 
the Reign of King Alexander II. but its thought the Eſtate 
was given off to one of the Anceſtors of that Family be- 
fore that Charter, tho” the ſame be the oldeſt now extant 
in their Hands, To Gilmore ſucceeded Maurice, being on- 
ly mentioned Witneſs by Deſignation of Lyjs in a Char- 
ter by the Earl to Maurice Galtraith, of the Lands of Auch- 
incloich. Maurice's Succeſſor was Sir John of Laſs, in 
whoſe Favour Malcolm Earl of Lennox grants Charter of 
the Lands of Luſt, and Superiority of Banra, and the 
adjacent Iſles belonging in Property to Gilichal, Gilmar- 
tin, and Gzllecondad, ſurnamed Galtraiths, To Sir John 
ſucceeded Malcolm, in whoſe Favour Malcolm Second of 
that Name Earl of Lennox grants Charter of Confirmati- 
on of Luſs, with the Property of Eaſter Glinn, in the 
Reign of King Robert I. Malcolm's Succeſſor was Dun- 
can, in whoſe Favour Donald Earl of Lennox grants Char- 
ter, and he is a frequent Witneſs in others of that Earl's 
Charters. The laſt Laird of Luſs was Godfrey already 
mentioned. ee 

Humphrey Colchoun, Firſt of that Name Laird of Lu, 
granted Charter of the Lands of Camſiroddan, aud Anchi- 
gavin, to Robert Eolchoun, his Brother, and his Heirs Male, 
which failing to another Robert, and Patrick, his other 
Brethren; which Charter was written at Luſs, and ſub- 
ſcribed by the Laird, and confirmed by Duncan 5 of

Lennox, at Inchmirrin, his Manſion-houſe, upon the Fourth 
Day of July 1395. being the Fifth of the Reign of King 
Robert TIT. 
To Humphrey ſucceeded Sir John, who was married to 
the Lord Areskin's Daughter. He was firſt Governour of 


Diumbartan-caſtle, afterwards of the Caſtle of Tnchmirrin, and 


being enticed under Shew of a friendly Conference, or Par- 
ley, to come out of his Garriſon, by Means of Lauchlan 
M*Lean, and Murdo Gibſon, Commanders of an Army of 
Iſles-men, who harraſſed Lennox in the Minority of King 
James II. was by an Ambuth planted for that Purpoſe 
treacheroufly flain, with 120. of his Men.

John 
Fourth of that Name Laird of L, was married to the 
Earl of Mozteath's Daughter, by whom he had Sir Hum- 
phrey his Succeſfor, Alexander, afterwards Laird of Laſs, 
and John. Sir Humphrey was married to the Lord Ha- 
nilton's Daughter, by whom he had one Daughter, married 
to Cantbel of Carrick, This Sir Humphrey fought the _

flict of Glexſroon, againſt the M Gregor, and was aſter— 


wards killed in Benachra-Caſtle by the M*Farlans, thro' 


Influence of a certain Nobleman whom Lſc had diſoblig- 
ed. He was ſucceeded by Alexander, his Brother, who mar- 
ried Helen, Daughter to the Laird of Buchanan, by whom 
he had Five Sons, Sir James, his Succeſſor, Sir Humphrey 
of Balvey, Alexander of Glins, Walter and George. Sir 
Humphrey, Walter, and George died without Iſſue. 

Sir James of Luſs married the Earl of Montroſe's Daugh- 
ter, and had by her Sir John, his Succeſſor, Sir Janes of 
Corky, and Alexander of Tullichewn. Sir John married 
Bailie, Heireſs of Lochend, by whom he had three Sons, 
who died all unmarried, and Eight Daughters, Three of 
which only had Iſſue, being Lilias the eldeſt, married to

To Sir John ſucceeded his Brother, Sir James of Corky, 
who was married to. Cunningham of Bellyechan's Daugh- 
ter, by whom he had Sir Humphrey, his Succeſſor, and 
2 Sir Humphrey was married to the Laird of Honſtous's 
aughter, by whom he had no Children, that came to 


Age, but one Daughter, Anna. who being Heireſs of that

accounted a Surname of great Antiquity and Eſteem ; the 
ſame for divers Ages being in Poſſeſſion, and the Chiefs 
thereof Lairds, or rather Lords of all lower Cowal, a ve- 
ry fertile Country, and of a large Extent, tho' moſt Part 
thereof at ſeveral Junctures and: Occafions (of which the 
Circumſtances cannot in this Age be diſcovered) was 
wreſted out of their Hands. The Name it ſelf did alſo 
ſuſtain very great Loſs or Diminution in the Time of the Ci- 
vil Wars, in the Reign of Ring Charles I. having joined 
with the Marquis of Montroſe's Party, who ſtood for the 
King's Intereſt. Upon the Defeat of the Marquis at Phi-

Forces, were obliged to yield themſelves Priſoners of War, 
and as ſoon as they came into the Enemies Hands were 
all put to the Sword; as were alſo near the ſame. Time a 
great Number of the M*Dovgals, and M Neils, who de- 
tended themſelves for ſome Time in the Fort of Dun- 
abarty in Kintyre, againſt Lieutenant General Leſiy, after 
the Defeat of Alexander M Donald's Army at Largy : 
Leſly having given Quarters to a Party of Ib, who with 
the above Clans defended that Fort, did put all the Scors 
without Diſtinction to the Sword, of which the moſt Part 
were of thoſe mentioned with ſome M Donald, after 
they had ſurrendred at Diſcretion; ſo that none of theſe 
Surnames are any thing ſo numerous ever fince as for- 
merly. _ 5 py et os 

The Surname of Lamond is aſſerted to be deſcended of 
 Lamon1Oneil, a Son of the Great Oneil, provincial King 
of North Ulſter. The Chiefs of this Surname were allied 
with very honourable Families both in Scotland, and Fe- 
land, as with the Families of Argyle, M Donald, Lufs, 
Buchanan, Okyan, Lord Dunfeverin, and other Families 
in Ireland. Ind Duncan M*Lamond, who ſeems to ——

been Laird of Lanond, mentioned Witneſs in a Charter 
granted by Duncan Earl of Lennoxin the Reign of King 


Robert III. This Surname is always in Ih termed M*La- 


monds, or Clanlamond. | 

Archibald late Laird of Lamord married Margaret Daugh- 
ter to Collonel Hurry, by whom he had no Iſſue; ſo 
that the Eſtate went to Dugal Lamond of Sriolaig. as 
being neareſt Heir Male. He married Margare? Siſter 
to James Earl of Bute, by whom he had Five Daughters, 

the eldeſt whereof, Margaret, is married to John Lamond 
of Kzlfinan, whoſe eldeſt Son is to ſucceed to the Eſtate of 
Lamond. There are of other Denominations deſcen- 
ded of this Surname, the M*Lacaſes or Lukes, M*Inturners, 
or Turners, M* AlJuzes, or Blacks, M'Twhoms, and Tow- 
arts, The Laird of Lamond fince the Demolition of 
his Caſtle of Towart, by the abovementioned Siege, re- 
ſides in Ardiamond, in Upper Cowal. The principal Gen- 
tlemen of that Name are the Lamonds of Silvercrate, 
Lamond of Willowfield, who with ſome other Gentlemen, 
and moſt others of that Surname, reſide in Lower Cowal. 
There is alſo deſcended off a Son of the Laird of La- 
mond, Burdon of Fedale, in Straithern, with others of that 
Name there, having got that Eflate by Marrizge of the 
Heireſs thereof ſome Ages ago. 

L1amond for Armorial Bearing carried ſometimes Azure, a 
Mond, or Globe Argert; But the moſt ancient and more 
ordinary Bearing of that Family is Azure, a Lyon Ramp- 


ant, Argent. Creſt, a Hand coupee proper. Motto, Ne 


pereas nec ſpernas. 


There is alſo in Arg yle-Shire a Gentleman of a ſmall 
Eſtate deſigned Macorguodale, of Fainiiſlayds. His Intereſt 
lyes upon the South Side of Lnchow, and he is accounted 
one of the moſt ancient Gentlemen of his own Station in

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that Shire, or probably of any other in this Kingdom, it 
being with Afſurance aſſerted that the Cauſe of his An- 
ceſtor's getting that Eſtate was for taking down the Head 
of Alpin, King of the Scots, by Night off the Walls of 
the Capital City of the Pzcis, where theſe had affixed it, 
and upon bringing the ſame to King Kenneth the Great, 
he was for that Service recompenced with that Eſtate poſ- 
ſeſſed by his Succeſſor as yet, and that there was a Charter 
granted of the ſaid Eſtate by King Kenneth, which is re- 
ported to have been ſent upon his earneſt Requeſt to Sir 
George MKenxie to be peruſed by him, ſome little Time 
before the Revolution, and that the ſame was not got back. 
However this be, that Gentleman 1s reputed to be of very 
great Antiquity by all in theſe Parts; but I could not 
obtain any diſtinct Account of the ſame, or of his Armo- 
rial Bearing. 


There was alſo a Gentleman of a good Eſtate in Rin- 
tyre, deſigned M:Kay of Ogendale, which Family continu- 
ed in very good Repute for a good many Ages. 'The 
principal Family is lately extinct, There continues a con- 
tiderable Number of that Surname as yet in Ki7ntyre, and 
the North of Teland; ſo that I am very apt to think that 
the Anceſtor of the Northern M*Kayes, of which the Lord 
Rae is Chief, was deſcended off this ancient Family of 
that Name in K7z»7yre, rather than from one Forbes, a Son 
« Forbes of Ochanocher, as is aſſerted by ſome modern 

riters. 
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Account of the Surname of 
AV LEAF 


S divers-of the moſt ancient Surnames in the Weſtern 
Parts of the Lennox derive their Origin from the 
Family of Lennox, ſo alſo the Surname of M* Aula) may 
upon good Grounds be preſumed to be deſcended off that 
ancient Family. For Confirmation of this Allegation, in 
a Charter by Malduiy Earl of Lennox, to Sir Patrick 
Graham, of the Carrucate of Muckraw, one of the Wit- 
neſſes is Aulay the Earl's Brother: As alſo in another 
Charter by the ſame Earl to Milliam, Son of Arthur Gal- 
bratth, of the Two Carrucates of Bathernock, and Carru- 
cate of Kyncruich, now Culcruich, the Witneſſes are, Dur- 
can, and Aulay, the Earl's Brethren. This Aulay is men- 
tioned in divers other Charters of the ſaid Earl; as alſo 
the ſaid Aulay's Son, and Succeſſor, deſigned Duncan, 
Son of Aulay, or M* Aulay, Knight, is inferted in a Char- 
ter by the ſame Earl to Walzer Ftreul, of the Lands of 
Dalgubern, and in a great many others. I find no mention 
of this Duncan's Succeſſor The next to be met with, and 


to be preſumed of that Family, is Arthur, deſigned of 


Arncaple, being Witneſs in a Charter by Duncan Earl 
of Lennox to Murdac Son of Arthur Dinin, of the Lands 
of Drumfad, and Kirkmichal ; fo that this Arthur might 
be Grandchild to Sir Duncan laſt mentioned. There is a

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currant Tradition that this Family, or Surname was do- 
ſigned Arncaples of That-Ilk for ſome Time, untill from 
one of the Chiefs of that Family, properly called Aula), 
the whole Surname was ſo denominated. But there 1s much 
more Ground tor the Firſt, than the laſt of theſe Suppoſi- 
tions, in Regard of the ſmall Interval betwixt the J ime 
of the above Sir Duncan M*Aulay, and that Surname's be- 
ing found upon Record to be ſo denominated as it con- 
tinues to this preſent Time. 

The next of that Name to the Family of Arncaple, is 
the Repreſentative of Major Robert M Aulay, a Gentle- 
man of a good Eſtate in Glenerm, in the County of Ayzrin 
in Ireland, in which County a great many of that Sur- 
name reſide. There is alſo a numerous Sept of that Sur- 
namein Caithneſs, and Sutherland, who own their Deſcent 
off the Family of Arzcaple, and that Gentleman to be 
their Chief. The M*Phezdirans of Argyle-Shire ownthem- 
ſelves to be originally of this Surname. The principal 
Reſidence of the Laird of Arzcaple is the Caſtle of Ardin- 
ca fle, in the Shire of Dumbartan, fituated upon the North 
Side of the Firth of Clyde, oppoſite to the Town of Greenock. 


The Armorial Bearing of M*Axlay of Arxcaftle is, 
Gules, Two Darts their Points conjoyned in Baſe, in form 
of a Cheveron reverſed Argent, ſurmounted of a feſs 
Checky of the 2d and 1/t. Creſt, a Boot coupee at the 
Ancle, with a Spur thereon proper. Motto, Dulce Periculum.
